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Prior  to  commencement  of  the  discussion  on  Commission  calendar  items, 
a  brief  ceremony  was  presented  by  Joseph  A.  Rock,  Project  Director 
of  San  Francisco's  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program,  and  four  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Mayor's  Summer  NYC  Program,  to  thank  the  sponsors 
of  the  local  program.     The  student  group  was  headed  by  John  Ottoboni, 
project  supervisor,  who  gave  a  brief  resume  of  this  year's  summer 
program,  which  involved  1135  students.     He,  in  turn,  introduced  the 
three  students  who  came  to  express  the  appreciation  of  all  the  summer 
enrollees  . 

Lauren  Canton,  spoke  in  Spanish  for  the  Spanish-American  k^- 
enrollees .

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  6  8-0705,  supplemental  appropriation  of 
$2,738,000  1967  Airport  Bond  Funds,  Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  a  major 
step  forward  in  the  expansion  of  the  Airport. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  these  funds  were 
to  cover  the  design,  plans  and  specifications  for  Rotunda  No.  7, 
North  Terminal  frontal  gates  and  Rotunda  No.  1,  and  expanded  garage 
facilities  and  construction  of  a  fifth  level  of  the  existing  struc- 
ture.    This  will  increase  the  capacity  to  approximately  7500  parking 
stalls,  compared  with  the  present  2700  stalls.     He  estimated  con- 
struction would  start  in  1969  on  these  projects. 

For  the  information  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Hansen  reported  the  Air- 
port expansion  program  is  on  schedule,  and  he  then  gave  a  brief  re- 
capitulation of  the  status  of  financing?  design,  plans,  and  construc- 
tion ;  construction  commencement  dates  etc. ,  for  the  other  projects 
under  the  expansion  program. 

****** 

Presentation  of  Master  Plan  Study  for  development  and  use  of  Airport 
Property  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway,  prepared 
by  Wilsey  and  Ham,  Consulting  Engineers: 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  study  for  utilization  of  the  Utilities'  property 
west  of  the  Airport  was  being  presented  to  the  Commission  for  its 
review  and  discussion,  and  that  he  would  have  a  specific  recommenda- 
tion in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  this  study  covers  the  engineering  aspects  and 
site  development,  and  a  plan  to  provide  for  the  orderly  development 
of  the  area  on  the  180  acres  westerly  of  the  Freeway  to  meet  the  ex- 
panding needs  of  the  Airport  and  its  tenants. 

Norman  B.  Hansen,  Vice  President  of  Wilsey  &  Ham,  then  explained  the 
"Master  Plan  West  of  Bayshore  Property"  study  as  submitted  to  the 
Commission  on  August  19,  1968,  for  the  improvement  of  the  area.  He 
explained  the  existing  conditions  and  summarized  the  engineering 
and  planning  considerations  which  will  affect  the  development  of  the 
property. 

One  of  the  limitations  on  the  development  is  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company's  high  voltage  power  lines  which  extend  the  entire 
length  of  the  project.     However,  City's  legal  staff  advised  that 
roads  could  not  be  built  along  the  easement  but  that  the  easement 
could  be  crossed  when  necessary. 
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Norman  B .  Hansen  with  a  large  wall  map,  pointed  out  the  various 
phases  of  the  Master  Plan  prepared  by  Wilsey  &  Ham,  including  the 
planning  area,  street  layout  and  parcelization ,  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  overpasses,  roadway  sections,  grading  and  drainage  plan, 
utility  systems  and  the  recommended  stage  development. 

The  Stage    l    development,  proposed  for  the  central  portion  of  the 
property,  would  provide  not  only  access  but  streets  and  utilities 
within  the  site,  said  Norman  B„  Hansen.     Fill,  roadways  and  utilities 
in  this  Stage  1  construction  would  cost  approximately  $2  „ 7  million. 
Development  of  the  balance  of  the  property  north  and  south  could  be 
deferred  until  tenant  needs  for  this  area  develop. 


In  answer  to  Commissioner  Goldman's  question  as  to  whether  this 
study  has  been  discussed  with  the  Airport  Architects   (Warnecke  and 
Associates,  and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford),  Dale  H.  Fearn,  Assistant 
General  Manager  Planning  and  Development,  said  they  are  completely 
"on  board"  on  the  plan  as  developed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  the  Commission  should  have  for  the 
record  a  formal  statement  from  the  two  organizations  that  they  agree 
to  the  general  plan. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  directed  that  at  the  time  the  staff  makes  its 
recommendation  on  the  study,  that,  if  possible,  representatives  of 
both  Wilsey  &  Ham  and  the  Airport  Architectural  firm  be  present  also. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  overpasses  and  roadways,  and  whether  or 
not  the  State  would  assume  some  responsibility  for  their  construc- 
tion o 

George  F.  Hansen  said  further  meetings  are  being  held  with  the  State 
Highway  people  on  this .     He  pointed  out  the  two  overpasses  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Commission  because  they  serve  City's  private 
property . 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Goldman,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Chase, 
the  Commission  accepted  the  presentation  of  the  Master  Plan  Study 
prepared  by  Wilsey  &  Ham,  without  approving  it,  and  commended 
Gorman  B.  Hansen  for  his  fine  presentation.     It  was  the  decision  of 
the  Commission  to  hold  approval  of  the  plan  in  abeyance  until  such 
time  as  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities ' recommendation  on 
this  has  been  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Commission. 

****** 

In  regard  to  Resolutions  No.  68-0726  and  68-0730,  awarding  Water 
Department  agricultural  grazing  leases,  Arthur  H.  Frye ,  Jr.,  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  explained 
the  1615-acre  Alameda  County  lease  is  an  increase  to  $7.11  per  acre 
from  the  present  rental  of  $6.51  per  acre.     The  132  7-acre,  Santa 
Clara  County  lease  is  an  increase  to  $6.75  per  acre  from  $5.61  per 
acre . 

****** 

Upon  reaching  the  Municipal  Railway  portion  of  the  agenda,  Commis- 
sioner McDonnell  asked  for  a  report  by  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  on  the  Railway  with  respect  to  assults  and  robberies  of 
operators . 
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Mr.  Carr  said  that  following  the  earlier  problems  on  the  Railway 
buses  and  some  of  the  police  problems,  a  meeting  was  held  with  Mayor 
Alioto  and  at  that  time  the  Mayor  indicated  that  it  would  make  more 
sense,  if  it  became  necessary,  to  establish  a  Transit  Division  in 
the  Police  Department,  rather  than  a  separate  Transit  Police  Force. 

This  had  been  discussed  with  Chief  Cahill,  who  said  he  believes 
some  joint  inquiry  should  be  made  with  certain  other  cities  con- 
fronted with  this  problem — some  who  have  transit  police  force  and 
some  who  do  not. 

Recent  meetings  of  the  Mayor's  Safety  Committee  have  discussed 
whether  San  Francisco  should  follow  Oakland's  ready  fare  collection 
plan . 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  John  M.  Woods 
stated  that  a  plan  could  be  put  into  effect  with  a  slight  change  in 
the  coin  boxes  presently  being  used  at  a  cost  of  $75,000.     Mr.  Carr 
suggested  a  plan  somewhat  along  the  lines  Mr.  Woods  has  suggested 
and  make  a  report  to  the  Mayor,  because  it  would  involve  remodeling 
coin  boxes,  etc. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  understood  because  of  the  current  concern  among  the 
Municipal  Railway  drivers,  that  John  T.  Squire,  President  of  Local 
250,  Transit  Workers  Union,  wished  to  address  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Squire  said  the  robbery  and  shooting  over  the  weekend  was  an  un- 
fortunate one — -which  just  brings  more  pressure  to  bear  on  the  over- 
all situation.     He  said  Mr.  Carr  and  his  staff  have  been  working  on 
the  problem  along  with  the  Mayor's  Safety  Committee,  and  that  he  has 
a  complete  report  of  the  Committee's  meeting  on  August  28.  They 
have  another  meeting  planned  on  September  16  and  at  that  time  plann- 
ed to  come  out  with  a  recommendation,  he  said. 

The  robDery  has  aroused  the  drivers,  Mr.  Squire  said,  to  force  the 
calling  of  a  special  meeting  prior  to  their  normal  regular  Union 
meeting.     He  said  there  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  the  action  of 
that,  meeting,  based  on  what  happened  at  the  last  meeting — would  be 
to  take  some  drastic  action.     He  said  he  was  not  in  favor  of  drastic 
action  because  he  knew  that  all  efforts  in  all  departments  were 
aimed  toward  correcting  the  situation. 

He  said  it  was  not  just  the  drivers--he  was  also  getting  it  from  the 
wives.     They  are  going  to  call  their  own  meeting.     The  city  is 
going  to  end  up  with  an  unfortunate  situation  where  there  will  be  no 
transportation  in  San  Francisco,  he  said. 

Mr.  Carr  has  done  everything  he  could  said  Mr.  Squire.     Now  we  are 
faced  with  a  situation  where  we  are  going  to  have  to  move  faster 
than  the  normal  red  tape  of  the  City.     The  Chief  of  Police  has  been 
approached.     Attempts  have  been  made,  going  back  a  little  more  than 
a  year  ago.     He  has  always  come  up  with  some  feeble  excuse  that  you 
have  to  go  to  this  department  or  that  department.     The  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission,  he  felt  sure,  was  not  aware  that  Chief  Cahill  has 
been  passing  the  buck  back  to  it.     Yet  under  the  Charter  it  has  to 
be  the  Police  Department.    Who  is  he  giving  the  run  around  to? 

Mr.  Squire  said  he  did  not  blame  the  men — they  are  afraid.     In  1967 
there  were  66  armed  robberies,  16  strong  arms,  18  assaults  and  in 
1968,  52  armed  robberies,  20  strong  arms,  12  assaults,  said  Mr. 
Squire . 
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Here  in  seven  months,  there  was  a  7.4  increase  percent  per  month „ 
What  are  we  going  to  do?    Wait  for  another  killing  to  occur  before 
these  different  departments  get  off  the  dime  J     The  end  of  the  week 
is  just  how  much  time  we  have  left,  according  to  Mr.  Squire. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  what  the  problem  was  with  regard  to 
eliminating  cash  as  has  been  done  in  other  areas. 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  unfortunately  the  Muni's  fare  box  does  not  take 
paper.     Alameda  Contra/Costa  Transit  System  has  a  fare  box  which 
will  take  a  receipt,  a  ticket,  and  an  envelope. 

Mr.  Woods  then  explained  the  A/C  Transit  "ready  fare"  system  of 
collecting  the  exact  fare,  and  the  issuance  of  redemption  coupons 
as  refunds  to  patrons  paying  more  than  the  exact  fares. 

The  Municipal  Railway  staff  has  done  some  research  on  its  box  and 
has  come  up  with  a  scheme  which  they  think  practical  to  accept  the 
receipt,  envelope,  and  ticket, he  said.     Mr.  Woods  estimated  it  would 
take  60  to  90  days  to  proceed  on  this  basis,  depending  upon  whether 
a  declaration  of  emergency  could  be  secured. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  major  question  was  whether  Mr.  Woods 
thought  this  was  the  way  to  approach  the  problem. 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  for  the  time  it  appears  this  was.     It  alleviated 
the  problem  in  the  East  Bay?  Washington,  D.C. ,and  Baltimore.     It  is 
going  to  take  quite  an  educational  program  to  bring  it  to  the  people. 
East  Bay  has  spent  $20,000  in  advertising  and  TV.     Mr.  Woods  said  if 
this  alleviates  the  problem,  then  he  is  for  it  100  per  cent. 

Mr.  Carr  furnished  the  Commission  with  the  cost  estimate  to  augment 
a  Ready  Fare  Program  for  the  Municipal  Railways 

Convert  fareboxes  to  receive  tickets  or 

receipts  -  920  boxes  $25,000 

Publicity  &  Advertising.   .   .   ..........   .  25,000

We  currently  carry  $245,000  in  the  Change  Revolving  Fund  which  could 
be  eliminated  if  a  ready  fare  plan  is  adopted.     Funds  from  this 
source  can  be  reappropriated  by  an  emergency  for  use  in  implementing 
the  plan,  without  any  additional  cost  to  the  Taxpayer. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  not  had  an  opportunity  this  morning  to  submit  a 
written  recommendation  to  the  Commission,  and  that  he  would  appre- 
ciate authorization  by  the  Commission  to  proceed,  under  declaration 
of  emergency,  with  the  conversion  of  the  fare  boxes  on  the  basis 
that  the  funds  are  available  in  the  Change  Revolving  Fund  without 
cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  McDonnell's  question  whether  this  was  the 
best  way  to  do  the  job,  Mr.  Woods  said  if  the  change  fund  is  elimi- 
nated the  cause  for  the  assault  is  eliminated.     He  said  under  the 
Transit  Police  Force  plan,  he  did  not  know  how  many  men  would  be  re- 
quired and  the  vehicles  could  not  be  policed  100  per  cent  of  the  time. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Goldman  questioned  Mr.  Woods  on  the  pro- 
gress of  the  plan  for  installation  of  radios  in  the  Municipal  Railway 
equipment  for  the  specific  purpose  of  cutting  down  on  the  number  of 
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such  incidents.     The  question  arose  in  his  mind,  he  said,  if  the 
radio  were  tripped  on  by  an  apparatus  on  the  floor  board  it  could 
possibly  serve  as  a  solution „ 

Mr.  Woods  reported  that  the  original  25  radios  have  been  installed, 
and  the  contractor  estimates  the  completion  by  October  15  of  the 
installation  of  the  200  radios  on  order. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  225  installations  by  October  15,  out 
of  900  vehicles,  is  going  to  do  the  job. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  radios  will  be  part  of  the  specifications 
in  the  purchase  of  the  new  equipment,  so  that  ultimately  the  entire 
fleet  will  be  radio-equipped.  He  said  the  action  he  recommended  to 
be  taken  on  the  fare  boxes  would  be  at  least  evidence  to  Mr.  Squire 
and  the  Railway  operators  that  the  Commission  is  proceeding  to  take 
one  of  the  steps  desirable.  There  will  also  be  the  radios,  and  in 
the  long  run,  there  may  be  transit  police  of  some  type,  he  said. 

Mr.  Squire  said  while  he  was  in  Chicago  he  took  the  opportunity  of 
going  over  the  Motorola  radio.     He  said  he  would  like  to  see  them 
in  the  equipment. 

During  this  90  days  required  for  fare  box  revision,  Mr.  Squire  saidT 
he  would  like  the  Commission  to  put  out  the  old  tokens.     The  men 
are  not  going  to  wait  ninety  days.     Trying  to  sell  them  on  it  is 
going  to  be  a  problem.     He  suggested  using  tokens  until  the  revised 
box  is  installed.     Do  away  with  the  $50  change  fund?  tonight  we 
may  have  a  man  in  the  morgue,  he  said. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Squire,  in  that  he  was  not  at  all 
concerned  with  the  possible  slight  loss  of  revenue  in  view  of  what 
we  are  faced  with.     If  the  Railway  can  switch  over  within  30  days 
or  less  and  establish  outlets  and  at  the  same  time  initiate  the  pro- 
gram that  A/C  has,  then  any  action  the  Commission  takes  to  take  care 
of  the  drivers  is  worth  the  estimated  cost. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  the  installation  of  a  token  program  in 
the  most  expeditious  fashion  and  at  the  same  time  request  the  con- 
tractor to  install  the  radios  if  possible  by  October  1. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  radio  contract,  and  that  the  Commis- 
sion's pushing  up  the  completion  date  would  require  payment  of  a 
bonus,  which  provision  was  not  included  in  the  contract. 

With  regard  to  time  required  for  change-over  of  the  fare  boxes  to 
the  new  system,  Mr.  Woods  estimated  it  would  probably  take  30  to  60 
days  to  convert  940  fare  boxes — they  can  only  be  taken  out  in 
limited  numbers  at  a  time . 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Squire,  that  the  time  has  come 
to  abandon  normal  procedure.     The  great  inconvenience,  if  something 
is  not  done,  is  no  transportation  system  at  all. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Carr  what  system  he  would  recommend. 
Mr.  Carr  replied  inasmuch  as  there  are  tokens  in  storage,  he  would 
be  willing  to  tackle  the  token  problem  immediately,  and  at  the  same 
time  adjust  or  make  necessary  changes  in  the  boxes. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  commented  that  the  Commission  cannot  move  un- 
less the  staff  has  come  up  with  recommendations  or  suggestions. 
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The  Commission  is  just  as  concerned,  along  with  the  Union,  as  any- 
one else  is  in  this  situation „     The  Commission  members  do  not  have 
sufficient  background  knowledge  as  to  how  these  sytems  are  operat- 
ing, therefore  by  the  next  meeting  he  said  the  Commission  would 
like  to  have  a  written  recommendation  with  the  details  of  this 
action  it  is  taking  today  in  a  single  day.     Are  tokens  going  to  be 
continued?    Are  the  fare  boxes  going  to  be  changed  sufficiently 
with  the  tickets  and  cash  going  into  the  locked  compartment,  so 
that  tokens  will  be  unnecessary? 

Mr.  Carr  said  what  he  was  asking  was  that  the  Railway  go  to  tokens, 
proceed  on  the  receipt  basis,  and  the  Commission  can  make  policy 
decision  at  that  time,  one  way  or  another.     He  said  he  did  not  wish 
to  make  recommendation  on  continuation  of  tokens  or  the  receipt  pro- 
gram until  he  has  to. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  moved  the  Commission  adopt  a  resolution 
along  the  lines  of  Mr.  Carr's  recommendation?  Commissioner  Chase 
seconded. 

Mr.  Squire  said  he  would  definitely  like  to  see  the  resolution 
drawn  up  today  with  the  understanding  that  he  would  work  with  Mr. 
Carr  any  way  he  could.     Also,  that  he  would  appear  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  if  necessary  to  assist. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Squire  if  it  was  his  feeling  then 
that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  system  of  going  into  the  token  and 
ticket  system. 

Mr.  Squire  replied  he  first  had  reservations,  but  he  had  now  read 
the  "Oakland"  report  and  was  in  favor  of  that  particular  system. 
But  that  system  is  going  to  take  time,  and  San  Francisco  is  faced 
with  the  matter  of  not  having  the  time.     If  we  move  with  tokens, 
start  with  them,  we  are  buying  time.     I  am  in  accord  with  the 
resolution,  he  said. 

Thereupon  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0734,  authorizing 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  declare  the  existence  of 
an  emergency,  and  proceed  with  the  token  system  (in  addition  to  all 
the  inconvenience  and  cost  entailed) ,  and  then  proceed  on  the  re- 
ceipt basis  and  conversion  of  the  fare  boxes?  that  the  Commission 
will  ask  Police  Commission  for  special  surveillance  between  now 
and  the  time  the  system  goes  into  effects  ?  and  the  policy  of  the 
Commission  would  be  that  the  money  be  taken  from  the  Change  Revolv- 
ing Fund  without  additional  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  Commission  asked  that  they  receive  by  next  Commission  meeting  a 
report  on  the  installation  of  the  radios  and  the  possibility  of  a 
crash  program  on  this. 

****** 

In  discussing  Resolutions  68-0735  and  68-0736,  amendments  to 
Municipal  Railway  General  Rules  of  Operating  Personnel,  Mr.  Squire 
commented  on  the  meeting  held  as  requested  at  the  Commission  meet- 
ing of  August  20,  with  William  D.  Ratto  and  Wesley  R.  Mason.  He 
said  it  was  very  productive?  that  there  was  not  necessarily  agree- 
ment on  everything,  but  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  minds.  Unfortu- 
nately, he  said,  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  reach  the  items 
in  question?  therefore  he  again  asked  that  the  matter  be  put  over 
until  such  time  as  the  whole  package  could  be  acted  on. 
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Mr.  Woods  said  he  did  not  recommend  holding  up  these  changes.  The 
procedure  undertaken  for  adopting  these  amendments  to  the  Rules  was 
in  full  conformance  with  Section  VII  of  the  "Memorandum  of  Agree- 
ment" between  the  Commission  and  the  Transport  Workers  Union  Local 
250.     He  pointed  out  that  proper  notice  was  sent  to  the  Union,  and 
Section  VII  states  that  appeal  against  a  new  or  changed  working  rule 
may  be  made  under  the  authorized  grievance  procedure. 

The  Commission  adopted  the  amendments,  and  requested  that  an  oral 
report  be  submitted  at  each  Commission  meeting  on  the  progress  with 
the  new  Rule  Book .

WATER  QUALITY 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  the  Peninsula 
reservoirs  improved  sufficiently  to  permit  further  reduction  in 
chlorine  dosage  at  both  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas  stations. 

Both  Crystal  Springs  and  Stone  Dam  reservoirs  were 
treated  with  copper  sulfate  to  control  algae  growth. 

The  proposed  "Demonstration  Study  Project  on  the 
Development  of  Advanced  Technology  for  the  Filtration  of  Water", 
to  be  conducted  under  joint  sponsorship  of  the  City  and  Stanford 
University*  has  passed  the  reviewing  committees  of  the  U.  S. 
Public  Health  Service,  both  locally  and  at  Cincinnati.  This 
project  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Washington,  D.  C.  office  with 
a  "number  eight"  priority. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

Water  consumption  for  the  month  of  July  averaged  300.1 
mgd  for  the  first  "over  300"  monthly  average,  although  June  1968 
consumption  was  only  slightly  less  at  298.9  mgd.    Consumption  of 
237.1  average  for  12  months  prior  to  August  1,  1968  is  9.4'jK 
greater  than  the  12  months  one  year  ago;  this  reflects  the  dif- 
ference between  a  wet  year  (1966-67)  and  a  dry  year  (1967-68). 
The  increase  for  the  last  two  years  totals  10.1$  which  is  the 
more  normal  5%  yearly  growth  of  the  system.

During  July,  water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  at  an 
average  rate  of  221.2  MGD 3  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  treated  an 
average  of  63.1  MGD  from  Calaveras  and  10.4  MGD  from  San  Antonio. 
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LEGISLATION 

Senate  Constitution  Amendment  No.  10,  authored  by  Senator 
Moscone  and  others,  passed  by  more  than  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote  in  both  the  Senate  and  the  Assembly,  will  appear  as 
Proposition  2  on  the  November  ballot  for  electorate  approval. 

This  amendment  was  sponsored  by  the  California  Municipal 
Utilities  Association  to  establish  a  formula  for  the  appraisal  of 
public  property  owned  by  a  city  or  county  and  located  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  another  county. 

Approval  of  this  amendment  by  the  electorate  would  estab- 
lish a  formula  for  appraisal  of  such  property  that  was  supported 
before  the  Legislature  by  the  majority  of  all  counties  in  the 
state . 

MEETINGS 

On  August  27,  Mr.  Frye  attended  a  meeting,  in  Sacramento, 
of  the  League  of  California  Cities1  Committee  on  Water  Quality 
and  Solid  Waste  Management. 

VISITORS 

On  August  5,  Mr.  Andre  Harlaut,  Consulting  Engineer  from 
Stockholm,  Sweden,  visited  the  Department  to  study  fluoridation 
of  domestic  water  supplies.    Mr.  Harlaut  stated  that  fluoridation 
is  new  in  Sweden. 

On  August  26  and  27,  Mr.  Nicolino  Crispino,  Chief, 
Division  of  Accountancy  and  Budget  of  the  Water  Department  for 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  with  two  members  of  his  staff,  visited  this 
Department.    Their  interests  were  oriented  toward  fiscal  matters 
and  they  interviewed  Department  personnel  in  the  Executive  and 
Commercial  Divisions  and  the  Bureau  of  Accounts.

Mr.  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager,  stated  that  the 
helicopter  operation  should  pay  a  fair  share  for  its  use  of  Airport 
facilities,  including  fire  protection  and  security. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  SFO  Helicopter  Airlines  has  been  operating  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  since  1961,  initially  with  the  S-62, 
a  small  helicopter  weighing  under  10,000  pounds "-since  March,  1965, 
with  the  S-61,  weighing  approximately  20,000  pounds. 

Fixed-wing  aircraft  pay  a  rate  of  2  3$  per  thousand  pounds  landing 
fee,  Mr.  Hansen  stated.     The  helicopters  do  not  use  full  facilities, 
and  therefore  should  be  accorded  a  substantial  reduction  to  a  fee 
within  their  means  to  pay,  he  added. 

Mr.  Hansen  then  recommended  a  proposed  helicopter  rates  and  charges 
schedule,  under  which,  the  first  10  million  landing  weight  pounds, 
at  a  rate  of  6.9C  per  1000  pounds,  one  landing,  would  cost  $1,38. 
For  the  next  10  million  pound  category,  the  cost  would  be  92$  per 
landing.     As  a  comparison  he  pointed  out  the  landing  fee  assessed 
against  a  DC-8  or  707,  weighing  200,000  pounds,  of  $46.00  per  landing 
This  schedule,  he  said,  would  result  in  payment  to  the  City  of 
approximately  $15,000  per  year.     On  the  basis  of  25,000  passengers 
per  month,  this  is  equivalent  to  5C  per  passenger.     Mr.  Hansen  said 
25,000  is  a  conservative  figure,  as  the  helicopter  operation  has 
averaged  over  30,000  passengers  the  last  several  months.

PUBLIC  HEARING 


TO  ESTABLISH  HELICOPTER  RATES  AND 
CHARGES  AT  SAN  FRANCISCO  INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT 
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Mr.  Hansen  said  helicopter  landing  fees  are  charged  at  other  airports 
where  there  are  substantial  helicopter  operations.     He  quoted  rates 
charged  at  Kennedy  Airport  New  York,  Chicago,  and  Los  Angeles, 

In  1966  when  a  proposal  was  submitted  by  the  Airport  for  establishing 
a  schedule  of  helicopter  landing  fees,  a  senior  officer  of  SFO  said 
the  company  would  be  prepared  to  pay  landing  fees  concurrent  with 
establishment  of  a  downtown  heliport  in  San  Francisco,     The  downtown 
heliport  has  been  in  operation  since  February  of  this  year. 

Mr.  Hansen  read  a  concurring  statement  submitted  jointly  by  the  air 
carriers  serving  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     The  Carriers 
stated  that  all  users  of  airfield  facilities  should  pay  a  reasonable 
proportionate  user  fee  share  to  cover  operating  costs. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Bagan,  President  of  SFO  Helicopters,  Inc.  explained  when 
his  firm  began  service  in  1961,  three  scheduled  helicopter  services 
were  operating  in  the  nation — in  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  and  New  York, 
and  these  three  carriers  were  drawing  $6  million  per  year  in  subsidies. 
Over  the  years  this  has  amounted  to  $50  million  in  subsidy.  He 
pointed  out  that  SFO  to  this  date  has  not  drawn  one  cent  of  subsidy 
from  the  Government . 

He  said  that  several  years  ago  they  entered  into  agreements  with  Trans 
World  Airways  and  American  Airlines  under  which  gate  space  and  holding 
areas  were  made  available  to  them;  therefore,  in  their  opinion  they 
are  paying  their  share  of  the  burden  to  the  Airport.     He  said  their 
business  has  shown  a  substantial  decrease--13  to  18  per  cent — due 
to  a  recent  helicopter  accident  in  the  Los  Angeles  area,  and  it  would 
be  difficult  now  to  stand  any  decrease  in  revenue. 

Mr.  Bagan  said  his  company  is  opposed  to  this  landing  fee  based  on  a 
weight  and  frequency  formula,  and  also  opposed  using  the  fixed-wing 
formula  as  a  basis.     They  do  not  use  the  runways ,  are  a  verticle 
operation,  and  should  not  be  compared  to  the  regular  planes. 

Mr.  Bagan  suggested  that  Airport  follow  the  procedures  of  the  other 
Bay  Area  airports.     In  San  Jose  they  pay  $40  per  month  for  landing 
fees.     In  Oakland,  prior  to  the  establishment  of  their  maintenance 
base,  the  fee  was  $25  per  month  for  the  first  helicopter,  and  $15 
per  month  for  each  additional;  that  fee  has  never  been  changed. 

He  argued  that  the  airlines  failed  to  point  out  that  over  $24  million 
went  into  the  airport  for  which  City  has  never  been  compensated,  and 
that  a  similar  type  of  policy  should  be  expressed  by  the  Commission 
in  order  to  help  the  helicopter  operation  continue  and  develop. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  questioned  Mr.  Bagan  about  his  statement  the 
company  was  losing  money.     Mr.  Bagan  said  that  while  the  SFO  showed 
a  profit  of  $178,000  in  1967,  this  was  due  to  outside  maintenance 
for  major  airlines  provided  at  their  maintenance  facility  in  Oakland, 
and  also  because  of  the  Vietnam  War.     However,  due  to  cutback  in  the 
Vietnam  War  and  a  change  of  airline  operations,  they  are  showing 
an  over-all  loss  for  the  business  in  1968. 

Commissioner  Chase  asked  if  their  projections  indicated  that  they 
would  be  able  to  pay  a  landing  fee  comparable  to  this  within  a 
reasonable  time.     Mr.  Bagan  said  projections  are  taken  every  three 
or  four  months,  and  it  is  difficult  to  know  this  answer,  but  it  was 
his  belief  they  will  eventually  be  a  very  profitable  organization. 
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Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Goldman,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau, 
the  matter  was  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Commission?  and  was 
ordered  to  be  put  on  the  Commission  calendar  for  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  October  1.

In  regards  to  Resolution  No.  68-075  3,  departmental  request  for 
transfer  of  the  amount  of  $2,540,000  to  provide  funds  for  Federal 
Airport  Project  Contract  No.  4  87 — -Extension  of  Terminal  Apron  and 
Relocation  of  Taxiway  B,  and  Resolution  No.  68-0747  authorizing  bid 
call  for  said  contract,  Mr.  Hansen  explained  this  is  one  of  the  major 
projects  prior  to  construction  of  the  terminal  facilities  under  the 
Airport  expansion  program.

With  regard  to  approval  of  certain  Schematic  and  Preliminary  plans 
with  respect  to  the  Airport  expansion  program  which  were  presented 
by  Airport  Architects  and  staff  at  the  Special  Meeting  of  the 
Commission  held  September  10,  Mr.  Carr  briefly  explained  the 
recommendations  contained  in  his  memorandum  to  the  Commission  dated 
September  16 . 

He  said  the  specific  items  presented  for  the  Commission's  immediate 
approval  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract  with  the 
Airport  Architects  as  provided  for  under  Section  1,  Subsection  B, 
and  relate  to  schematic  and  preliminary  layouts  for  the  following  four 
major  categories: 

1.     Certain  Facilities  to  Serve  Boeing  747, Lockheed  1011  and  McDonnell- 
Douglas  DC10  


Schematic  plans,  Sheets  Nos.  13,  14  and  15,  for  construction 
work  on  Rotunda  No.  9   (Pier  G) . 


2 .     Entry  Roads  with  Grade  Separations 

Preliminary  drawings,  Sheets  Nos.  P-3,  P-4 ,  P-5  and  P-6. 


3.     Terminal  Roadway  Structures 

Schematic  and  preliminary  plans,  Sheets  Nos.  P-l  and  P-2. 


4 •     Utilities  Trunk  Lines 

Preliminary  plans,  Sheets  Nos.  P-7,  P-8,  P-9  and  P-10. 
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He  said  the  work  he  was  asking  the  Commission  to  approve  fits  the 
up-to-date  Airport  master  plan  as  envisaged  by  the  Airport  General 
Manager,  George  F.  Hansen. 

With  regard  to  the  capability  of  receiving  the  747  and  other  large 
planes,  Mr.  Carr  outlined  the  program  developed  by  Airport  staff 
and  Airport  Architects  designed  to  complete  structures  so  dates  for 
scneduled  service  of  these  planes  can  be  made  for  Pan  American, 
Trans  World  Airlines,  American  and  United.

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what,  if  any,  temporary  facilities  would 
have  to  be  constructed,  and  at  what  expense,  to  meet  these  particular 
dates . 

Mr.  Carr  said  with  the  first  two  there  was  no  extra  cost?  they  are 
permanent  facilities.     With  regard  to  the  United  and  American  facil- 
ities, there  is  the  expansion  of  the  existing  holding  rooms  in  order 
to  get  sufficient  area  for  the  number  of  people  anticipated  with  the 
747;  and  the  attachment  of  new  type  of  loading  bridges,  which  then 
would  be  moved  to  the  rotundas  when  that  part  of  the  pier  is  ulti- 
mately removed. 

The  cost  of  the  temporary  facilities  on  Pier  C  and  E  will  be  borne  by 
the  airlines  and  coordinated  with  Airport  Architects. 

In  discussing  the  entry  road  drawings,  Commissioner  Goldman  again 
expressed  his  concern  about  the  coordination  of  the  road  structures 
and  layout  of  the  roads  with  those  of  the  master  plan  for  the  lands 
West  of  the  Bayshore  freeway. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  this  is  being  undertaken  by  the  Airport  Architects  and 
our  consultants  for  approval  and  recommended  changes  by  other  people. 
They  are  in  tune  on  this  and  will  assure  us  that  they  are  being  done 
properly,  he  said. 
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Mr.  Charles  F.  Gregg  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  said  that  in  defer- 
ence to  his  statements  at  the  September  10  meeting,  he  wished  to 
inform  the  Commission  that  in  its  considered  judgment  Pan  American 
is  quite  satisfied  and  well  pleased  that  on  Pier  G  there  will  be  a 
permanent  facility  for  the  first  747  aircraft  .     He  complimented  the 
Airport  Architects  for  their  ingenious  design  of  the  rotunda  which 
permits  giving  the  maximum  available  space  by  use  of  additional  pods. 

Upon  completion  of  review  of  each  of  the  drawings,  on  motion  of 
Commissioner  Goldman,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau,  the 
Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0754  approving  the  drawings 
presented. 


General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items  % 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  the  Municipal  Railway  "exact  fare"  system, 
put  into  effect  on  September  6,  has  been  a  complete  success.  The 
program  has  been  receiving  excellent  cooperation  and  the  use  of 
tokens  will  be  introduced  in  about  two  weeks. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  postponement  of  conversion  of  the  fare 
boxes  to  provide  for  change  receipts  until  further  report  on  details 
from  the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  on  the  new  fare 
system.     Commissioner  Chase  seconded,  and  on  roll  call  the  motion 
was  passed. 

Mr.  John  T.  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  2 50 A, 
said  that  the  operators  who  have  reported  in  the  short  period  of 
time  the  exact  change  system  has  been  in  effect  say  the  public  seems 
to  be  well  satisfied  and  the  driving  is  a  lot  easier.     With  regard 
to  the  script  system,  he  felt  a  very  close  look  should  be  taken,  and 
that  possibly  by  the  next  Commission  meeting  he  would  be  prepared  to 
make  a  recommendation. 


Mr.  Carr  said  because  the  matter  of  the  proposed  Airport  Garage  and 
Parking  Lots  lease  was  a  critical  item  in  terms  of  time — the  present 
lease  expiring  on  October  15,  1968 — he  would  like  the  Director  of 
Property  to  explain  to  the  Commission  the  present  status.     He  pointed 
out  that  under  Charter  Section  93,  the  Director  of  Property  makes 
the  award  of  the  lease,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Wallace  Wortman,  Director  of  Property,  reported  that  on  September 
4th  1968,  in  response  to  call  for  bids,  the  City  received  and  public- 
ly opened  three  bids  for  the  new  lease  of  the  garage  and  parking  lots 
at  the  Airport.

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The  bids  submitted  by  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage  and  ITT  Consumer 
Services  contained  the  required  $75,000  certified  checks,  and  the 
completed  questionnaires,  along  with  the  completed  bid  forms. 

The  bid  submitted  by  the  co-partnership  of  Goodlett,  Luster,  Laurent 
and  Collins  contained  the  $75,000  in  two  cashier's  checks,  the 
completed  bid  form,  but  did  not  include  the  required  completed 
questionnaire.     When  this  bid  was  received  the  absence  of  the 
completed  questionnaire    was  called  to  the  bidder's  attention  and 
the  Director  of  Property  accepted  the  bid  subject  to  an  opinion  by 
the  City  Attorney  as  to  its  validity.     The  questionnaire  was  received 
the  following  day,  he  said. 

Mr.  Wortman  said  he  was  still  verifying  and  studying  the  information, 
and  before  making  award  he  wished  to  meet  with  Mr,  Laurent  and  the 
other  three  co-partners,  to  obtain  further  information  and  review 
the  complexity  of  the  operation  with  them.     He  wished  to  make  sure 
the  award  was  made  to  the  highest  and  most  responsible  bidder. 

It  was  the  decision  of  the  Commission  that,  while  under  the  Charter, 
as  explained  by  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne,  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  was  not  required 
in  the  Commission's  approval  of  the  lease,  in  this  instance  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  Airport  General  Manager  and  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  would  be  submitted;  and  that  the  matter  would  be 
considered  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  be  held  Tuesday,  September  24,  196  8,  at  2 t 30  p.m. 

The  Commission  then  heard  from  Mr.  Laurent,  who  objected  to  the  delay 
in  the  award,  pointing  out  that  when  the  bids  were  opened  it  was 
announced  award  would  be  made  September  17.     The  delay  is  costly  in 
terms  of  time,  he  said. 

Mr.  Wortman  advised  that  upon  opening  of  the  bids  and  after  consulta- 
tion with  Airport  management,  he  tentatively  scheduled  the  award 
date  for  today's  Commission  meeting,  but  that  he  needs  more  time  to 
make  sure  that  his  recommendation  is  right.     He  assured  the  Commission 
he  would  reach  a  decision  by  next  Tuesday. 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  there  is  no  legal  requirement  with  regard 
to  the  date  of  award. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Commission  was  as  interested  as  Mr. 
Laurent  in  approving  a  contract  for  the  lease ,  because  whoever  re- 
ceives the  award  has  fifteen  days  in  which  to  secure  the  required 
$500,000  bond.     Failing  that,  immediately  the  lease  goes  to  the  next 
bidder  and  the  $75,000  certified  check  is  subject  to  forfeit. 
Mr.  S.  E.  Onorato,  President  of  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc., 
argued  that  the  high  bid  was  not  complete  because  the  questionnaire 
was  not  included.     It  was  submitted  the  following  day,  and  this, 
he  said,  was  tantamount  to  keeping  the  bid  opening  another  day  and 
a  half. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  questioned  Mr.  Laurent  regarding  the  partner- 
ship.    Mr.  Laurent  said  it  was  formed  to  take  this  particular  job. 
He  added  that  the  co-partners  have  been  associates  of  his  for  twenty 
years . 

The  Commission  requested  that  the  City  Attorney's  Office  furnish  a 
written  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  all  three  of  the  bids  under 
consideration  for  the  next  meeting.

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Mr.  Sylvester  Brown,  Chairman,  Bayview-Hunters  Point  Coordinating 
Council,  was  present  with  a  group  of  young  men,  concerning  Commission 
support  for  a  proposed  Transportation  Assistant  Program  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  which  they  understood  was  to  be  discussed. 

Mr.  William  A.  McRobbie,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel,  reported 
that  this  program  for  training  young  men  has  been  in  the  formation 
stage  for  quite  a  while.     Efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  Federal 
funds  for  maintaining  the  program,  and  the  Young  Hen  for  Action  from 
Hunters  Point  were  present  today,  he  said,  to  ask  the  Commission  to 
endorse  the  program  in  essence  in  order  to  retain  these  Federal 
funds,  which  are  in  danger  of  being  used  for  other  projects. 

Mr.  McRobbie  said  he  has  not  had  time  to  study  the  proposal  as  drawn 
up  by  Mr.  Arnold  Baker,  Contract  Compliance  Officer,  as  he  had  been 
on  vacation  and  it  was  just  transmitted  to  him  yesterday. 

Thereupon,  the  Commission  directed  that  this  matter  be  also  put  on 
the  agenda  for  the  Special  Meeting  of  Tuesday,  September  24;  as  the 
first  item. 

Mr.  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager,  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  John  M.  Woods,  and  Mr. 
McRobbie  were  requested  to  contact  Mr.  Baker  to  discuss  the  program. 

Mr.  Squire  of  the  TWU  said  the  union  was  completely  behind  this 
program  and  willing  to  work  with  the  men  and  the  Commission  in  every 
way  possible.

Mr.  Carr  reported  on  the  meeting  held  by  the  Federal  Highway  Adminis- 
trator Lowell  K.  Bridwell,  on  Thursday,  September  12,  in  the  Federal 
Building,  San  Francisco,  to  discuss  the  Department  of  Transportation's 
position  with  respect  to  the  disputed  section  of  the  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway  near  Belmont. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  Commissioner  McDonnell,  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen,  and 
Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer. 

At  that  time  Mr.  Bridwell  announced  that  the  Federal  Government  under 
the  1966  Federal  Highway  Act  and  the  1968  Federal  Highway  Act,  was 
ruling  in  favor  of  San  Francisco's  Ridge  Route. 

Mr.  Bridwell  said  his  decision  was  based  on  interpretation  of  law — 
that  Congress  very  clearly  stated  the  criteria,  and  Transportation 
Secretary  Alan  S.  Boyd  and  he  agreed  that  if  the  intent  of  Congress 
were  to  be  followed,  which  would  be  the  issue  if  the  case  went  to 
court,  they  would  have  to  rule  for  San  Francisco's  Ridge  Route  to 
protect  the  wild  life,  etc.  mentioned  in  the  Act. 

Mr.  Bridwell  put  in  a  provision  that  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  form  a  suitable  agreement  with  an  appropriate  agency  which 
would  make  it  clear  that  the  watershed  lands  in  San  Mateo  County  would 
be  used  for  open  space,  recreation,  and  generally  for  conservation 
purposes.     The  County  of  San  Mateo  was  mentioned  as  an  agency,  as 
well  as  the  Department  of  Interior. 
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Mr.  Carr  said  Commissioner  McDonnell  spoke  for  the  Commission,  saying 
it  was  willing  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement. 

Mr.  Carr  said  since  that  time  he  has  addressed  communications  to 
Frank  £ .  Sylvester,  Regional  Director,  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation, 
San  Francisco,  and  to  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Supervisors, 
with  regard  to  setting  up  meetings  to  explore  the  form  of  an  agree- 
ment that  might  be  acceptable. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  reported  on  a  meeting  he  attended  on  Monday, 
September  16 ,  at  which  it  was  agreed  San  Mateo  County  Supervisor 
Jean  Fassler  would  write  to  the  State  Highway  Commission,  and  also 
to  Mr.  Sylvester  of  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation,  and  ask  that 
the  four  interested  parties  meet  and  get  started  with  their  staffs 
on  the  form  the  agreement  would  take. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  now  awaiting  for  the  State  Highway  Commission 
to  either  accept  or  reject  the  Federal  Highway  Administrator's 
decision. 


Roll  Calls 

Commissioner  Goldman  inquired  as  to  when  staff  expects  the  report 
from  the  three  consultants,  John  Curtin,  John  C.  Kohl,  and  Donald 
C.  Hyde,  hired  to  render  expert  professional  advice  with  regard  to 
the  Municipal  Railway  modernization  program. 

Mr.  Carr  reported  that  meetings  are  still  being  held  with  the  con- 
sultants—Mr. Woods  has  one  scheduled  for  the  1st  of  October. 


Mr.  Leslie  A.  Grant,  of  38  Harcourt  Street,  San  Rafael,  submitted 
for  the  record  a  statement  and  documents  urging  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  to  adopt  a  system  of  free  passes  for  blind  persons  who 
reside  in  Bay  Area  Counties.

This  supplements  my  earlier  recommendations  under  Section  121 
of  the  City  Charter  which  were  necessarily  of  a  more  general 
nature  concerning  the  additions  and  betterments  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  necessary  to  meet  the  growing 
traffic  demands. 

The  schematic  and  preliminary  plans  submitted  to  you  with  this 
memorandum  are  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract 
of  April  19,  1968  with  Airport  Architects  as  provided  for  under 
Section  1,  subsection  B. 

The  recommendations  covered  in  this  memorandum  relate  to  sche- 
matic and  preliminary  layouts  for  the  following  four  major 
categories,  namely: 

1.  Certain  Facilities  to  Serve  Boeing  747,  Lockheed 
1011  and  McDonnell-Douglas  DC10 . 

2 .  Entry  Roads  with  Grade  Separations.

You  will  note  that  the  more  critical  deadline  involves  the 
gate  positions  to  be  used  by  Pan  American  on  Pier  G  leading 
to  Rotunda  Mo.   9.     Since  the  meeting  on  September  10,  Mr. 
Fearn  has  held  further  conversations  with  C.  F.  Gregg, 
Director  for  California,  Pan  American  World  Airways.  The 
questions  about  baggage  equipment  have  been  resolved  suffi- 
ciently so  that  Mr.  Gregg  informed  Mr.  Fearn  that  approval 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  should  proceed  on  -Rotunda 
No.  9  of  Pier  G  to  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Re  c  omme  nd  a  t  i  o  n 

Therefore,  in  light  of  the  foregoing  and  the  explana- 
tion that  was  made  to  the  Commission  on  September  10, 
I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  the  schematic 
plans  as  presented  on  Sheets  Nos.  13,  14  and  15  of 
the  material  submitted  by  Airport  Architects. 

2 .     Entry  Roads  with  Grade  Separations 

The  first  major  construction  under  the  financing  through  the 
Airport  Bond  Improvement  Program  will  be  the  entrance  from 
the  Bay shore  Freeway.     The  expansion  program  is  designed  to 
eliminate  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  traffic  bottle-neck  at 
the  entrance  to  the  Airport  with  the  cross  traffic  at  the 
Standard  Oil  Station.     In  the  interest  of  safety  as  well  as 
speeding  up  traffic,  this  construction  is  of  the  highest 
priority.     Airport  Architects  and  the  Airport  staff  are  pre- 
sently examining  the  possibility  of  starting  construction  on 
this  important  project  as  early  as  December,  1968. 

As  Mr.  Hansen  has  informed  you  earlier,  it  is  imperative  that 
this  improvement  begin  as  soon  as  possible  to  alleviate  con- 
gestion, improve  driving  safety  and  step  up  the  increasing 
flow  of  Airport  passenger  traffic. 

The  Airport  Architects  have  presented  both  schematic  and  pre- 
liminary plans  for  this  project.     The  plans  are  based  on  the 
traffic  study  of  Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates  which  the  Commis 
sion  had  accepted  last  year.     The  sequence  of  construction 
involves  relocation  of  employee  parking  in  order  to  make  avai 
able  additional  public  parking  along  the  entry  roadway.  New 
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parking  lots  for  employees  will  be  constructed  under  the  run- 
way clear  zone  at  the  northwest  edge  of  the  Airport  property. 
Special  bus  service  to  the  terminal  area  will  be  necessary. 

Also  involved  in  moving  ahead  on  this  project  is  the  reloca- 
tion of  the  gasoline  service  station.     Bids  are  now  being 
advertised  for  that  work.     The  Architects,  as  you  recall, 
recommended  that  the  long  term  objectives  of  the  Airport 
operation  would  be  much  better  met  by  construction  of  an  under- 
pass crossing  the  main  entry  road,  rather  than  an  overpass 
which  had  been  suggested  some  months  earlier.     There  is  a 
relatively  small  difference  in  cost.     This  project  ca'n  be 
accomplished  within  the  proposed  budget. 

Recommendation 

Therefore,  I  recommend  immediate  approval  of  the 
entry  roadway  and  grade  separation  project  and 
specifically  ask  Commission  approval  for  preliminary 
drawings  submitted  by  Airport  Architects  as  Sheets 
Nos.  P3 ,  P4 ,  P5  and  P6.     As  required,  these  drawings 
will  be  revised  to  reflect  the  traffic  flow  that  will 
occur  with  a  new  traffic  overpass  over  the  Ba^shore 
Freeway  connecting  at  El  Camino  Real  mar  Santa  Helena 
Avenue  in  Millbrae.     Ultimately,  vehicular  flow  of 
traffic  to  the  Airport  should  be  served  by  a  connec- 
tion between  that  point  and  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
Interstate  280. 

3 .     Terminal  Roadway  Structures 

Adequate  traffic  flow  from  the  entry  roads  can  be  accomplished 
only  with  completion  of  the  interior  terminal  roadway  structure. 
The  terminal  roadway  system  relates  also  to  the  construction  of 
the  new  North  Terminal.     This  work  must  be  completed  prior  to 
the  expansion  of  the  Garage  structure;  therefore,  it  should  be 
scheduled  so  that  construction  can  begin  not  later  than  June, 
1969 — and  preferably  before. 

The  plan  at  the  terminals  provides  for  an  additional  three  lanes 
of  traffic  making  a  total  of  seven  lanes  at  the  departure  level. 
The  lanes  will  be  supported  on  steel  and  concrete  structure. 
Sufficient  clearance  for  the  lower  roadway  for  buses  and  similar 
service  vehicles  will  be  provided.     One  lane  will  be  provided 
so  as  to  have  no  height  restriction  at  all.     This  will  permit

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seven  lanes  of  traffic  on  the  arrival  level  and  additional 
bridges  off  the  fifth  level  of  the  Garage  structure  leading 
to  the  three  terminal  buildings  will  reduce  the  present  con- 
flict between  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic  to  some  extent. 
Additionally,  tunnels  will  be  operating  between  the  Garage 
structure  and  the  major  terminal  buildings. 

Re  c  omme  nd  a  t  i  o  n 

Because  of  its  relation  to  the  entry  roads  and  the 
necessity  of  early  completion  to  keep  other  construc- 
tion work  on  schedule,  I  hereby  recommend  that  the 
Commission  approve  schematic  and  preliminary  plans 
as  submitted  on  Sheets  Nos.  PI  and  P2  by  Airport 
Architects . 

4 .     Utilities  Trunk  Lines 

Utilities  trunk  lines  to  serve  various  parts  of  the  Airport 
must  be  constructed  at  the  same  time  as  construction  of  the 
entry  roads.     The  lines  need  to  be  constructed  prior  to  con- 
struction of  the  terminal  roadway  system. 

Recommendation 

Therefore,  I  recommend  that  you  approve  the  preliminary 
plans  for  utilities  as  they  are  shown  on  Sheets  P7 ,  P8, 
P9  and  P10  as  submitted  by  Airport  Architects. 

The  specific  items  presented  for  your  immediate  approval  in- 
volve v/ork  amounting  to  an  estimated  $9,554,000  as  compared 
to  the  approximately  $44 . 5-million  as  the  estimated  cost  of 
projects  which  are  within  the  design  contract  of  Airport 
Architects . 

Insofar  as  there  are  slight  changes  in  the  master  plan  as 
approved  at  the  time  the  Airport  Architects  submitted  the 
definitive  layout  for  the  Airport  on  March  19,  1968,  this  con- 
stitutes a  revision  of  the  master  plan.     When  you  consider  the 
North  Terminal  structure,  the  rotundas  and  other  changes,  we 
will  then  present  to  you  a  new  drawing  that  shows  the  Airport 
master  plan  as  you  have  presently  revised  it. 


The  work  I  am  asking  you  to  approve  fits  the  up-to-date  Airport 
master  plan  as  envisaged  by  George  F.  Hansen,  General  Manager 


) 
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of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  his  staff,  and 
the  Airport  Architects. 

Further,  in  accordance  with  the  Commission's  request  you 
will  soon  have  a  total  master  plan  for  the  terminals,  the 
field  side  and  other  properties,  including  the  lands  west 
of  the  Bayshore  Freeway.

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  McDonnell,  the  planning  and  construction 
schedule  for  airport  expansion  has  been  revised  so  as  to  report  on  the 
capability  of  the  Airport  to  receive  the  747  and  other  large  planes. 

Contrary  to  the  impression  left  in  the  discussions  at  the  meeting  on 
September  10  at  the  Airport,  the  program  developed  by  the  Airport  staff 
and  the  Airport  Architects  is  designed  to  complete  structures  so  dates 
for  scheduled  service  of  the  747' s  can  be  made  for  Pan  American,  Trans 
World  Airlines,  American  and  United. 

In  summary,  and  with  reference  to  the  Airport  Architects"  present  concept, 
the  air  lines,  the  pier,  the  gate  or  pier  adjustment  construction  completion 
dates  and  aircraft  scheduled  service  dates  are  listed  as  follows: 

Pan  American 

Pier  G  -  Gate  81;  estimated  completion  of  permanent  construction  - 
October  1,  1969;  aircraft  scheduled  service  December  1,  1969. 

TWA 

Pier  F  -  Rotunda  7,  Gate  54;  estimated  completion  of  permanent 
construction  -  mid  February  1970;  estimated  aircraft  scheduled 
service  April  1,  1970. 
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American 

Pier  E  -  adjustment  of  loading  bridges  on  the  Pier  leading 
to  Rotunda  6;  estimated  construction  completion  June  1,  1970; 
estimated  aircraft  scheduled  service  July  7,  1970;  completion  rotunda 
structure  (adding  additional  gates)  November  1970. 

United 

Pier  C  -  adjustment  of  loading  bridges;  Pier  C  leading  to  Rotunda 
4;  estimated  completion  of  construction  mid -June  1970;  estimated 
aircraft  scheduled  service  August  1,  1970;  estimated  completion 
rotunda  structure  (adding  more  gate  positions)  November  1970. 

You  can  readily  discern  from  the  above  that  we  must  continue  on  schedule 
at  present  in  order  that  the  needs  of  the  air  lines  using  the  larger  planes 
will  be  met. 

San  Francisco  may  very  well  be  the  first  or  at  least  among  the  first  air- 
ports in  the  United  States  to  be  ready  for  the  747' s  with  their  passenger 
capacity  ranging,  depending  upon  seating  configuration,  from  350  passengers 
to  about  500  passengers. 

As  was  stated  following  the  Transpacific  Route  Case  hearings  in  Honolulu 
last  year,  California's  major  airports,  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles, 
are  considered  the  "front-runners"  in  making  plans  and  embarking  on  programs 
to  handle  the  king-sized  jets. 

This  past  week  I  have  reviewed  with  Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Fearn  again  the 
Commission's  desires  that  we  be  ready  first.     We  are  presently  considering 
the  feasibility  of  two-shift  construction  in  certain  places  in  order  to 
win  the  fight  against  days.     Days  could  make  the  difference  with  the  tight 
schedules  in  being  ready  on  the  stated  scheduled  service  dates. 

This  specific  subject  will  be  reviewed  again  about  the  end  of  the  year  so 
a  further  progress  report  can  be  sent  to  you.

CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  TRANS PO RT AT I ON 
ASSISTANT  PROGRAM  PROPOSED  FOR  THE 
MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  BY  HUNTERS  POINT 
YOUNG  MEN  FOR  ACTION,  WHICH  GROUP  IS 
ASKING  FOR  COMMISSION  SUPPORT  IN  CON- 
NECTION WITH  AN  APPLICATION  FOR  FEDERAL 

FUNDS . 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  William  J.  Dwyer  asked 
William  A.  McRobbie,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety  to  ex- 
plain the  proposed  Transportation  Assistant  program. 

Mr.  McRobbie  summarized  the  development  of  the  proposal  to  counter 
violence,  vandalism  and  disorderly  conduct  occurring  on  the  Municipal 
Railway.     He  said  he  and  Wesley  R.  Mason,  Transportation  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Municipal  Railway ^ attended  meetings  with  community  groups 
in  the  Hunters  Point  area  for  the  past  several  years.     In  late  Febru-

ary  of  this  year  they  were  requested  to  establish  a  program  using 
"transit  monitors,"  later  changed  to  ''transportation  assistants."1 

He  said  at  that  time  he  advised  that  he  did  not  determine  Public 
Utilities  Commission  policy, but  that  he  would  recommend  the  program 
be  undertaken  if  Federal  funds  were  available.     At  the  time  it  was 
believed  a  100  per  cent  Federal  subsidy  could  be  secured  for  the  pro- 
gram. 

Subsequently,  Mr.  McRobbie  said,  information  was  received  that  100  per 
cent  Federal  funds  for  this  project  would  not  be  available?  that 
Federal  money  could  not  be  obtained  without  $90,000  being  derived  from 
some  other  area.     The  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  Council  had  re- 
called the  money  being  held  in  reserve  for  this  program,  to  meet  cer- 
tain other  contractual  obligations . 

Mr.  McRobbie  pointed  out  that  recently  the  Municipal  Railway  entered 
into  a  different  type  of  fare  collection,  eliminating  the  necessity 
for  the  operators  to  carry  a  $50  change  fund,  and  therefore  the  neces- 
sity for  the  program  was  not  as  great  as  at  the  time  it  was  drawn  up. 

He  said  further  that  inasmuch  as  the  Civil  Service  Commission  advised 
that  to  further  pursue  getting  this  money  withdrawn  from  the  Federal 
government  would  take  several  months,  and  because  he  believed  the 
Hunters  Point  Young  Men  for  Action  deserved  credit  for  attempting  to 
obtain  gainful  employment  for  their  group,  that  he  recommended  he  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  work  out  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
the  possibility  of  developing  other  jobs  in  the  Municipal  Railway  for 
these  people  which  would  not  require  Federal  subsidy.     He  estimated 
that  within  six  weeks'  time  he  could  establish  a  program  of  Transit 
Utilityman- — training  from  10  to  15  men  in  special  duty  jobs,  which 
training  would  enable  them  to  fit  ultimately  into  the  present  bus 
driving  program. 

Sylvester  Brown  and  Adam  Rogers  of  the  Young  Men  for  Action,  and 
Harold  B„  Brooks,  Jr.,  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  members  of  the 
project  committee  that  drew  up  the  proposal, spoke  on  the  subject. 
They  were  accompanied  by  several  members  of  the  Young  Men  for  Action 
group.     They  urged  the  Commission's  support  of  the  Transportation 
Assistant  project  as  originally  presented  and  pursuit  of  return  of 
the  Federal  funds.     They  protested  that  the  substitute  plan  only 
covered  ten  jobs  where  they  were  seeking  employment  for  at  least 
thirty.     They  said  the  purpose  of  the  program  was  not  only  to  provide 
for  the  safety  of  the  operators  and  passengers,  but  also  to  develop  a 
positive  public  relations  program. 

Others  urging  Commission  support  were; 

John  T.  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A,  who 
said  his  organization  had  submitted  a  written  endorsement  of  the 
program  to  the  Commission. 

William  Turrell,  Young  Men  for  Action. 

Osceola  Washington,  Chairman,  Coordinating  Council,  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity Council  and  all  Hunters  Point  Agencies „ 

Izola  Frierson,  Chairman,  Bayview-Hunters  Point  Coordinating  Council, 
who  read  a  letter  of  appreciation  from  the  citizens  of  the  community. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  informed  the  group  that  the  Commission  was  in- 
terested in  getting  some  type  of  program  together,  but  that  it  could 
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not  act  on  any  kind  of  program,  particularly  if  City  funding  were  in- 
volved, without  recommendation  from  its  staff „     He  pointed  out  the 
proposed  project  format  was  first  seen  by  Mr.  HcRobbie  one  week  ago, 
on  September  16,  and  that  it  had  not  yet  been  studied  and  reviewed 
with  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager,  who  was 
on  vacation, and  by  James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
who  was  absent  due  to  illness. 

The  matter  was  put  over  one  week  to  the  meeting  of  October  1,  1968, 
for  review  by  Mr.  Finn  and  staff  and  recommended  action  to  the  Com- 
mission .

Wallace  Wortman,  Director  of  Property,  read  his  letter  of  September 
20,  196  8,  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  in  which  he 
stated  he  has  awarded  the  Lease  of  Garage  and  Parking  Lots  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  to  Goodlett,  Luster,  Laurent  and 
Collins,  a    copartnership.     He  said  the    copartnership,  as  the 
highest  bidder,  agrees  to  pay  the  City  an  annual  minimum  rental  of 
$2,100,000  or  87.1%  of  the  annual  gross  revenues,  whichever  sum  is 
greater. 

Mr.  Wortman  further  stated  that  prior  tc  the  award  of  this  lease, 
four  provisions  of  the  lease  were  discussed  at  great  length  with 
three  of  the  four  copartners   (Dr.  Goodlett  was  unable  to  attend) ,  at 
which  time  Airport  management  personnel  was  also  presents  These 
provisions  pertain  to; 

1.  Section  14  of  the  lease  -  Conduct  of  Services  and  Sales. 

2.  Section  24  of  the  lease  -  Valet  Service. 

3.  Section  25  of  the  lease  -  Lessee's  Services  and  Operation 

Obligations     City's  Rights  of 
Termination . 

4.  Section  36  of  the  lease  -  Faithful  Performance  Bond  or 

Securities . 

Mr.  Wortman  said  the  copartners  have  assured  his  office  that  these 
provisions,  as  well  as  r  li  of  the  other  terTL  sr-A  conditions  of  the 
lease  are  thoroughly  understood  and  can  be  complied  with  within  the 
period  of  time  specified.     Also,  the  copartners  understand  and  agree 
that  r-tach  covenant',  promise     ~r  •  agreement  to  be  performed  by  them 
in  the  lease  is  material,   cuid  i^>  a  material  cor- s i deration  for  award 
of  the  lease  by  Cityr 
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In  response  to  questions  by  Commissioner  Goldman,  Mr.  Wortman  said 
his  office  has  examined  the  required  documents  submitted  by  the  part- 
nership and  is  satisfied  they  have  met  the  requirements  for  financial 
responsibility  and  other  qualifications  required  to  perform  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease 8  Also,  all  partners  are  aware  of 
the  Airport  expansion  construction  program  during  the  next  three  year 
period,  and  its  effect  upon  the  garage  and  parking  lots  operation i 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  William  J.  Dwyer  then 
read  his  recommendation  of  September  23,  1968,  to  the  Commission . 
He  concurred  in  the  Director  of  Property's  decision  and  recommended 
that  the  Commission  confirm  the  award0 

In  his  recommendation  he  mentioned  his  concern  with  regard  to  the 
employment  of  a  qualified  manager  with  proven  experience  in  major 
parking  operation,  and  Mr.  Laurent's  projection  of  annual  revenue 
from  the  valet  parking  services.     Also,  the  requirement  that  all 
employees  be  paid  compensation  with  accompanying  benefits  equal  to 
those  given  to  comparable  employment  in  San  Francisco. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Dwyer,  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F. 
Bourne  then  explained s 

1)  the  legality  of  considering  the  high  bid  in  this  case 
in  view  of  the  questionnaire  not  being  submitted  with 
the  bid  but  a  short  time  later,  as  contained  in  his 
opinion  letter  of  September  19,  1968,  to  the  Pub?ic 
Utilities  Commission. 

2)  the  Commission's  legal  authority  es  to  approving  or  dis- 
approving the  award  made  by  the  Director  of  Property. 
(Section  9  3  of  the  City  Charter- . 

The  Commissioners  questioned  Mr.  Bourne  at  length  as  to  whether  lack 
of  questionnaire  would  have  been  reason  for  permitting  withdraw!  of 
a  bid;  whether  this  acceptance  of  the  document  late  would  set  a 
precedent?  circumstances  in  which  a  bid  could  be  rejected  when  such 
bid  had  financial  advantage  to  the  public. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  McDonnell  requested  that  a  letter  dated 
September  23,  1968,  to  the  Commission  from  Leo  H.  Shapiro  and 
Stephen  D.  Maffini,  Attorneys     at  Law,  Counsel  for  St.  Mary's  Square 
Garage,  Inc.,  the  second  highest  bidder,  be  made  a  matter  of  the 
record.     In  this  letter  they  take  the  position  the  documents  sub- 
mitted by  the  copartnership  of  Goodlett,  et  al,  do  not  constitute 
a  bid  because  of  the  omission  of  the  required  questionnaire  at  the 
time  of  the  advertised  bid  opening?  and  that  St.  Mary's  Square 
Garage,  Inc.  is  the  most  responsible  qualified  bidder. 

The  Commission  then  discussed  several  aspects  of  the  operation  with 
Messrs.  Collins,  Goodlett,  Luster  and  Laurent. 

Dr.  Collins  said  it  was  their  intention  to  go  along  with  the  present 
Union  contract  and  continue  to  employ  the  existing  management  and 
personnel  at  the  garage  if  they  desire  to  stay.     In  addition,  they 
hope  to  expand  the  service  in  the  garage  in  order  to  involve  more 
people . 

He  said  all  four  members  of  the  partnership  would  make  decisions  at 
all  times,  but  that  they  would  lean  heavily  upon  Mr.  Laurent  for 
certain  types  of  advice,  and  in  those  fields  not  in  their  command, 
such  as  accounting,   they  would  seek  outside  help* 
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Dr.  Goodlett  said  the  Bank  of  America  has  agreed  to  furnish  facili- 
ties for  them,  and  Fireman's  Fund  will  furnish  the  bonding  instru- 
ment, and  also  put  at  their  disposal  some  of  the  experts  to  keep  a 
sound  business  going. 

Mr.  So  E.  Onorato,  President,  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.  submit- 
ted that  the  Goodlett,  et  al,  bid  be  rejected  because  of  lack  of 
sufficient  qualified  experience. 

The  Commission  then  heard  the  attorney  for  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage, 
Inc.,  Stephen  D0  Maffini,  present  his  arguments  as  to  why  in  his 
opinion  the  Goodlett,  et  al,  bid  was  not  valid. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  had  read  for  the  record  a  copy  of  a  lette 
written  September  19,  1968,  by  Jack  Goldberger,  Vice  President, 
International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters,  Chauffeurs,  Warehousemen  & 
Helpers  of  America,  addressed  to  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto,  with  a  copy 
to  the  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Goldberger  addressed  the  Commission.     He  said  the  letter  was 
written  in  an  effort  to  protect  the  employment  interests  of  a  large 
group  of  Teamsters  engaged  in  the  parking  garage  business — that  his 
concern  was  not  who  got  the  bid. 

Mr.  Laurent  said  that  he  guaranteed  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the 
partnership  to  make  sure  that  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
"house  of  labor"  are  met--that  they  would  negotiate  with  the  union 
and  sign  whatever  contract  necessary.     He  said  they  wished  to  con- 
tinue good  laboring  practices. 

Insofar  as  the  hiring  200  additional  part-time  people  was  concerned, 
Mr.  Laurent  said,  this  could  not  be  done  until  there  was  a  certain 
need  and  all  problems  involved  had  been  worked  out,  and  that  as  they 
made  their  way  through  the  new  problems  they  would  depend  upon  the 
union  organization  to  lead  and  show  the  way  they  should  go.     He  said 
they  had  no  intention  of  trying  to  do  anything  that  would  disrupt 
the  good  name  of  the  City,  the  good  working  conditions,  the  fringe 
benefits,  that  the  people  of  the  "house  of  labor"  have  worked  for 
so  long. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  there  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  the 
copartnership  contains  men  of  good  will  who  want  to  do  a  job,  but 
that  he  had  qualms  in  the  area  of  management,  based  upon  obtaining 
the  right  kind  of  management  and  on  the  experience  of  those  who  are 
to  control,     He  said  he  was  also  concerned  about  absentee  management 
and  whether  or  not  the  members  of  the  partnership  were  going  to  give 
the  operation  their  own  personal  attention.     He  wished  to  be  assured 
that  all  four  partners  were  aware  of  the  underestimate  in  the  ~ninds 
of  the  Commission  staff  as  to  revenues  that  come  in  from  valet  park- 
ing, and  the  problems  that  might  present  if  staff  estimates  are 
correct  and  the  bidder's  are  wrong. 

We  wished  to  be  sure  that  the  risks  involved  were  understood.  Also, 
that  the  manager  the  partnership  selects  has  to  be  approved  by  the 
Airport  General  Manager. 

Dr.  Goodlett  said  they  were  prepared  to  take  any  risks  any  other 
entrepeneur  would  take... that  he  was)  confident,  with  the  assistance 
of  Fireman's  Fund  giving  them  guidance,  if  they  made  mistakes  they 
would  be  little  ones... that  they  would  approach  their  problems  with 
ob jectivity . „ . that  this  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  operation. 
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Miss  Marguerite  Warren f  1746  -  32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  speaking 
as  a  user  of  the  garage  and  supporter  of  the  Airport  expansion  bond 
issue,  asked  what  protection  City  had  if  the  lessee  did  not  perform 
its  duties. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  said  City  was  fully  protected?  there 
were  provisions  for  breaches  in  the  lease. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  adoption  of  a  resolution  approving  the 
award  of  the  Airport  garage  and  parking  lots  lease  made  by  Director 
of  Property.     Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  the  motion. 

In  discussing  wordage  of  the  resolution  Commissioner  Goldman  said 
the  resolution  should  indicate  the  Commission  was  acting  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Property,  the  Acting  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  staff,  and  the  legal  opinion  of  the  City 
Attorney . 

Mr.  Dwyer  said  the  matter  had  been  discussed  quite  extensively  with 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 

The  Commission  upon  roll  call  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No. 
68-0768,  approving  the  waiving  of  the  irregularity  of  the  bid  aris- 
ing out  of  the  fact  the  questionnaire  was  submitted  after  bid  open- 
ing; and  approving  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Property 
for  award  of  the  lease  to  the  partnership  composed  of  Goodlett, 
Luster,  Laurent  and  Collins.

Lessee  convenants  to  conduct  the  parking  operation  in 
accordance  with  the  highest  standards  and  practices  of  the 
trade.     Lessee  shall  provide  such  personnel  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Airport  Manager,   is  necessary  to  maintain  an 
excellent  quality  of  service  to  the  public  during  the  term 
of  this  agreement. 

Lessee  shall  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  office  and  account- 
ing personnel  which  in  the  determination  of  Airport  Manager 
is  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  garage  and  parking 
lot  operation. 

Lessee  agrees  that  any  employee  performing  services  for 
lessee  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  general 
prevailing  rate  of  wages,   shall  be  subject  to  the  same  hours 
and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco. 

4.     Section  36  of  the  Lease  -  Faithful  Performance  Bond  or 
Securities 


The  requirement  that  lessee  agrees  to  deliver  to  the 
Airport  Manager  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  term  of 
the  lease  a  valid  surety  bond  in  the  amount  of  $500,000 
issued  by  a  surety  company  or  other  security  acceptable 
to  City's  Controller  and  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
Attorney  within  15  days  after  the  award  of  this  lease. 


Mr.  James  K.  Carr 
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The  copartners  have  assured  this  office  that  these  provisions 
as  well  as  all  of  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease 
are  thoroughly  understood  and  can  be  complied  with  within  the 
period  of  time  specified.  The  copartners  also  understand  and 
agree  that  each  covenant,  promise,  and  agreement  to  be  performed 
by  them  in  this  lease  is  material  and  is  a  material  considera- 
tion for  award  of  this  lease  by  City.

Gentlemen: 


You  have  asked  about  the  legality  of  considering  the  high 
bid  for  operation  of  the  parking  garage  at  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  under  circumstances  where  information  about  the 
bidder ' s  background  and  experience  was  not  submitted  with  other 
matters  required  by  City!s  invitation  for  proposals,  but  was  pro- 
vided by  the  bidder  within  a  day  after  bids  were  opened.     It  is 
my  understanding  that  in  all  other  technical  respects,  including 
financial  deposit,  the  high  bid  was  responsive,  and  the  completed 
questionnaire  also  is  in  apparent  order. 

The  question  here  presented  relates  only  to  the  propriety 
of  considering  the  high  bid,  despite  its  omission  of  the  completed 
questionnaire  on  the  day  the  bids  were  opened.     It  is  understood 
that  investigation  of  the  validity  of  information  submitted  by  all 
bidders  is  pending,  and  that  no  determination  has  yet  been  made  in 
the  matter  of  award  of  contract. 

Whether  a  variance  in  bidding  procedures  is  material,  and 
therefore  fatal  to  effectiveness  of  the  bid,  depends  upon  its  dis- 
ruptive influence  upon  fair  and  competitive  bidding.     The  courts 
are  loath  to  hold  invalid,  as  a  matter  of  law,  bids  xvnich  are 
defective  only  In  some  technicality,  where  the  bidder  is  willing 
and  able  to  make  timely  correction  prior  to  award  of  contract. 
Thus,  a  bidder % s  failure  to  submit  required  proof  of  ability  to 
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CITY  ATTORNEY 
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furnish  a  performance  bond  in  the  amount  bid,  where  proof  was 
offered  prior  to  award  of  contract,  was  held  an  immaterial  variance 
and  the  bidder  entitled  to  competitive  consideration  (Murdock  Con- 
tracting Co.,  Inc.  v.  Borough  of  Verona ,  47  N.J.  Super.  102 ,  135 
A.  2d  352").     A  variance  is  said  to  be  material  if  it  gives  the  bidder 
an  unfair  advantage  over  other  bidders  and  thereby  restricts  or 
stifles  competition  (Claus  va  Babiarz,  40  Del.  Ch.  500,  185  A. 2d 
283).  '  ~  : 

A  municipal  body  does  not  exercise  a  merely  ministerial 
and  perfunctory  role  in  dealing  with  irregularities  in  submission 
of  bids  thereto  for  municipal  contracts,  but  has  inherent  discre- 
tionary power  and  duty  to  secure  the  best  responsible  offer  through 
competitive  bidding  and,  to  effectuate  such  purpose,  may  waive  minor 
irregularities  in  bidding  (Bryan  Const.  Co.  v.  Board  of  Trustees, 
etc.,  31  N.J.  Super.  200,  106  A. 2d  WTf. 

Judged  by  these  standards,  there  would  seem  to  be  no 
unfair  advantage  gained  over  other  bidders  by  the  failure  of  the 
high  bidder  to  submit  the  questionnaire  with  the  sealed  bid,  inas- 
much as  the  necessary  information  was  provided  within  a  short 
period  thereafter  and  prior  to  award  of  contract.     Other  bids  were 
not  affected  by  this  omission,  and  the  bidder  obtained  no  unfair 
advantage  by  reason  of  the  delayed  submission.      All  information 
remains  subject  to  investigation  and  verification,  and  award  of 
bids  may  yet  be  made  after  due  consideration  and  weighing  of  their 
relative  merits.     The  term  t!lowest  responsible  bidder8'  means  the 
lowest  bidder  whose  offer  best  responds  in  quality,  fitness  and 
capacity  to  the  requirements  of  the  proposed  work;  and  where  by  the 
use  of  this  term  the  council  is  vested  with  discretionary  powers, 
such  discretion  will  not  be  interfered  with  by  the  courts  in  the 
absence  of  direct  averments  and  proof  of  fraud  (West  v.  Oakland, 
30  C.A.  556,  560,  159  ?.  202). 

You  are  therefore  advised  that  you  may  include  in  your 
considerations  the  bidder  whose  questionnaire  was  not  submitted 
with  the  bid  but  within  a  short  time  thereafter.

Gentlemen: 

We  have  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  City  Attorney's 
letter  opinion  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  dated 
September  19,  1968,  and  submit  this  reply  on  behalf  of  St0  Mary1 
Square  Garage,  Inc0 

It  is  our  basic  position  that  the  documents  submitted  by 
Messrs „  Frank  K.  Laurent,  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett,  Dr.  Daniel 
A.  Collins  and  Orville  Luster,  apparently  as  partners,  do  not 
constitute  a  bid  because  of  the  omission  of  the  required 
questionnaire  at  the  time  of  advertised  bid  opening,,     The  City 
Attorney  appears  to  take  the  view  that  the  documents  submitted 
by  them  at  the  time  of  the  advertised  opening  did  constitute  a 
bid  and  that  the  absence  of  the  required  questionnaire  was  a 
minor  irregularity  cured  by  receipt  of  the  questionnaire  the  day 
following  the  bid  opening.     In  support  of  this  view,  the  City 
Attorney  cites  two  cases  from  New  Jersey  and  one  case  from 
Delaware,,    We  believe  that  the  authorities  below  cited  by  us 
will  show  that  the  cases  relied  upon  by  the  City  Attorney  do 
not  represent  the  present  applicable  lawQ 

I0    Do  the  documents  in  question  constitute  a  valid  bid? 

The  answer  must  be  No  in  view  of  the  specific  language  of 
the  Invitation  For  Bids.     The  Invitation  expressly  states: 

A„     "o  o  •  The  questionnaire  shall  be  considered  as 
part  of  said  bida  00o" 


0  1 


B.  ".  .   .  that  the  Director  of  Property  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  receive  sealed 
bids  in  Room  287,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  until 
10:00  A.M.,  Wednesday,  September  4,  1968,  ..." 

C.  "...  Any  bid  received  by  the  Director  after  the  said 
hour  will  be  rejected  and  deemed  to  have  been  submitted 
illegally. 11 

It  is  obvious  the  questionnaire  was  an  integral  and  vital  part 
of  the  bid  rather  than  an  item  to  be  submitted  with  the  bid,  the 
absence  of  which  was  merely  a  minor  irregularity  curable  by  delivery 
after  bid  opening.     Plainly,  only  when  the  questionnaire  was  received 
on  September  5,  1968,  was  there  a  bid  submitted  by  the  group  in 
question.     Such  a  bid  must  fail  for  either  or  both  of  two  reasons: 

1.  The  express  language  of  the  Invitation  For  Bids  quoted 
in  C  above. 

2.  Allowing  the  bidder  to  submit  the  questionnaire  on 
September  5,  1968  was  in  fact  extending  the  time  for 
bidding,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  a  particular 
known  bidder  but  after  the  bids  submitted  by  other 
firms  on  the  advertised  time  of  10:00  A.M„  September  4, 
1968  had  been  opened.     This,  we  believe,  was  a  plain 
and  substantial  error  precluding  further  discuss ion0 

The  bidder's  own  explanation  at  the  hearing  on  September  17,  1968 
for  his  failure  to  submit  the  questionnaire  by  bid  opening  time  is 
not  one  of  inadvertence  or  excusable  neglect0     He  stated  that  he  had 
spoiled  two  questionnaires  in  his  attempts  to  fill  them  out  properly, 
and  his  third  attempt  was  not  completed  by  bid  timea     Clearly,  it 
was  incumbent  on  him  to  have  sought  timely  and  competent  help. 

The  above  conclusions  appear  to  us  to  unquestionably  follow  from 
the  clear  and  incontrovertible  language  of  the  Invitation  For  Bids, 
If  judicially  sanctioned  reasoning  expressed  in  decisions  of  our 
own  State  courts  is  desired  by  way  of  additional  assurance,  such 
may  be  found  in  two  long  established  cases  of  the  California  Supreme 
Court o     They  are  Williams  v.  Bergin,  129  Cal.  461,  and  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Co.  v.  Costa ,  171  Cal.  138. 

The  Williams  case  involved  a  statute  requiring  that  a  bid  for 
street  work  must  be  accompanied  by  a  bond*     The  bidder  submitted  a 
bid  to  which  a  surety  bond  was  attached  and  claimed  that  the  omissions 
appearing  in  his  form  of  bid  were  cured  by  what  appeared  in  the  bond0 
In  holding  the  bid  invalid  the  court  declared: 


-2- 


"The  law  requiring  that  the  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
bond  recognizes  their  separate  existence,  and  surely  if  there 
was  not  even  the  semblance  of  a  bid  the  bond  was  without  con- 
sideration, and  its  recital  will  not  estop  the  sureties  from 
showing  it."     (p.  465) 

This  case  clearly  shows  the  distinction  between  a  bid  and  other 
items  which  are  required  to  accompany  the  bid.     In  the  situation 
pending  before  this  Commission  the  Invitation  For  Bids  clearly  stated 
that  " . . 0  The  questionnaire  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  said  bid.  , 
The  omission  of  the  questionnaire  in  our  situation  was,  therefore,  the 
omission  of  an  integral  and  vital  part  of  the  bid  and  vitiated  the  bid„ 
It  appears  to  us  that  the  Murdock  Contracting;  Co.,  Inc0  case  cited  by 
our  City  Attorney  at  page  2  of  his  letter  opinion  and  involving  a 
performance  bond  deals  with  an  item  ac  c  omp  any  in  g  a  bid  rather  than 
what  documents  in  themselves  constitute  a  bid. 

The  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Co«  case  concerned  a  provision  of  the 
charter  of  the  City  of  San  Jose  requiring  that  all  bids  for  street 
work  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  of  noncollus ion.  The  successful 
bid  was  not  accompanied  by  such  an  affidavit  and  work  was  performed 
without  the  filing  of  such  an  affidavit,,     It  was  held  that  the  affidav- 
it requirement  was  not  merely  directory  and  the  award  was  invalid. 
The  point  of  this  case  for  our  purposes  is  expressed  in  the  statement 
" . . .  The  making  of  a  valid  bid  is  as  essential  as  any  other  act  leading 
up  to  the  award  of  the  contract,,   ..."  (p.  143) 

II.     Even  if  it  be  assumed  the  documents  submitted  without  the  re- 
quired questionnaire  did  constitute  a  bid,  the  omission  of  the 
questionnaire  was  not  a  mere  minor  irregularity  curable  by 
receipt  of  the  questionnaire  after  bid  opening. 

Although  our  City  Attorney  cites  decisions  from  New  Jersey  in  an 
attempt  to  support  his  view,  we  believe  the  pertinent  decisions  of  the 
courts  of  New  Jersey  establish  the  contrary. 

In  Tufano  v.  Borough  of  Cliff side  Park, 165  Atl.  628,  the  New 
Jersey  Supreme  Court  had  before  it  a  situation  in  which  the  invitation 
for  bids  to  remove  garbage  referred  to  specifications  which  required 
that  the  bidder  "must,  with  his  bid"  submit  "either  legal  proof  of 
ownership  of  such  place  of  deposit  or  dump,  or  a  written  lease  for  the 
same"  and  also  "municipal  consents  (called  certificates  of  approval) 
to  the  transportation  of  garbage  'through  the  various  municipalities 
to  the  final  place  of  deposit.  "     (pD  629)     The  bid  concerned  was  in 
fact  accompanied  only  by  a  letter  from  a  firm  of  lawyers  advising 
the  bidder  that  in  the  event  of  its  receiving  the  award,  they  were 
prepared  to  lease  a  dumping  ground  I     After  the  bids  were  opened  and 
the  bidder  was  found  to  have  the  lowest  bid,  it  submitted  a  lease 
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for  a  dumping  ground  and  filed  the  required  consents  for  trans- 
portation of  the  garbage  through  various  municipalities. 

The  New  Jersey  Supreme  Court  held  the  bid  invalid 0  Its 
language  in  so  doing  fully  refutes  our  City  Attorney's  contention 
of  mere  curable  irregularity  in  the  situation  pending  before  you0 
That  Court  declared: 

"...  the  municipal  authorities  should  not  be 
permitted  to  waive  any  substantial  variance 
between  the  conditions  under  which  bids  are 
invited  and  the  proposals  submitted."  (p.  629) 


.   .   o  "The  lowest  bidder,  within  the  intendment 
of  the  statute,  is  one  whose  bid  is  not  only 
the  lowest  for  the  work  to  be  done  or  the  articles 
to  be  furnished  but  conforms  to  the  requirements 
of  the  notice  to  bidders 0"     (p.  630) 


"It  is  suggested  that  there  was  a  'mere  technical 
irregularity'  and  not  a  substantial  variance,  in 
the  failure  of  the  trucking  company  to  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  the  notice.     But  this  is  not 
the  case.     These  provisions  were  designed  to  protect 
the  municipality  against  irresponsible  bidders.  Their 
obvious  purpose  was  to  compel  the  bidder  to  establish, 
before  the  award  was  made,  his  ability  to  perform  the 
contract.     To  permit  one  bidder  to  ignore  these  re- 
quirements would  give  him  an  advantage  over  the  others , 
and  to  permit  him  to  supply  the  deficiency  later,  and 
after  the  bids  were  opened,  would  open  the  door  to 
fraud  and  favoritism,  and  defeat  the  statutory  purpose 
of  protection  to  the  taxpayer 0"     (p.  630)  (Emphasis 
supplied) 

Our  City  Attorney  relies  heavily  on  Bryan  Const.  Co0  v. 
Board  of  Trustees,  etc.,     31  N.  Jo  Super.  200,  106  AQ2d  303,  in< 
support  of  his  argument  concerning  the  City's  power  to  waive  "minor 
irregularities  in  bidding".     This  case  does  not  seem  to  support  his 
views.     It  concerned  a  bid  which  had  been  accompanied  by  a  bid  bond 
instead  of  a  certified  check.     The  question  decided  was  whether  a 
certified  check  should  have  accompanied  the  bid  instead  of  a  bid  bond. 
In  holding  the  bidding  valid,  the  Court  declared: 
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"Each  bidder  was  supplied  with  the  specifications 
containing  the  instructions,  and  each  was  required  to 
certify  that  he  had  read  them.     Thus,  all  were  equally 
apprised  of  the  alternatives  of  a  certified  check  or  a 
bid  bond  accompanying  each  bid.    We  conclude  that  the 
respondent  company  conformed  explicitly  with  the  speci- 
fications by  submitting  a  bid  bond,  as  was  its  legitimate 
prerogative,  as  set  forth  by  defendant  board's  require- 
ments . 

Since  we  have  found  that  there  was  precise  compliance 
with  the  instructions  or  at  least,  a  most  substantial 
compliance,  viewed  in  a  light  most  favorable  to  appellant, 
the  disposition  of  appellant's  second  ground  for  reversal 
takes  on  academic  rather  than  real  proportions "«,  (pp» 
305-6)     (Emphasis  supplied) 

The  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey  (since  1947  the  highest  Court 
of  that  State)  has  succinctly  stated  the  applicable  doctrine  in 
Hillside  Township  v.  Sternin  (1957)  136  Atl.  2d,  2650  The  low  bidder 
omitted  to  accompany  his  bid  with  a  10%  certified  check  as  required 
by  the  bid  notice  and  refused  to  do  so  after  request  by  the  township 
made  after  bid  opening „     Although  the  award  was  nevertheless  made 
to  him,  he  refused  to  sign  the  contract.     Consequently,  the  township 
made  the  award  to  the  next  lowest  bidder  and  brought  suit  against 
the  recalcitrant  low  bidder  for  damages  on  the  theory  that  the  low 
bid  had  been  accepted  in  spite  of  the  "irregularity".     The  Court 
held  the  bid  invalid  and  not  subject  to  acceptance  by  the  township. 
After  reviewing  applicable  authorities,  the  Court  reached  the  follow- 
ing conclusion: 

"Examination  of  all  of  the  authorities  to  which  reference 
has  been  made  has  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  efficacy 
of  our  competitive  bidding  statute  depends  upon  its  rigor- 
ous enforcement o     Approval  of  a  relaxation  even  to  the  extent 
sought  in  this  instance  would  make  necessary  an  evaluation 
in  future  cases  of  sensitive,  subtle  and  subjective  criteria, 
and  such  a  practice  does  not  harmonize  with  the  underlying 
objective  of  the  legislature,.     Accordingly,  we  hold  that  the 
defendant's  nonconforming  bid  was  not  subject  to  acceptance 
by  the  township."     (pe  271) 

Our  citation  of  cases  we  deem  controlling  may  well  be  concluded 
by  a  case  involving  the  validity  of  a  bid  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Franc iscoo     It  is  Baldwin- Lima- Hamilton  Corp.  v.  Superior  Court 
(1962)  208  CoA.  2d  803,  and  concerns  the  meaning  to  be  given  to  plain 
and  unambiguous  language  in  an  Invitation  For  Bids.      The  Invitation 
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For  Bids  expressly  required  that  the  goods  to  be  purchased  must  be 
of  American  manufacture  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  Government 
Code0     The  low  bidder  proposed  to  supply  material  manufactured  outside 
of  the  United  States.     It  was  discovered  that  the  Buy  American  provision 
of  the  Invitation  For  Bids  was  in  conflict  with  treaties  between  the 
United  States  and  the  particular  foreign  countries  involved  so  that  in 
this  instance  the  Buy  American  provisions  were  invalid.     The  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  took  the  position  that  the  bidders  were  not 
misled  by  the  Invitation  For  Bids  because  by  research  they  could  have 
discovered  the  treaties  and  ascertained  the  invalidity  of  the  Buy 
American  provisions  in  the  Invitation  For  Bids.     In  rejecting  this 
contention  our  District  Court  of  Appeal  stated: 

"In  plain  language,  the  gist  of  all  the  foregoing  argu- 
ments is  this:     the  bid  call  may  not  mean  what  it  says 
when  specifying  American  goods,  but  it  is  still  a  valid 
proposal  because  the  bidder  can  always  determine  for 
himself  what  has  to  be  read  into  it.     This  is  indeed  a 
new  conception  in  the  reading  of  public  contracts", 
(p.  821)

"To  insist,  as  the  City  and  those  joining  with  it  do, 
that  the  bidder  must  read  the  treaty  provisions  into 
the  bid  call  is  absurd  and  unrealistic.     Properly  con- 
ducted competitive  bidding  should  not  compel  a  bidder 
to  question  the  clear  language  of  the  proposal  and  to 
search  out,  examine  and  construe  various  public  documents 
upon  the  contingency  that  they  may  in  some  way  affect  it. 
This  would  require  the  bidder  to  become  to  a  great  extent 
a  lawyer,  in  some  degree  a  judge  and,  perhaps,  in  no  small 
way aclairvoyant" .   (p.  823) 

When  the  Invitation  For  Bids  expressly  states  "the  questionnaire 
shall  be  considered  as  part  of  said  bid"  and  "Any  bid  received  by  the 
Director  after  the  said  hour  will  be  rejected  and  deemed  to  have  been 
submitted  illegally",  can  anything  different  fairly  be  meant? 

It  may  be  recalled  that  at  the  hearing  of  September  17,  1968 
the  representative  of  the  Director  of  Property  stated  one  of  the 
reasons  he  had  not  then  completed  his  recommendations  as  to  the  award 
was  the  delay  caused  by  the  late  filing  of  the  questionnaire.  In 
view  of  the  fact  the  existing  Airport  Lease  expires  October  15,  1968, 
is  there  here  only  a  mere  "minor  irregularity"? 

The  Invitation  For  Bids  expressly  states  that  the  award  will  be 
"to  the  highest  responsible  bidder".     We  submit  that  St.  Mary's 
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Square  Garage,  Inc.  is  such0     That  firm  pioneered  the  operation  of 
the  airport  garage.     Since  the  opening  of  that  garage  it  has  success- 
fully met  and  overcome  all  problems  of  operation.     The  enlargement 
of  the  garage  and  facilities  to  be  undertaken  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  the  near  future  will  doubtlessly  bring  about  many 
problems  and  crises  in  providing  the  public  with  uninterrupted  and 
complete  service.     The  experience  of  St0  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc. 
under  its  pioneer  Lease  has  fully  qualified  it  to  successfully  meet 
and  overcome  those  difficulties  0     It  has  more  than  16  years  experience 
in  operating  other  substantial  parking  garage  facilities;  its  decisions 
are  made  by  a  Board  of  Directors  composed  of  men  with  many  years  of 
experience  in  the  parking  business;  and  it  has  a  large  trained  staff 
already  fully  familiar  with  the  work.     St,  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc  0 
has  amply  demonstrated  its  ability  to  fulfil  all  obligations  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  of  service  to  the  public  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport <» 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc.  is 
the  most  responsible  qualified  bidder.

Dear  Mayor  Alioto: 

I  an  writing  in  an  effort  to  protect  the  employment 
interests  of  a  large  group  of  Teamsters  who  will  be  affected 
by  the  decision  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  letting  out  the  contract 
for  the  operation  of  the  Airport  Garage  for  the  coming  three- 
year  period.     It  is  apparent  that  Union  standards  for  wages 
and  working  conditions  in  this  industry  are  also  in  jeopardy. 


It  is  new  public  knowledge  that  the  highest  bid 
submitted  for  the  operation  of  the  garage  is  less  than  one 
per  cent  higher  than  the  next  highest  bid,  which  was  submitted 
by  the  incumbent  operator.    Garage  and  Service  Station  Employees 
Local  665  has  a  labor  agreement  with  the  incumbent  covering  55 
full  time  employees,  all  of  whom  receive  the  wages  and  condi- 
tions which  are  Union  approved.    The  highest  bidder  consists 
of  a  group,  not  yet  formally  organised,  headed  by  Fir.  Frank 
Laurent  and  Mr.  Carlton  Goodlett.    This  croup  has  no  experi- 
ence whatever  in  the  parking  garage  business,  and  no  experi- 
in  dealing  with  organised  labor  in  this  industry.    The  group 
has  indicated  that  it  has  no  plans  for  protecting  the  job 
security  of  the  employees  who  are  presently  employed  at  the 
Airport  Garage,  and  on  the  contrary,  that  it  has  plans  for 
hiring  up  to  200  part  time  employees.     This  would  not  only 
prevent  the  hiring  of  an  adequately  paid  and  stable  work  force, 
but  would  undermine  Union  benefits  which  have  become  standard 
in  this  area.    For  example,  by  manipulation  of  the  number  of 
hours  worked  by  part  time  employees,  it  would  be  possible  to 
deprive  employees . of  all  medical  and  hospital  coverage,  and 
other  fringe  benefits . 

On  behalf  of  both  Local  665  and  the  Joint  Council  of 
Teamsters  in  San  Francisco,  I  wish  to  make  the  strongest 
possible  recommendation  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
exercise  a  responsible  judgment  in  avoiding  an  acceptance  of 
a  bid  for  the  operation  of  the  Airport  Garage  in  order  to  save 
the  City  less  than  one  per  cent,  but  that  would  be  destructive 
of  the  interests  of  present  and  future  job  holders  at  that 


location.  We  would  appreciate  any  and  ail  help  that  you  can 
give  us  in  this  matter.

CONSIDERATION  OF  the  Transportation  Assistant 

Program  proposed  for  the  Municipal 
Railway  by  Hunters  Point  Young  Men 
for  Action. 

James  J.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  read  his 
memorandum  of  October  1,  196  8,  to  the  Commission.     He  recommended  they 
approve  the  program  and  request  Mayor  Alioto  to  submit  a  supplementary 
appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  amount  of  $90,000  to 
assist  in  funding. 

Mr.  Finn  then  read  his  memoranda  to  the  Commission  outlining  modifica- 
tions discussed  and  agreed  upon  by  representations  of  the  Hunters  Point 
Young  Men  for  Action,  the  TWU,  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  staff.     (Memoranda  filed  with  the  official 
copies  of  the  minutes) . 

Revels  Cay ton  complimented  the  group,  and  particularly  Mr.  Finn  for 
the  excellent  job  he  did  in  leading  the  discussion.     He  said,  after 
participating  in  the  discussion,  that  it  was  a  fine  example  of  "com- 
munity union." 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  some  indication  when  the  program  would 
be  put  into  effect. 

Mr.  Finn,  in  response  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Goldman  said  that 
the  start  of  the  program  is  contingent  upon  the  availability  of  Federal 
funds . 

Mr.  Zermeno  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council  Manpower  Unit  said  a 
firm  dead  line  is  dependent  upon  the  Department  of  Labor.     Funds  could 
be  available  in  November,  or  early  December,  if  they  are  able    to  get 
the  Department  of  Labor  to  act  in  order  that  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  funds  can  contribute  part  of  the  program  cost.     He  pointed  out 
the  NYC  contract  to  help  further  this  program  is  for  one  year. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  McDonnell,  Sylvester  Brown  of  the  Young 
Men  for  Action  group  then  explained  the  duties  of  the  "transportation 
assistant. " 

The  main  duty,  he  said,  will  be  to  protect  Municipal  Railway  property. 
The  second  main  duty  would  be  to  get  truant  school  children  riding  the 
bus  all  day  off  the  buses.     Also,  they  would  cooperate  in  a  public 
relations  sense  with  the  Police  Department  —  helping  avert  minor  inci- 
dents.    In  addition,  they  would  also  help  the  bus  driver,  enforcing 
rules  of  the  bus,  giving  out  information,  etc. 
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After  this  training,  Mr.  Brown  said,  the  enrollees  will  then  be  able 
to  move  on  to  other  jobs — bus  drivers,  supervisors,  police  cadets. 

Mr.  Finn  said  the  program  provides  that  the  first  10  enrollees  will  be 
selected  from  the  Hunters  Point  area.     If  the  program  works  out  satis- 
factorily, the  remaining  30  enrollees  will  be  selected  from  the  other 
areas  of  San  Francisco. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau, 
the  Commission  approved  the  recommendations  of  the  Acting  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  and  adopted  the  program  as  amended.  The 
expenditure  of  a  $90,000  supplemental  appropriation  was  approved  on  the 
basis  of  availability  of  Federal  funds  in  an  amount  to  fund  approxi- 
mately two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  program.

The  Commission  requested,  that  the  Acting  General  Manager  and  staff  pre- 
pare for  presentation  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  its  Octo- 
ber 15  meeting  a  resolution  and  report  with  respect  to  implementation 
of  the  McKinsey  &  Company  management  study  on  the  reorganization  of 
the  structure  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  that  in  view  of  the  heavy  strain  of  work 
on  Mr.  Carr  that  on  October  1,  196  8,  he  directed  a  memorandum  to  the 
Acting  General  Manager  which  read  as  follows; 

"As  you  know,  work  has  been  underway  for  about  three  months  toward 
implementing  the  recommendations  by  management  consultants  for  alter- 
ing the  organizational  structure  and  administration  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 

The  point  has  been  reached  where  it  is  vital  to  move  ahead  with  im- 
plementation of  the  report  submitted  by  McKinsey  &  Company. 

Therefore,  please  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  appropriate 
resolution  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  its  meeting  of 
October  15,  196  8,  with  respect  to  establishing  the  following  positions: 

1.  Deputy  Executive  Director,  whose  duties  will  include 
giving  full-time  direction  and  guidance  to  operating 
department  heads,  and  providing  overall  direction  of 
the  Utilities  in  the  absence  of  the  Executive  Director. 

The  consultants  retitled  the  General  Manager's  position 
to  "Executive  Director"  as  you  know,  to  more  adequately 
reflect  his  responsibilities  as  chief  Utilities  execu- 
tive officer. 

2.  Director,  Utilities  Property  Management  Bureau,  with 
responsibility  for  full-time  leadership  in  planning  and 
developing  the  economic  and  recreational  potential  of 
Utilities'  holdings  within  and  outside  San  Francisco. 

3.  Director,  Utilities  Transportation  Bureau,  who  will  bring 
expertise  and  full-time  direction  to  handling  our  trans- 
portation problems. 

There  has  been  abundant  evidence  of  the  vital  need  for  moving  ahead  on 
this  reorganization  without  delay.  The  illness  of  Mr.  Carr  is  further 
evidence  that  we  must  act  now. 
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The  recommendations  you  place  before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
at  its  October  15th  meeting  are  to  include  provision  for  operating 
costs  for  the  positions  named--desk  space,  secretarial  assistance, 
equipment,  etc. 

Mayor  Alioto,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Chair- 
man 0fvthe  Board's  Finance  Committee,  as  well  as  other  Supervisors, 
have  specifically  urged  that  steeps  to  effect  the  reorganization  of  the 
Utilities  proceed  as  quickly  as  possible. 

It  is  generally  agreed,  I  am  sure,  that  a  Commission  with  an  annual 
budget  of  more  than  $100  million  cannot  move  into  the  70s  with  a  1932 
model  organization  that  was  assembled  during  the  depths  of  a  national 
depression. 

The  investment  required  to  give  the  Utilities  new  and  more  efficient 
direction  is  wise  indeed,  and  far  more  sensible  than  to  expect  to 
furnish  proper  supervision  and  guidance  in  lower  employment  levels 
without  changing  the  organization. 

Preparations  for  new  747  super-jets  and  similar  revolutions  in  com- 
mercial aviation  are  proceeding  properly  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport. 

There  have  been  significant  improvements  in  the  Water  Department  which 
serves  about  two  and  a  half  million  people,  and  more  improvements  are 
coming . 

Opportunities  exist  to  realize  substantial  economic  advantages  from 
wiser  and  increased  use  of  Hetch  Hetchy  system  power  facilities. 

If  we  are  to  grasp  the  opportunity  to  do  a  better  job  for  the  tax- 
payers of  San  Francisco  through  new  and  more  efficient  uses  of  proper- 
ties, we  must  move  now."

CONSIDERATION  OF  establishment  of  Pates  and  charges 

for  Helicopter  operations  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport, 
was  taken  off  calendar  until  the  return  of  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities. 

***** 

Al  Kaiser,  Property  Manager  for  the  United  Air  Lines,  explained  that 
construction  work  approved  in  Resolutions  No.  68-0773  and  68-0774,  f 
with  regard  to  $5  million  expansion  of  Building  84  and  erection  of  a 
$4  million  maintenance  and  administration  building  on  Plot  5  will  en- 
able United  to  take  care  of  the  Boeing  747  aircraft  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

***** 

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0775,  approving  submission  of  an 
application  for  a  Federal  grant  for  a  solid  waste  disposal  study  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Mr.  O.  L.  Moore,  Utilities  Engi- 
neering Bureau  General  Manager,  explained  that  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  &  Welfare  has  indicated  it  would  entertain  applica- 
tion for  such  a  demonstration  project.     The  solid  waste  of  an  Airport- 
being  highly  industrial,  with  a  tremendous  volume  of  paper  and  plas- 
tics -  might  very  well  present  a  special  problem  as  compared  to  the 
waste  disposal  of  a  City. 
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In  reply  to  Commission  questions  he  said  this  matter  has  been  discussed 
with  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works.     There  is  no  duplication 
with  regard  to  the  City's  garbage  problem- -this  study  will  deal  with 
Airport  waste  alone. 


***** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0780,  rejecting  the  bids  received  for 
the  flower  shop  concession  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  Air- 
port General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  explained  the  bids  were  opened 
on  May  16,  1967,  and  approval  of  award  has  been  held  in  abeyance  due 
to  subsequent  litigation  between  the  highest  and  next  highest  bidders. 
The  rejection  of  all  bids  was  recommended  on  the  advice  of  Public 
Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne.     The  City  Attorney's  Office  will 
be  requested  to  prepare  a  new  resolution  with  regard  to  inviting  new 
bids  for  the  flower  shop  concession.

Resolution  No.  68-0786,  authorizing  the  City  Attorney  to  have  a  judg- 
ment of  condemnation  entered  fixing  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
property  at  $2  million,  in  the  action  filed  by  the  State  of  California 
to  acquire  a  203+  acre  parcel  of  watershed  property  for  a  new  state 
college  site  in  San  Mateo  County,  was  explained  by  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Jerome  Cohen. 

He  said  it  was  his  understanding  this  would  be  a  friendly  condemnation} 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  has  a  letter  from  the  State  to  the  effect 
that  the  price  is  agreeable. 

Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye,Jr., 
said  the  State  has  agreed  to  a  list  of  conditions  imposed  by  the  City 
covering  land  uses  and  precautions  to  safeguard  the  water  supply  in 
nearby  upper  Crystal  Springs  Lake  during  and  after  construction. 

Mr.  Frye  said  the  $2  million  will  be  used  towards  the  construction  of 
the  San  Andreas  Water  Filtration  Plant. 

The  Commission  congratulated  Mr.  Cohen  for  his  diligent  work  in  this 


Deputy  District  Attorney  Robert  M.  Desky  explained  the  recommended  com- 
promise and  settlement  in  City's  anti-trust  action  against  United 
States  Steel  Corporation  with  respect  to  the  product  line  of  steel 
streetcar  wheels,  purchased  for  the  Municipal  Railway  between  1948  and 
1963.     The  total  purchases  by  the  City  during  these  years  amounted  to 
$130,971.

Erosion : 

State  will  undertake  the  following  steps  to  minimize  erosion: 
a*     State  will  design  and  construct  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
minimize  erosion  on  watershed  property 5  including  neces- 
sary measures  to  prevent  erosion  through  rechanneling  of 
surface  waters, 
b.     Earth  work  and  grading  on  watershed  property  shall  be 
accomplished  between  April  1  and  November  15  of  each 
construction  year.     It  is  not  the  intent  to  preclude

b.  All  drainage  from  parking  areas  shall  be  removed  from  the 
watershed  or  treated  as  necessary  to  meet  standards  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  as  set  forth  in  Ex- 
hibit A,  attached  hereto,  or  as  such  standards  may  here- 
after be  modified  by  the  standards  of  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service. 

c.  State  shall  provide ,  in  consultation  with  the  General

X.     Implementation  of  the  Transportation  Assistant  Program 


Phase  1  —  Selection  of  Supervisory  Personnel 

The  Program  Supervisor  will  be  selected  by  a  committee 
composed  of  two  representatives  of  the  Young  Men  for 
Action,  two  representatives  of  Local  250-A,  Transport 
Workers  Union,  two  representatives  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  one  representative  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  subject  to  Civil  Service 
Commission  approval.     The  Supervisor  for  Community 
Relations'  will  be  selected  in  the  same  fashion. 
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The  Program  Supervisor  will  he  allowed  to  recommend  his  own 
Operations  Supervisor  from  members  of  Local  250-A,  TWUt 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  member  committee  and  the 
Civil  Service  Commission. 

It  was  recognized  that  tlie  supervisory  personnel ,  secretary, 
and  enroiiees,  would  be  under  the  direction  of  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  or  his  designated  representative 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  employees  and  enrol lees  working 
in  similar  programs* 

Several  minor  modi  float  ions  were  discussed  and  agreed  upon 
in  the  wording  of  the  program  while  clarifying  thateeertain 
points  did  not  detract  from  the  intent  of  the  proposed  pro- 
gram. 

It  was  agreed  by  all  present  that  some  further  discussion  as 
to  working  details  would  be  necessary  upon  approval  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission* 

This  looming.,  Mr.  George  Gzuhb,  Personnel  Director,  Civil 
Service  Commission,  suggested  that  the  personnel  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  selected  to  participate  in  this  program 
be  assigned,  subject  to  Civil  Service  Commission  approval, 
from  the  ranks  of  the  S102-S104  Conductor  for  the  Supervisor 
for  Community  Relations  and  Operations  and/or  the  rank  of 
Transit  Inspector,  or  closely  related  classes  for  the  Program 
Supervisor,  after  selection  by  the  7 -man  committee. 

This  would  protect  the  employees  Civil  Service  status, 
vacation  rights,  fringe  benefits  $  etc.    It  is  believed  that 
this  can  he  worked  out  with . the  Civil  Service  Commission 
and  all  the  others  involved.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  AUGUST  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summaries* 

Satisfactory  increases  were  recorded  during  July  and  August  in  all  air 
traffic  categories.    The  August  passenger  total  topped  the  1-1/2  million  mark  for 
the  first  time  in  any  month  of  Airport  history  for  an  average  of  50,000  air 
travelers  daily.

The  August  freight  volume  was  the  second  highest  of  any  month  in  Airport 
records,  and  the  percentage  gains  recorded  for  both  July  and  August  were  substantial- 
ly above  the  9*6  per  cent  average  increase  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year. 

Aircraft  Movements 

July  aircraft  movements  —  landings  and  take-offs  —  totaled  31,627  of 
which  26,214  were  by  scheduled  carrier;  4 37  military,  and  4,976  in  the  general 
aviation  classifications  —  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based 
private  and/or  corporate  aircraft.

With  the  award  of  the  garage  and  parking  lots  operation  contract  to  a 
new  firm,  arrangements  are  being  speeded  for  an  orderly  transfer  from  the  present 
operator  as  of  midnight  on  October  15.    Included  in  the  arrangements  are  a  new 
Airport  parking  information  pamphlet  to  be  distributed  in  advance  to  parking  patrons 
advising  them  of  new  parking  rates  to  become  effective  at  the  time  of  the  changeover. 

Service  Station  Bids 

Conferences  were  held  with  a  number  of  petroleum  company  representatives 
relative  to  procedures  for  bidding  on  the  operation  of  an  automobile  service 
station  at  the  Airport. 
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Meeting;  with  Millbrae 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Mayor  Bernie  Esser  and  City  Engineer  Val  Padovan 
to  discuss  Airport  plans  for  development  of  its  west  of  Bayshore  Freeway  acreage 
for  aviation  related  uses.    Included  in  the  talk  was  the  matter  of  the  probable 
tie-ins  with  Millbrae  city  streets. 

Traffic  Advisory  Session 

At  a  meeting  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Advisory  Committee  on  Airport  Traffic 
Problems,  methods  of  speeding  construction  of  cross-county  Freeway  186,  particularly 
that  portion  forming  a  link  between  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  and  the  Airport,  were 
discussed,    James  V.  Fitzgerald,  chairman  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Super- 
visors, expressed  the  hope  that  ways  could  be  found  to  speed  construction  by  a  year, 
if  not  more. 

The  proposed  freeway  will  provide  another  access  to  the  Airport. 
Convention  &  Visitors  Bureau  Tour 

A  group  of  directors  and  other  officials  of  the  San  Francisco  Convention 
and  Visitors  Bureau  visited  the  Airport  and  were  briefed  on  plans  for  expansion 
and  development.    The  Airport  General  Manager  addressed  the  group  at  a  luncheon 
following  the  briefing  session, 

1969-70  Budget 

Airport  General  Manager,  George  F,  Hansen,  held  conferences  with  staff 
members  relative  to  1969-70  budget  requirements  wherein  attention  was  called  to 
Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto^  directive  that  all  requests  must  be  kept  to  a  minimum.

Architects  made  a  comprehensive  presentation  of  progress  in  developing  schematic 
and  preliminary  drawings  for  the  entrance  and  terminal  roadway  system  and  various 
rotundas.

HIGHLIGHTS 

State  Highway  Commission  to  restudy  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 

routing . 

Grand  Jury  visits  Water  Department. 

On  September  23,  Mr.  Frye  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Highway 
Commission  held  in  San  Andreas  (Calaveras  County)  at  which  the 
Commission  voted  to  restudy  the  high  level  routing  of  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  along  Crystal  Springs  reservoir.     The  controversy  over 
this  freeway  routing  has  continued  for  nine  years  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  most  recent  action  of  the  Commission  may  lead  to  an  agree- 
able settlement. 

On  September  12,  the  1968  Grand  Jury  visited  the  Water 
Department  properties.     They  were  greeted  at  Sunol  headquarters  by 
Mr.  Boyd,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Administrative,  on  behalf  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Mr.  Carr,  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  and  Mr.  Frye,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department.    Mr.  Rosen  and  Mr.  Tracy  of  the  Water  Department 
accompanied  the  Jurors  on  their  inspection  of  Water  Department  and 
Hetch  Hetchy  properties. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

Water  storage  in  Alameda  Division  reservoirs  decreased  by 
over  2  billion  gallons  and  Crystal  Springs  storage  decreased  about 
1  billion  gallons  during  August  in  meeting  summertime  consumptions 
that  exceeded  rate  of  water  importation  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct. 
San  Andreas  reservoir  is  being  gradually  lowered  to  reach  an  eleva- 
tion of  426  feet  for  installation  of  riprap  along  the  shore  line 
in  the  vicinity  of  outlet  #3.     A  contract  for  this  work  is  scheduled 
to  start  October  21.

WATER  QUALITY 

Both  Calaveras  and  San  Antonio  reservoirs,  in  the  Alameda 
Division,  were  treated  with  copper  sulfate  during  August  to  control 
algae  growth.     A  total  of  20  tons  of  copper  sulfate  was  required 
for  this  treatment. 

During  August,  the  radioactivity  monitoring  kits  installed 
on  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Water  Department  systems  were  replaced  with 
newly  calibrated  units. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  used  from  peninsula 
reservoirs  required  only  relatively  low  chlorine  dosage,  and  no 
dechlorination  was  required  from  water  drawn  from  Crystal  Springs 
reservoir  during  August. 

A  total  of  59,200  feet  of  water  mains  up  to  and  including 
12-inch  diameter  pipe  were  flushed  in  Glen  Park,  Eureka  Valley  area 
of  the  Sunset  pressure  zone.     In  addition,  21  individual  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water 
conditions .

On  September  12-15 »  1968,  the  San  Francisco  Grand  Jury  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Moore  and 
Mre  Bei  on  its  annual  inspection  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,    Mr.  Rosen  and  Mr.  Tracy 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  also  accompanied  the  group.    The  members  were 
escorted  over  the  various  facilities  of  the  Project.    Inspected  were  the  New  Moccasin 
Powerhouse  construction;  Dion  R9  Holm  and  Robert  Ce  Kirkwood  Powerhouses;  Hetch  Hetchy 
and  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoirs  ■„ 

On  October  1,  1968,  delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  through  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  was  returned  to  its  maximum  capacity  of  275  million  gallons  per  day  (mgd). 
For  the  past  four  months  the  flow  had  been  reduced  to  215  mgd  in  order  to  help  meet 
the  City's  downstream  obligations  to  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts, 
This  was  a  portion  of  a  plan,  also  involving  power  generation,  whereby  there  was  a 
minimum  impact  on  the  City's  operations  despite  the  low  amount  of  runoff  due  to  the 
dry  year  of  1967-68 0

eJater  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.

Commissioner  Goldman  noted  the  lapse  of  two  years  between  completion 
of  the  main  section  of  the  freeway  and  the  four-mile  section  through 
the  watershed,  and  said  that  he  as  one  Commissioner  felt  that  any- 
thing that  could  be  done  to  expedite  this  is  important— even  to  the 
degree  of  some  type  of  compromise  to  get  the  job  done.., Me  should 
not  be  completely  rigid.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  drawn  from  Crystal 
Springs  reservoir  remained  unchanged  throughout  September,  requiring 
only  moderate  chlorination  to  achieve  disinfection.    However,  the 
bacteriological  quality  of  San  Andreas  water  deteriorated  appreciably, 
requiring  a  progressive  increase  in  chlorine  dosage  from  20  pounds 
to  35  pounds  per  million  gallons  during  the  month.    This  increase  in 
bacterial  activity  may  be  due  to  an  increased  Crustacea  population. 
A  copper  sulfate  treatment  of  this  reservoir  has  been  requested  for 
the  control  of  Crustacea. 

An  unscheduled  reduction  in  flow  from  Moccasin  reservoir 
resulted  in  drawing  down  the  water  levels  in  the  Foothill  and  Coast 
Range  tunnels  and  an  over  dosage  of  chlorine  and  lime  along  the 
aqueduct  before  remedial  action  could  be  initiated.    There  was  con- 
siderable pickup  of  sand*,  from  the  unlined  sections  of  Foothill 
tunnel  during  this  period,  resulting  in  turbidimeter  recordings  of 
seven  (7)  units  at  Tesla  Portal. 

A  total  of  138,200  feet  of  water  mains  up  to  and  including 
12-inch  diameter  pipe  were  flushed  in  the  Excelsior  District  of  the 
Sunset  pressure  zone.     In  addition,  23  individual  flushing  operations 
were  carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water  conditions. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

On  September  4,  pumps  in  San  Antonio  pump  station  were 
turned  on  to  increase  the  rate  of  flow  from  San  Antonio  reservoir  to 
Sunol  Valley  Treatment  Plant.     During  August,  gravity  flow  from  San 
Antonio  averaged  only  7.2  MGD  due  to  progressive  lowering  of  the 
water  level.    V/ith  pumps  #39  4  and  5  operating  the  average  flow 
from  this  reservoir  for  September  was  22.2  MGD.     Flow  from  Calaveras 
reservoir  was  reduced  from  an  average  of  51.8  MGD  during  August  to 
3^.0  MGD  during  September  to  conserve  this  supply  for  later  use. 

On  October  1,  flow  through  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was 
increased  to  approximately  275  MGD.     This  greater  delivery  combined 
with  normal  seasonal  decrease  in  consumption  has  resulted  in  a  net 
gain  in  local  storage  of  244  million  gallons  between  October  1  and 
October  16.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0780,  relative  to  filing  application 
for  federal  funds  under  the  Federal-Aid  Airport  Program  with  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration,  Airport  General  Manager  George  F. 
Hansen  explained  the  projects,  which  for  the  fiscal  year  1969-70 
is  estimated  to  total  $5,665,000.     Federal  Aid,  he  said,  could  amount 
to  approximately  50%  of  the  approved  items.

At  Mr.  Carr's  suggestion  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  so  that  he  could  study  and  investigate  further 
with  Mr.  Woods.     He  wished  also  to  check  the  streetlightings  con- 
ditions with  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power,  and  give  the  union 
a  definite  answer.     Mr.  Carr  said  if  there  is  a  police  problem  as 
well,  Mayor  Alioto  should  be  informed.

Study  for  Civic  Center  Station  Plaz a  „___  

Mr.  Jack  M,  Barron,  Project  Manager,  Transit  Task  Force   (TTF)  explained 
that  when  the  master  plan  for  restoration  of  Market  Street  was  brought 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  several  months  ago,  TTF  was  requested 
to  re-study  the  Civic  Center  Station  Plaza. 

The  re-study  was  conducted,  and  findings  and  recommendations  would  be 
presented  by  William  Hull,  of  the  firm  of  Mario  J.  Ciampi  and  Associates 
who,  jointly  with  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates,  was  assigned  to

develop  the  plaza 


Mr.  Barron  said  no  action  was  required  of  the  Commission  at  this  time; 
this  status  report,  basically  a  schematic  plan,  was  being  submitted 
by  TTF  for  informational  purposes  prior  to  recommendation  to  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors . 

Mr.  Hull  emphasized  that  the  study  at  this  time  concerned  primarily 
the  location  of  the  plaza — whether  it  was  to  occupy  the  center  or 
the  Market-  7th  Street  corner  of  the  block. 

He  explained  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  role  in  the  use  of  the  BART  system 
and  in  reconstructed  Market  Street.     It  is  estimated  that  35%  of  all 
people  using  the  Civic  Center  Station  will  enter  thru  the  plaza. 

Presently  all  activities  in  this  area  take  place  north  of  Market 
Street,  and  the  planners  envision  that  even  in  the  future  the  major 
emphasis    of  activity  will  be  north  of  Market  Street. 

It  was  estimated  that  locating  the  plaza  at  the  corner  would  cost 
approximately  $1  million  more  than  the  center-of-the-block  location 
based  upon  acquisition  of  the  property  at  the  corner  of  7th  and 
Market  Streets . 

Mr.  Hull  concluded  by  saying  the  center-block  location  for  the  Civic 
Center  Station  Plaza  was  the  original  TTF  recommendation,  and  that 
re-study  has  not  changed  the  reconmendation . 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  J.  Finn  said  that 
the  architects  have  worked  very  diligently  on  this  phase  of  the 
Market  Street  reconstruction.     He  agreed  that  the  center-block  location 
had  always  been  the  more  practical  of  the  two  proposals. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  $24  million  bond  issue  for  the 
improvement  of  Market  Street  included  the  plaza.     Mr.  Hull  replied 
that  a  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  grant  will 
cover  the  plaza  and  generally  covar  the  cost  of  acquiring  property  for 
the  extension  and  also  on  the  north  side  of  Market  Street.     The  balance 
will  be  taken  from  the  Bond  fund.

second  to  none0    In  the  past  36  years  the  Bureau  has  supervised  the  design  and 
construction  of  airport  facilities  totaling  in  value  more  than  $100,000,000,  keeping 
San  Francisco  in  the  forefront  as  one  of  the  world's  great  airports*

Tne  Commission  adopted  Resolution  no.  6  8-0904,  approving  amendment 
and  revision  of  Memorandum  of  Agreement  dated  September  14,  1966, 
between  the  Puolic  Utilities  Commission  and  Transport  Workers  Union 
of  America  AFL-CIO  and  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  250A,  regarding 
terms  and  conditions  of  employment  of  platform  employees  and  bus  and 
coach  operators  and  employees  in  related  classifications  in  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  James  J.  Finn,  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Administrative,  and  William  A.  McRobbie,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel, 
were  primarily  responsible  for  the  negotiations  with  labor.  He 
congratulated  them  for  bringing  about  an  acceptable  amended  agreement 
without  disruption  to  the  organization. 

The  amendments  to  and  revision  of  the  Agreement  came  about  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  successful  passage  of  Proposition"G"  in  1967  which  added 
Section  151.3.1  to  the  City  Charter,  and  recently  amended  state  law, 
and  are  the  results  of  a  series  of  meetings  between  two  discussion 
teams  representing  the  union  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
Mr.  Finn  explained. 

The  original  changes  proposed  by  the  union  would  have  cost  the  City 
$777,000,  but  after  lengthy  discussions  the  annual  increased  cost  due 
to  the  amended  and  revised  provisions  in  the  Agreement  is  estimated 
to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $356,000,  Mr.  Finn  informed  the  Commission 

Of  the  $356,000,  all  but  $2500  involves  working  conditions  and  fringe 
benefits  granted  under  Proposition  "G".     The  Memorandum  of  Agreement 
clarifies  the  provisions  of  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  as  approved 
oy  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 

Mattnew  Guinan,  International  President  of  the  Transport  Workers 
Union,  strongly  urged  the  adoption  of  the  new  Memorandum  of  Agreement. 

In  answer  to  questions  from  Commissioner  Goldman  concerning  the 
financial  aspects  of  the  new  Agreement,  Mr.  Finn  and  John  M.  Woods, 
Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  advised  the  Commission  the  estimated 
additional  cost  of  $356,000  was  included  in  the  $3  million  plus  bud- 
geted for  the  Municipal  Railway  fiscal  year  1968-69  for  wage  rates 
and  trust  fund  benefits  pursuant  to  Proposition  "G" .     They  explained 
each  of  the  items  making  up  the  $356, 000s 

$185,000,  providing  uniforms  and  equipment; 
156,000,  full  salary  for  on-the-job  injuries  and 
15,000,  procedure  for  returning  from  sick  leave  after  absence 
of  more  than  5  days

In  adopting  Resolution  #68-0905,  the  Commission  approved  shuttle 
service  to  the  Fleet  Post  Office  at  Napoleon  Street  near  Evans  Avenue 
on  a  60-day  trial  basis. 

Mr.  Woods  advised  the  Commission  that  the  service  could  be  provided 
on  a  one-coach  shift  break  basis. 

The  vehicle  is  to  operate  from  24th  &  Bryant,     via  Bryant,  Army,  Evans, 
Phelps,  and  Third  Street  and  return  via  Evans,  Army,  Potrero,  and  24th 
Street,  with  the  terminal  at  2  4th  &  Bryant.     Estimated  cost,  $29,000 
a  year. 

In  order  to  expedite  putting  the  shuttle  into  service  in  view  of  the 
Christmas  rush,  Mr.  Woods  said  he  would  immediately  contact  the  Trans- 
port Workers  Union  with  regard  to  dispensing  with  the  regular  procedure 
of  submission  and  posting  of  the  schedule.     Joseph  Leone,  President 
and  Lou  Maunapau,  First  Vice  President,  of  the  United  Federation  of 
Post  Office  Clerks  Local  #2,  offered  to  meet  with  the  union  represen- 
tatives to  assist  in  establishing  the  service  as  quickly  as  possible.

Clair  A.  Hill  presented  to  the  Commission  the  details  of  the  recommend- 
ed $210  million  plan  to  expand  the  hydroelectric  facilities  of  the 
rietch  rietchy  Water  and  Power  System  as  contained  in  the  engineering 
Consultants'  report  entitled,  "Proposed  Additions  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Power  Supply  System"  dated  April  196  8.     The  study  was  prepared  by 
joint  venture  engineers  Clair  A.  Hill  and  Associates  and  R.  W.  Beck 
and  Associates,  and  authorized  by  Commission  Resolution  #67-0030 
of  January  17,  1967. 

With  the  use  of  a  series  of  colored  charts,  Mr.  Hill  representing  the 
joint-venture  engineers,  explained  how  the  program  would  nearly  triple 
the  generating  capacity  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  System,  and  would  return 
2  1/2  times  more  revenue  to  the  City  from  additional  power  sales, 
all  with  the  same  amount  of  water. 

The  proposal  involves  construction  of  three  new  powerhouses  and  re- 
lated facilities,  including  dams,  power  tunnels,  and  new  penstocks. 
It  also  calls  for  replacing  the  existing  concrete  Lake  Eleanor  Dam 
with  an  earth  and  rock  fill  dam,  the  new  dam  to  raise  the  lake's 
surface  40  feet,  which  would  provide  an  additional  50,000-acre  feet 
of  water  storage . 


The  proposed  two-phase  program  is  as  follows? 

PHASE  A 

Construction  of  300 , 000-kilowatt  powerhouse 
near  the  mouth  of  Clavey  River  about  20  miles 
east  of  Sonora. 

Construction  of  100 , 000-kilowatt  "Wards  Ferry" 
powerhouse  10  miles  downstream  near  Moccasin. 

The  Clavey  Unit  would  become  the  largest  single  power 
producer  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system. 

Phase  A  cost,  $140,000,000.     Projected  gross  annual 
revenue,  $10  million. 
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PHASE  B 


Eleanor  Dam  replacement. 

Construction  of  Coulterville  powerhouse 
with  generating  capacity  of  270,000  kilo- 
watts —  second  largest  hydro  installation 
in  system o 

Addition  of  67 ,500-kilowatt  generator  to 
existing  135 , 000 -kilowatt  Holm  Powerhouse. 

Phase  3    cost,  $70  million.     Projected  gross 
annual  revenue,  $6  million. 

Mr.  Hill  said  the  program  was  figured  on  a  basis  of  a  40-year  pay  out. 
After  that  there  would  only  be  the  maintenance  and  operation  costs , 

Mr.  Carr  stated  he  submitted  the  report  to  the  Commission  for  review. 
It  has  been  reviewed  by  Hetch  Hetchy  General  Manager  Oral  L.  Moore 
and  staff,  but  before  reporting  to  the  Commission  on  the  financial 
aspects,  Mr.  Carr  said,  it  would  be  necessary  to  confer  with  the 
Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  to  determine  their  interest, 
if  any,  in  a  partnership  program.     The  Fourth  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  two  Irrigation  Districts  provides  an  option  for  the 
latter  to  proceed  in  partnership  with  further  development  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  System. 

Informal  discussions  with  the  Irrigation  Districts  to  see  if  they  are 
interested  would  be  the  next  step,  Mr.  Carr  stated. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  several  questions  as  to  financing  the 
project,  and  estimated  return  on  the  investment,  and  marketing  of 
the  power. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  that  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  be  authorized  to  enter  into  discussions  with  Irrigation 
Districts  to  determine  their  interest. 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  the  proposal  involved  a  40-year 
repayment  plan  and  a  $210  million  commitment.     There  are  other  areas 
where  energy  is  being  developed,  and  it  is  not  really  known  what  the 
source  of  energy  would  be  fifty  years  from  now,  he  said.     The  value 
of  the  investment  must  be  carefully  weighed. 

Mr.  Hill  said  that  upon  instruction  from  Mr.  Carr  the  expansion  was 
planned  in  two  stages . 

The  $70  million  second  phase,  stage  B,  calls  for  replacement  of  the 
Eleanor  Dam,  which  is  a  problem  that  has  to  be  taken  care  of  regard- 
less because  of  the  deterioration  of  the  dam. 

This  appeared  to  be  an  excellent  chance  to  make  a  much  more  acceptable 
facility  in  the  area  and  build  the  elevation  to  the  same  elevation  as 
Cherry  and  thereby  generate  more  power  at  this  point,  according  to 
the  joint-venture  engineers. 

The  Secretary  read  the  proposed  resolution,  authorizing  Mr.  Carr  to 
enter  into  discussions  with  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Dis- 
tricts to  determine  their  interest. 

Commissioner  Goldman  suggested,  in  order  to  avoid  any  misunderstanding 
in  the  future,  that  a  sentence  be  added  to  the  resolution  to  the 
effect  "that  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  is  not  to  be 
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construed  as  approval  to  proceed  with  the  project, 81 

On  roll  call  the  Commission  adopted  the  resolution  with  the  amendment 
of  Commissioner  Goldman  authorizing  the  discussions  with  Irrigation 
Districts  to  determine  their  interest.

The  present  Memorandum  of  Agreement  has  been  in  existence 
since  September  2  0,  1966,  and  has  been  most  effective 
in  improving  employee  relations,  and  has  been  of  assistance 
to  the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  as  well  as 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  in  resolving  many 
difficult  issues.. 

The  new  Memorandum  of  Agreement,  if  approved  by  you,  will 
continue  the  improved  labor  relations  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  and  help  to  stabilize  turnover  which  'should  aid 
in  providing  a  better  Municipal  Transit  System.

All  operators  who  are  ordered  to 
and  do  report  for  duty  on  any  day  as 
ordered,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least 
eight  (8)  hours  pay  for  the  day,  pro- 
vided, in  the  case  of  regular  opera- 
tors, they  report  on  time  and  work 
the  full  runs  assigned  to  them,  and 
provided,  in  the  case  of  extra  opera- 
tors, or  regular  operators  working  as 
extras,  they  report  on  time  and  hold 
themselves  available  for  and  perform 
all  such  work  as  may  be  assigned  to 
them. 

"Reoorting-C lea  ring"  allowance 
shall  be  included  as  working  time 
when  the  operator  is  required  to 
"Report"  and  "Clear"  as  follows: 

a.  12V2  minutes  when  an  oper- 
ator reports  to  and  starts  a  run 
or  a  coMect  from  a  division. 

b.  12V2  minutes  when  an  oper- 
ator ends  a  run  or  collect  at  a 
division  when  a  turn-in  is  re- 
quired.

An  operator  who  works  on  such 
holidays  shall  be  paid  straight  time 
for  eight  (8)  hours,  and  time  and 
one-half  (IV2)  thereafter,  and  in  ad- 
dition shall  receive  his  regular  day's 
pay.  An  operator  not  assigned  to 
work  on  such  holidays  shall  receive 
the  regular  day's  pay  including  re. 
port  and  check-in  time  when  this  is 
part  of  the  regular  schedule.  He 
shall  not  receive  wages  for  a  paid 
holiday  unless  he  reports  for  work 
on  his  last  scheduled  work  day  be- 
fore the  holiday  and  the  first  sched- 
uled work  day  after  the  holiday,  ex- 
cept when  prevented  by  proven  ill- 
ness or  death  in  the  immediate  fam- 
ily- 

In  the  event  one  of  the  foregoing 
holidays  falls  during  the  operator's 
vacation,  or  in  the  event  an  opera- 
tor's birthday  coincides  with  any 
other  holiday  listed  herein,  such  op- 
erator shall  receive  holiday  pay  for 
that  day  based  on  his  weekday 
scheduled  time. 

Section  8.67.3.5 — Temporary  As- 
signments. 

When  a  temporary  assignment  is 
made  to  a  classification  with  a  high- 
er rate  of  pay,  the  rate  of  the  higher 
classification  shall  be  paid  for  each 
hour  or  fraction  thereof  worked.  Pay- 
ment for  one  hour  at  the  higher  rate 
shall  be  made  for  a  fraction  of  an 
hour  so  worked. 

Section  8.67.3.6— Payment  Where 
Charges  Are  Preferred  against  Opera- 
tors. 

Time  lost  because  of  charges  pre- 
ferred shall  be  compensated  at  the 
regular  rate  of  pay  when  such 
charges  are  not  sustained.  If  charges 
are  sustained  there  shall  be  no  pay 
for  time  lost. 

Section  8.67.3.7 — Payment  For  Time 
Necessary  To  Prepare  Required  Re- 
ports. 

Operators  required  to  remain  on 
duty  to  prepare  necessary  accident 
or  unusual  incident  reports,  shall  be 
allowed  one  hour's  pay  at  the  regu- 
lar rate.  Standby  time,  if  any,  at  the 
end  of  the  run  will  be  subtracted 
from  the  one  hour. 

Section  8.67.3.8— Required  Attend- 
ance in  Connection  With  Legal  Mat- 
ters. 

Operators  required  by  direction  Of 
the  railway  to  report  to  court,  or  to 
the  City  Attorney  or  District  Attor- 
ney's Office,  or  to  the  Claim  Depart- 
ment or  to  attend  as  a  witness  at  a 
trial,  hearing  or  investigation,  shall 
be  paid  his  regular  day's  pay  for  the 
day  so  lost.  An  operator  whose  en- 
tire day  or  major  portion  thereof  is 
so  spent,  wilt  receive  $1.25  for  lunch 
money. 

Section  8.67.3.9— Jury  Duty. 

When  an  operator  is  required  to  be 
on  jury  duty,  his  scheduled  days  off 
shall  be  changed  to  Saturday  and 
Sunday  during  the  period  of  time 
when  he  is  on  jury  duty. 

When  it  is  necessary  for  an  opera- 
tor to  absent  himself  from  any  part 
of  his  work  in  order  to  qualify  for 
jury  duty,  he  will  be  paid  for  such 
length  of  time  as  may  be  necessary 
for  that  purpose  but  not  to  exceed 
four  hours. 

Section  8.67.3.10— Payment  For 
Time  Consumed  For  Physical  Exami- 
nation and  Workmen's  Compensation 
Hearings  As  A  Participant. 

Operators  required  to  report  to  a 
physician  designated  by  the  Railway 
or  the  Retirement  Board  for  physical 
examination,  or  to  attend  hearings  at 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board 
because  of  injuries  to  themselves 
but  not  as  witnesses,  outside  their 
tour  of  duty,  will  be  allowed  pay  at 
their  regular  rate  of  pay  for  three 
hours.  An  operator  who  has  been  in- 
jured in  the  course  of  his  employ- 
ment and  who  is  required  to  report 
for  treatment  during  his  time  off  be- 
tween two  tours  of  duty,  will  be  al. 
lowed  three  (3)  hours  time  at  his 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  so  reporting. 
An  operator  injured  while  on  duty, 
and  who  is  unable  to  continue  work 
for  the  remainder  of  the  day  in 
which  such  injury  occurs,  shall  re- 
ceive full  pay  for  the  day  of  the 
injury. 

Section  8.67.3.11— Payment  For  At- 
tendance at  Civil  Service  Examina- 
tions. 

Operators  shall  not  lose  pay  for 
attending  a  regular  civil  service  pro- 
motional examination  for  a  classifi- 
cation exclusive  to  the  Municipal 
Railway, 

■  When  a  medical  examination  is  a 
required  part  of  the  regular  civil 
service  promotional  examining 
procedure  for  a  classification  exclu- 
sive to  the  Municipal  Railway,  an  off 
duty  operator  reporting  for  such  an 
examination  shall  be  allowed  three 
hours  pay  at  his  regular  rate. 

If  a  regular  civil  service  examina- 
tion for  a  classification  exclusive  to 
the  Municipal  Railway  is  held  within 
ei^ht  hours  after  the  tour  of  duty  of 
an  operator  whose  application  for 
the  examination  has  been  accepted 
bv  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  the 
operator  shall  be  excused  with  pay 
from  such  tour  of  duty. 

Section  8.67.3.12— Leave  With 
Pay — Death  In  Family. 

Leave  of  absence  with  pay  at  the 
regular  rate  of  pay,  not  to  exceed 
three  (3)  work  days,  shall  be  granted 
because  of  death  in  the  immediate 
family  of  the  operator.  Such  leave 
shall  not  be  charged  to  any  other 
allowances.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
section,  "immediate  family"  is  de- 
fined as:  spouse,  parent  (natural, 
foster  or  steo),  child,  brother,  sister, 
and  any  person  related  by ,  family 
ties  who  is  permanently  residing  in 
the  household  of  the  operator. 

Section  8.67.3.13— Leave  To  Attend 
Veterans'  Conventions. 

Leave  of  absence  with  pay-will  be 
granted  to  operators  who  are  mem- 
bers of  generally  recognized  organi- 
zations composed  of  veterans  of 
wars  in  which  the  United  States  has 
participated,  for  the  period  of  at- 
tendance as  an  official  delegate  at 
State  or  National  convention  or  en- 
campment of  such  organization,  in- 
cluding normal  traveling  time  by  rail 
to  and  therefrom  provided  the  opera- 
tor obtains  and,  upon  his  return, 
files  with  the  railway  through  his 
division  superintendent  a  certificate 
bv  the  secretary,  or  other  authorized 
official  of  the  organization,  certifying 
that  such  operator  was  duly  desig- 
nated as  an  official  delegate  to  said 
convention  or  encampment  and  as 
such  delegate  was  in  attendance 
thereat  for  the  specific  period  of 
time  allowed,  and  further  provided 
that  such  leave  of  absence  may  be 
granted  without  impairing  the  essen- 
tial services  of  the  railway.  An  oper- 
ator who  is  a  member  of  more  than 


one  of  said  organizations  shall  be 
entitled  to  leave  ot  absence  as  atore- 
said  to  attend  the  state  or  national 
convention  or  encampment  of  only 
one  such  organization,  to  be  desig- 
nated by  him.  Operators  desiring 
such  leave  of  absence  must  maKe 
application  therefor  on  the  proper 
form  at  least  two  weeks  in  aovance 
of  the  time  when  such  leave  is  to 
take  effect. 

Section  8.67.3.14 — Uniforms. 

Uniforms  snail  be  furnished  to  op- 
erators. The  items  of  uniform  appar- 
el to  be  furnished  shall  be  in  gener- 
al accord  with  the  apparel  furnished 
to  the  operators  under  the  contracts 
used  to  establish  the  wage  scale  for 
the  local  operators  and  shall  be  list— 
ed  in  the  Memorandum  of  Agree- 
ment. Articles  are  to  be  replaced 
when  they  become  unserviceable. 

If  the  six  month  probationary  peri- 
od is  not  completed  all  items  of  uni- 
form apparel  must,  be  returned,  if  an 
operator  resigns  or  is  terminated  aft- 
er this  period,  the  disposition  of  the 
uniform  apparel  shall  be  determined 
through  procedures  set  forth  in  the 
Memorandum  of  Agreement. 

Section  8.67.3.15 — Injury  on  Duty. 

An  operator  incapacitated  for  any 
kind  of  available  work  as  a  result  of 
accidental  injury  sustained  in  the 
course  of  his  employment  will  be 
allowed  for  such  period  or  periods 
during  such  incapacity  as  may  be 
determined,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  full  amount  which  he  would  have 
earned  during  such  period  or  periods 
had  he  been  working  according  to 
the  regular  schedule  and  at  the  reg- 
ular rate  of  pay  which  he  had  and 
was  receiving  prior  to  the  period  of 
incapacity,  less  the  amount  of  any 
workmen's  compensation  payable  to 
him  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Law.  If  the 
absence  for  which  he  is  to  be  al- 
lowed pay,  as  herein  provided,  oc- 
curs two  (2)  years  or  more  after  the 
date  of  the  original  accident,  the  al- 
lowance shall  be  based  upon  an 
amount  equal  to  75  percent  of  his 
earnings,  as  set  forth  herein. 

In  no  case  will  an  operator  be 
granted  the  allowance,  above  men- 
tioned, or  be  paid  more  than  he  is 
entitled  to  receive  under  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Law  unless  he 
voluntarily,  and  without  any  addi- 
tional allowance  therefor,  submits 
from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  be 
requested,  to  physical  examinations 
by  a  physician  or  physicians  desig- 
nated by  the  Railway.  Should  he  at 
any  time  after  a  determination  to 
grant  any  allowance  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  refuse  to  suD- 
mit  to  examination  by  such  physi- 
cians), or  if,  upon  such  examina- 
tion he  is  adjudged  by  such  physi- 
cian(s)  to  be  able  to  perform  either 
his  own  work  or  lighter  work  which 
is  offered  to  him  and  he  should 
refuse  to  perform  the  same,  such 
refusal  shall  automatically  effect  a 
revocation  of  any  and  all  allowances 
theretofore  -  granted  to  him  under 
this  section,  and  to  the  extent  that 
the  amount  of  any  such  allowance 
shall  have  already  been  paid  to  him, 
it  shall  be  treated  as  an  advance 
payment  of,  and  shall  be  deducted 
from  whatever  monies  may  thereaft- 
er become  due  and  payable  to  such 
operator. 

If,  as  a  result  ot  an  injury  sus- 
tained in  the  course  cf  his  emplov. 
ment,  an  employee  is  adjudged,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  to  be  disqualified  for 
the  work  of  his  own  position  but 
qualified  for  lighter  work  on  another 
position,  and  if  he  is  assigned  to 
and  performs  such  lighter  work,  he 
will  be  paid  for  such  lighter  work  at 
the  regular  rate  of  pay  he  was  re- 
ceiving at  the  time  of  his  injury.  The 
amount  of  any  workmen's  compensa- 
tion payable  for  the  period  or  any 
part  of  the  period  during  which  he 
so  works  will  be  deducted  from  his 
pay  for  such  work. 

No  increase,  by  way  of  increment 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  in  the 
rate  of  pay  of  any  incapacitated  op- 
erator during  the  period  of  his  inca- 
pacity, or  until  he  returns  to  work  in 
the  same  position  which  he  held 
prior  to  the  period  of  incapacity,  at 
which  time  his  regular  rate  of  pay 
will  become  what  it  would  have  been 
had  he  remained  continuously  in  ac- 
tive service. 

No  differential  pay  shall  be  granted 
unless  the  following  conditions  have 
been  met,  and  when  the  question 
arises  as  to  the  granting  of  differen- 
tial pay,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  Director,  Bureau  of  Per- 
sonnel and  Safety,  shall  certify  to 
the  General  Manager  of  the  Railway 
that  the  following  conditions  have 
been  met: 

1.  That  the  accident  was  not  due 
to  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the 
railway  or  to  the  safety  rules. 

2.  That  the  accident  was  not  due 
to  the  violation  cf  any  directive  of 
the  railway  as  to  precautions  to  be 
taken  by  the  operator  to  avoid  acci- 
dents. 

3.  That  the  ooerator  gave  due  no- 
tice of  the  accident. 

4.  That  there  is  no  uncertainty  that 
the  operator  sustained  an  accidental 
injury  while  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  assigned  duties  for  the 
Municipal  Railway,  and  that  such  ac- 
cidental injury  was  the  direct  cause 
of  the  operator's  incapacity  for  work. 

5.  That  the  operator  was  not  at  all 
under  the  influence  of  liquor  at  the 
time  of  the  accident. 

6.  That  the  driver  was  not  engaged 
in  any  horseplay  when  the  accident 
occurred. 

7.  That  the  operator  was  actually 
performing  work  for  the  Railway  at 
the  time  of  the  accident. 

8.  That  the  operator  did  report  for 
light  work  if  and  when  directed  to 
do  so. 

9.  That  the  operator  did  report  for 
the  performance  of  full  duty  in  his 
regular  work  if  and  when  directed  to 
do  so. 

10.  That  the  operator  did  not  fail 
to  report  to  the  physician  or  physi- 
cians designated  by  the  Railway  for 
examination  and  was  duly  examined 
by  such  physician(s)  after  the  acci- 
dent. 

11.  That  the  operator  did  not  fail 
to  return  for  examination  or  re- 
examination before  physicians  desig- 
nated by  the  Railway,  on  every  occa- 
sion when  so  directed  by  the  Rail- 
way. 

12.  That  the  operator  was  com- 
pletely incapacitated  for  work  during 
the  period  for  which  he  requested 
differential  pay. 

13.  That  the  period  for  which  the 
differential  allowance  is  requested 
was  a  period  during  which  the  oper- 
ator in  the  opinion  of  the  physi- 
cian^)  designated   by  the  Railway 


would  not  have  been  incapacitated 
for  work  had  it  not  been  for  some 
physical  or  mental  condition  of  the 
operator  prior  to  the  accident  in  the 
absence  of  which  he  would  not  be 
incapacitated  for  work. 

14.  That  the  operator  did  comply 
with  appropriate  medical  advice. 

In  certifying  that  the  conditions, 
as  aforesaid  have  been  met,  the  Di- 
rector, Bureau  of  Personnel  and 
Safety,  in  addition  to  using  the  in- 
formation available  to  him  from  the 
files  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, may  call  upon  any  other  bu- 
reau of  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, or  any  other  department  of  the 
city  and  county  service  to  furnish  in 
writing  to  the  said '  Director,  Bureau 
of  Personnel  and  Safety,  such  facts 
and  information  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  properly  certify  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Railway,  as 
by  this  section  is  required. 

After  receipt  of  the  certification 
from  the  Director,  Bureau  of  Person- 
nel and  Safety,  as  herein  before 
mentioned,  the  General  Manager  of 
the  Railway  shall  have  power,  sub- 
ject to  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  above  set  forth,  to  -grant 
differential  pay  for  a  total  of  not 
more  than  ten  (10)  working  days  to 
any  one  operator  on  account  of  any 
one  accident.  If  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
believes  that  differential  pay  should 
be  granted  to  an  operator  for  a  total 
of  more  than  ten  (10)  working  days, 
he  shall  have  the  power,  subject  to 
and  in  accordance  with  the  policy  as 
above  set  forth,  to  grant  differentia! 
pay  to  such  operator  on  account  of 
such  accident  for  twenty  (20)  work- 
ing days  in  addition  to  the  ten  (10) 
working  days  for  which  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Railway  had  the 
power  to  grant  such  differential  pay. 
In  no  case  shall  an  operator  be  al- 
lowed differential  pay  for  a  total  of 
more  than  thirty  (30)  working  days 
without  the  specific  approval  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Any  disputes  arising  under  this 
section  shall  be  resolved  through  the 
grievance  procedure  as  provided  by 
the  Memorandum  of  Agreement. 

Section  8.67.3.16— Operators  In- 
jured by  Assault. 

The  Railway  shall  compensate  any 
operator  for  all  of  his  regularly 
scheduled  working  time  lost  as  the 
result  of  injuries  sustained  by  rea- 
son of  any  assault  perpetrated  upon 
him  while  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  or  in  any  at- 
tempt to  rob  him  of  railway  monies, 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Railway. 

Any  such  injured  operator  shall 
submit  to  an  examination  by  a  phy- 
sician or  physicians  as  designated 
by  the  Railway  if  the  Railway  de- 
mands such  an  examination.  In  the 
event  an  operator  is  declared  perma- 
nently disqualified  as  an  operator  as 
a  result  of  such  an  assault,  he  shall 
be  assigned  to  other  duties  within 
his  capacities  to  perform,  and  he 
shall  receive  his  operator's  rate  and 
be  paid  on  the  hours  of  the  job  to 
which  he  is  so  assigned,  but  not  less 
than  40  hours  per  week. 

Section  8.67.3.17 — Insurance. 

The  following  insurance  shall  be 
provided  operators  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  at  no  cost  to 
the  operators: 

a)  $1,000  group  life  insurance  poli- 
cy including  provision  for  permanent 
total  disability  benefit. 

b)  $50,000  in  the  event  of  death  of 
an  operator  occurring  as  the  result 
of  an  assault  or  robbery  in  the  line 
of  duty. 

Section  8.67.3.18 — Pension  Contri- 
bution for  Union  Officers. 

An  operator  while  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  the  purpose  of  serving  on 
a  full  time  basis  as  an  officer  or 
representative  of  the  employees  or- 
ganization representing  the  opera- 
tors shall,  subject  to  appropriation 
of  funds  by  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, be  entitled  to  have  an  amount 
deposited  by  the  Railway  in  a  fund, 
such  amount  to  be  paid  to  such  op- 
erator as  a  pension  contribution  in  a 
lump  sum  upon  his  retirement  from 
the   City  and  County  service. 

The  amount  to  be  so  deposited  in 
such  fund  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  paid  per  operator  into  a  sim- 
ilar type  of  fund  bv  the  Transit  Au- 
thority of  New  York  City  for  opera- 
tors of  that  authority  on  leave  of 
absence  for  union  business.  The 
Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  re- 
quest specific  appropriation  of  the 
funds  required  for  deposit  in  such 
fund.  The  procedures  for  effecting 
this  benefit  shall  be  included  in  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  "Memo- 
randum of  Agreement"  with  the 
Transport  Workers  Union. 

Section  8.67.3.19— Checkoff  of  Un- 
ion Dues, 

Payroll  deductions  from  the  pay  of 
operators  of  dues  to  be  paid  to  the 
organization  representing  the  opera- 
tors shall  be  made  bv  the  Controller 
in  accordance  with  the  Controller's 
regulations  and  the  provisions  of 
ChaDter  16.92  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municioal  Code  provided  that  the  or- 
ganization representing  the  opera- 
tors shall  pay  to  the  Controller  the 
actual  monthly  cost  of  making  such 
deductions,  but  not  to  exceed  five 
(5c)  cents  per  deduction  per  opera- 
tor. > 

If  any  operator  does  not  have  suf- 
ficient pay  during  a  particular  pay 
period,  any  deductions  owed  shall  be 
accumulated  and  shall  be  naid  in 
the  first  pay  period  or  periods  in 
which  there  are  sufficient  earnings 
for  such  purpose. 

Section  8.67.3.20. 

All  conditions  and  benefits  of  em- 
ployment applicable  to  operators. by 
charter  provisions,  ordinance,  or  civil 
service  rule,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  a-->plv  to  operators. 

Section  8.67.3.21. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission, 
pursuant  to  its  power  to  prescribe 
reasonable  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  and  government  of  its 
officers  and  employees  under  Char- 
ter Section  19(a),  may  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  to  carrv  out  the  in- 
tent of  this  ordinance  after  consulta- 
tion with  representatives  of  the 
Transport  Workers  Union. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  hereof 
are  to  remain  in  effect  until  the 
adoption  of  an  ordinance  establish- 
ing different  provisions.

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MEMORANDUM  OF  AGREEMENT 
between 

THE  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 

and 

TRANSPORT  WORKERS  UNION  OF  AMERICA,  AFL-CIO 

and 

LOCAL  250A,  TRANSPORT  WORKERS  UNION 

WHEREAS  the  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
approved  in  November,  1967,  the  addition  of  Section 
151.3.1  to    the  City  Charter,  and 

WHEREAS  in  conformity  with  Section  151.3.1  of  the  Charter,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  authorized  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (hereafter  called  "the  Commission")  to 
enter  into  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the 
Transport  Workers  Union  of  America,  AFL-CIO  and  Local 
250A,  Transport  Workers  Union  of  America  (hereafter 
collectively  called  "the  Union") ,  and 

WHEREAS  the  Commission  and  the  Union  desire  to  amend  and  revise 
the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  dated  September  14, 
1966,  now  therefore, 

IT  IS  HEREBY  AGREED  that  the  following  sections  shall  be 

adopted  as  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the 
Union  and  the  Commission: 
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I.    Relationship  between  the  Parties 

The  Commission  agrees  that  it  will  recognize  and  treat 
the  Union  as  the  basic  employee  organization  with  presently 
exclusive  authority  for  group  representation  for  platform  em- 
ployees and  bus  and  coach  operators  and  employees  in  related 
classifications,  and  as  the  exclusive  representative  for  the 
presenting  and  processing  of  employee  grievances  of  its  members • 

The  Commission  has  the  right  to  exercise  all  its 
normal  accepted  prerogatives,  including  the  right  to  fix  opera- 
ting and  personnel  schedules,  determine  work  loads,  arrange 
transfers,  order  new  work  assignments  and  issue  any  other  directive 
intended  to  carry  out  its  responsibility  to  operate  the  Municipal 
Railway  safely,  efficiently  and  economically. 

The  Commission  agrees  that  all  matters  affecting  the 
working  conditions  and  status  of  its  employees  will  be  discussed 
with  the  Union  prior  to  being  put  into  effect,  except  in  those 
limited  cases  of  emergency  affecting  the  services  of  the  Railway. 
In  such  circumstances,  the  Union  will  be  notified  as  soon  as 
possible. 

II.     Terms  and  Conditions  of  Employment 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  for  employees 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  shall  be  governed  by  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions established  by  charter  provisions,  ordinances  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  relevant  rules  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  by  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  set 
forth  in  this  agreement.     The  Commission  agrees  to  provide  to 
each  employee  of  the  Municipal  Railway  a  booklet,  the  text  and 
layout  of  which  shall  be  agreed  with  the  Union,  containing  all 
the  charter  provisions,  ordinances  and  rules  setting  out  terms 
and  conditions  of  employment  and  this  Memorandum  of  Agreement. 
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III.     Employee  Rights 

1.  Before  an  employee  is  suspended  as  a  result  of  a 
passenger  service  report,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard, 
and  the  right  to  face  his  accusers  or  witnesses.     Before  an  em- 
ployee is  otherwise  held  accountable  as  a  result  of  a  passenger 
service  report,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard.    The  employee 
may  be  accompanied  by  his  Union  representative  at  the  hearings 
referred  to  above.    Any  record  entry  relating  to  a  passenger 
service  report  shall  include  the  employee's  reaction  thereto  and 
whether  the  passenger  service  report  is  corroborated  or  otherwise 
independently  proven. 

2.  An  employee  involved  in  an  accident,  who  is  charged 
with  an  "avoidable"  accident,  shall  have  the  right  to  an  oral 
hearing  before  a  three-man  Accident  Review  Board  which  the 
Commission  agrees  to  establish.     The  employee  may  be  accompanied 
by  his  Union  representative  at  such  a  hearing.    An  appeal  must 

be  raised  within  30  days  of  the  operator  being  informed  that  the 
accident  is  charged  as  "avoidable."    The  Accident  Review  Board 
shall  hold  its  hearing  and  render  its  decision  within  30  days  of 
the  request  for  a  hearing. 

3.  No  employee  shall  be  charged  for  losses  of  funds 
in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Railway  resulting  from  petty 
theft,  robbery  or  other  crime,  as  proven  by  the  employee,  or 
resulting  from  a  situation  where  it  is  proven  by  the  employee 
that  no  action  of  the  employee  contributed  to  the  loss. 

IV.  Discipline 

1.     The  Commission  agrees  that  in  imposing  discipline 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  will  continue  to  act  in 
a  fair  and  equitable  manner  and  any  punishment  will  be  related 
to  the  offense  committed  with  due  regard  for  the  employee's  past 
record.     The  Commission  recognizes  the  rights  of  employees  and/or 
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the  Union,  who  may  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  any  discipline 
proposed,  to  raise  such  grievance  through  the  authorized  grievance 
procedure. 

2.  Except  in  cases  of  drunkenness,  mishandling  of 
funds,  vicious  conduct,  or  serious  willful  abuse  of  Railway 
equipment,  any  discipline  proposed  must  be  preceded  by  a  charge 
in  writing  communicated  to  the  individual  employee  and  the  Union 
simultaneously.     In  the  case  of  the  major  offenses  mentioned 
above,  the  charge  shall  be  communicated  to  the  individual  employeee 
and  the  Union  as  soon  as  possible.     A  charge  against  an  employee 
shall  contain  the  precise  offense  with  which  he  is  being  charged 
and  the  specific  rule  he  has  been  alleged  to  have  violated.  The 
charge  must  be  communicated  to  the  employee  and  the  Union  not 
later  than  ten  days  after  the  Railway  had  knowledge  of  the  event 

or  occurrence  charged  or  the  offense  will  be  deemed  waived. 

3.  If  an  employee  raises  a  grievance  in  connection 
with  any  proposed  discipline,  except  in  cases  of  drunkenness, 
mishandling  of  funds,  vicious  conduct,  or  serious  willful  abuse 
of  Railway  equipment,  the  discipline  will  not  be  carried  out 
until,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  grievance  procedure,  it  is  de- 
termined that  the  discipline  is  appropriate.    After  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  after  the  imposition  of  discipline,  no  reference 
may  be  made  to  that  entry  in  any  future  disciplinary  proceeding. 

V.     Uniforms  and  Equipment 

1.    Uniformed  employees  are  required  to  wear  the 
prescribed  uniform  of  the  Municipal  Railway  while  on  duty. 
Effective  July  1,  1968,  each  employee  then  employed  and  any  new 
employee  employed  after  that  date  will  be  issued  one  cap,  two 
jackets,  two  jacket  liners ,  four  pairs  of  trousers ,  six  shirts , 
two  ties,  and  one  waterproof  cap  cover.    Thereafter,  each  em- 
ployee will  be  supplied  with  replacements  for  items  of  the  uniform 
wearing  out  or  damaged  in  the  line  of  duty. 
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2.  Each  employee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining 
the  uniform  in  a  clean  and  presentable  condition  and  maintaining  a 
neat  appearance  while  on  duty.     The  General  Manager  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  shall  have  the  right  to  prescribe  the  parts 

of  the  uniform  to  be  worn  under  various  conditions  of  service. 

3.  Any  equipment  supplied  to  an  operator  by  the  Municipal 
Railway  shall  be  returned  to  the  Municipal  Railway  on  the  operator's 
leaving  the  service.     Equipment  not  returned  shall  be  paid  for  at 
cost.     If  a  uniformed  employee  does  not  complete  his  six  months  pro- 
bationary period,  all  items  of  uniform  apparel  must  be  returned. 
All  uniformed  employees  leaving  the  service  after  six  months  ser- 
vice shall  return  all  insignia  of  the  Municipal  Railway  on  all 
parts  of  the  uniform  issued  to  him. 

VI.    Definition  of  Working  Time 

For  the  purpose  of  computing  pay  and  overtime,  time 
spent  by  employees  on  the  job  or  under  the  control  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  considered  working  time.    Working  time  shall  include  the 
following : 

1)  time  as  platform  men,  operating  a  coach  or  bus,  or 
collection  work; 

2)  time  on  report; 

3)  fill  in  time; 

4)  time  spent  by  an  employee  when  requested  by  a  duly 
authorized  Commission  representative  to  act  as  a  wit- 
ness or  perform  similar  duties  in  the  interest  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

5)  time  spent  by  a  permanent  employee  in  breaking-in 
on  any  unfamiliar  equipment; 

6)  time  taken  for  required  Motor  Vehicle  Department  tests 
during  his  regular  working  hours.     If  out  of  regular 
working  hours,  three  hours  for  a  medical  examination 
and  three  hours  for  other  tests; 

7)  When  an  employee  is  required  to  travel  from  a  relief 
point  away  from  the  home  depot  to  the  home  depot,  or 
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the  opposite,  the  running  time  from  the  home  depot 
to  the  relief  point  plus  the  headway  time; 

8)  time  required  by  designated  Union  representatives 
at  their  Division  to  attend  meetings  called  by 
Divisional  Superintendants  and  other  Railway  Official 

9)  time  spent  in  performing  other  duties  at  the  request 
of  a  duly  authorized  Commission  representative. 

VII.  Working  Rules 

The  Commission  agrees  that  all  working  rules  will  be 
published  and  made  available  to  all  employees  and  the  Union.  Any 
new  working  rules,  or  changes  in  existing  working  rules,  will 
be  given  to  the  Union  not  less  than  30  days  before  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  submits  the  suggested  rule  or  rule 
change  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.     If  the  Union  considers 
that  it  or  its  members  are  aggrieved  by  an  existing,  a  new  or 
changed  working  rule,  it  may  appeal  against  the  rule  under  the 
authorized  grievance  procedure. 

VIII.  Scheduling  Procedure 

Not  less  than  5  days  prior  to  the  date  set  for  commen- 
cing a  sign-up,  the  Union  will  be  supplied  with  copies  of  all 
schedules  and  a  list  of  all  changes  which  will  be  put  in  effect 
in  the  new  schedules.     Copies  will  be  simultaneously  posted  at  the 
divisions  affected.     If  schedules  are  posted  on  Saturday  or  Sunday, 
Monday  will  be  counted  as  the  first  day. 

Not  less  than  15  days  prior  to  the  furnishing  and 
posting  of  such  schedules,  a  meeting  will  be  held  between  author- 
ized representatives  of  the  Union  and  the  Traffic  Superintendent 
and  Schedule  Supervisor,  or  their  representatives,  to  review  the 
schedules  involved  and  all  changes  proposed. 

Any  objection  to  such  schedules  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  by  the  Union  not 
less  than  5  days  before  the  date  set  for  posting  the  schedules. 
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If  the  Union  alleges  that  changes  in  the  schedule 
adversely  affect  the  safety  or  the  health  of  the  employees  and/or 
the  safety  of  passengers  or  the  public,  the  Union  may  object  to 
the  proposed  schedule  and  if  the  dispute  is  not  resolved,  the 
Union  may  raise  the  dispute  as  a  grievance  through  the  authorized 
grievance  procedure.     No  disputed  schedule  shall  be  put  into  ef- 
fect until  the  grievance  procedure  is  completed. 

Required  emergency  adjustments  in  schedules  between 
sign-ups  shall  be  effected  as  required  and  will  be  discussed 
between  the  Union  and  the  Traffic  Superintendant  not  less  than  48 
hours  before  the  adjustment  is  put  into  effect.    When  any  run  is 
adjusted  by  more  than  30  minutes,  or  if  the  operator  on  the  run 
objects  to  the  adjustment,  a  line  sign-up  shall  be  conducted. 
This  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  runs  where  possible  changes  are 
indicated  at  sign-up  time. 

IX.     Conferences  re  Terms  and  Conditions  of 
Employment  Covered  by  Existing  Laws 

The  Commission  and  the  Union  agree  that  the  General 

Manager  of  Public  Utilities  or  his  duly  designated  representative 

will  confer  from  time  to  time  and  not  less  than  once  each  year, 

as  to  the  effect  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  and  other 

laws  on  the  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  of  Municipal 

Railway  employees.    The  parties  agree  that,  where  relevant,  and 

after  any  other  consultation  the  Commission  deems  necessary,  the 

Commission  and  the  Union  shall  consider  taking  joint  action  to 

make  their  joint  views  as  to  such  laws  known  to  the  Mayor,  and  to 

appropriate  legislative  and/or  executive  bodies. 

X.    Distribution  of  Overtime 

Overtime  shall  be  distributed  equitably  among  employees 
in  each  division  who  indicate  their  willingness  to  participate  in 
such  work.    The  Union  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railway  will 
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Jointly  establish  the  procedure  for  effectuating  this  policy. 
The  Union  will  have  access  to  records  showing  the  requests  for  over- 
time and  the  detail  payroll  list  of  work  done  in  the  Division  each  day. 

XI.       Procedure  on  Returning  from  Sick  Leave 

1.  On  returning  from  sick  leave  after  an  absence  of 

more  than  five  working  days,  an  employee  must  have  approval  to  return 
to  work  from  a  doctor  designated  by  the  Municipal  Railway  whose 
name  or  names  and  addresses  shall  be  posted  in  each  division  and 
his  own  physician's  certificate  stating  that  he  is  capable  of  per- 
forming his  duties.     On  the  day  prior  to  his  intended  return  to 
work,  the  employee  will  report  to  his  division  with  the  medical 
clearance  of  the  doctor  designated  by  the  Railway.     If  the  doctor's 
approval  of  the  return  to  work  is  given  in  time  for  the  operator 
to  report  to  his  division  prior  to  12:30  p.m.,  he  shall  report 
to  his  division  and  shall  indicate  his  availability  for  work  the 
next  day  on  his  regular  scheduled  work  assignment.     If  the  doctor's 
approval  of  the  return  to  work  is  given  at  such  time  that  he  cannot 
report  to  his  division  prior  to  12:30  p.m.,  he  shall  report  to 
his  division  and  indicate  his  availability  for  work  the  next  day, 
and  shall  report  at  his  regular  scheduled  time  but  shall  be  on 
report. 

2.  If  the  Municipal  Railway's  doctor  finds  the  employee 
unfit  to  return  to  work  and  this  is  disputed  by  the  employee's  own 
doctor,  a  third  independent  doctor  will  be  agreed  upon  by  the  two 
doctors  involved,  and  the  employee  will  be  examined  by  this  third 
doctor  at  the  expense  of  the  Municipal  Railway.     The  opinion  as  to 
fitness  to  return  to  work  of  this  third  doctor  will  be  accepted 

as  final.     The  employee  will  be  allowed  pay  at  his  regular  rate  of 
pay  for  three  hours  for  a  visit  to  the  Municipal  Railway  desig- 
nated doctor  or  the  third,  independent  doctor. 

XII .      Industrial  Injuries 

Notice  of  the  occurrence  of  an  injury  to  any  employee 

sustained  in  the  course  of  his  employment  shall  be  given  to  the 

Union  as  soon  as  knowledge  of  such  an  injury  comes  to  the  Municipal 
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Railway.    An  employee  who  is  incapacitated  for  work  as  a  result  of 
such  an  accident  shall  continue  to  receive  his  normal  pay,  pur- 
suant to  Sec.  8.67.3.15  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance. 

XIII.      Assignments  of  Men  on  Report 

The  phrase  "all  such  work  as  may  be  assigned  to  them", 
as  used  in  Sec.  8.67.3.1  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
shall  continue  to  be  limited  to  work  of  a  type  equivalent  to  or 
higher  than  the  classification  in  which  the  employee  is  certified. 

XIV.      Assistance  in  Issuance  of  Licenses 

The  Municipal  Railway  will  use  its  best  efforts  to 
assist  employees  to  secure  the  prompt  issuance  or  reissuance  of 
any  license  necessary  in  the  performance  of  the  employees 1  duties 
with  the  Municipal  Railway. 

XV.      Pension  Deposits  for  Union  Officers 

The  Commission  and  the  Union  agree  that  the  procedures 
for  effecting  the  benefit  of  Section  8.67.3.18  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  (Pension  Contributions  for  Union 
Officers)  will  be  established  as  soon  as  the  detailed  rules 
for  the  Fund  established  by  the  Transit  Authority  of  New  York 
City  are  available.     These  procedures  will  be  included  in  a 
supplement  to  this  agreement  as  soon  as  it  is  completed. 

XVI.      Authorized  Grievance  Procedure 

A.     A  "grievance"  is  defined  to  be  a  complaint  on 
the  part  of  any  employee  or  the  Union  that  there  has  been, 
on  the  part  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  or 
any  of  his  duly  authorized  subordinates,  noncompliance  with, 
or  a  misinterpretation  or  misapplication  of  any  working  con- 
dition, rule  or  resolution  of  the  Commission,  which  is  within 
its  proper  jurisdiction,  affecting  its  employees,  or  that  an 
employee  has  been  recommended  for  discipline  without  good  cause, 
or  that  a  disciplinary  penalty  proposed  before  invocation  of  the 
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grievance  procedure  is  not  fair  and  equitable  or  related  to  the 
offense  committed,  with  due  regard  to  the  employee's  record, 

B.     Grievances  shall  be  processed  and  settled  in  the 
following  manner: 

Step  1 

The  aggrieved  employee  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  "grievant"),  either  orally  or  in  writing, 
personally,  or  through  the  Union,  may  present 
a  grievance  to  his  Division  Superintendent  at 
any  time  within  three  (3)  days  after  notice 
of  a  proposed  disciplinary  action  or,  in  the 
case  of  noncompliance  with,  or  a  misinterpre- 
tation or  misapplication  of  any  working  con- 
dition, rule  or  resolution  of  the  Commission 
affecting  its  employees,  within  three  (3)  days 
of  the  occurrence  of  such  event.    A  representative 
of  the  Union  shall  be  permitted  to  be  present 
at  this  discussion.     The  Division  Superintendent 
to  whom  the  grievant  makes  this  complaint  shall 
communicate  his  decision  to  the  grievant  and  to 
the  Union,  if  a  representative  of  the  Union 
was  present,  within  two  days  after  receiving 
the  complaint. 
Step  2 

The  grievant  or  the  Union  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  at  Step  1  within  three  (3)  days  after 
the  Step  1  decision.    This  appeal  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  be  made  to  the  Transportation 
Superintendent,  who  shall  set  a  hearing  on  the 
appeal  within  three  (3)  days  of  its  receipt. 
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The  grievant  shall  be  given  notice  thereof 
and  an  opportunity  to  attend  the  hearing  and 
may  be  heard  personally  or  through  the  desig- 
nated representative  of  the  Union.  Within 
three  (3)  days  after  the  hearing  a  copy  of  the 
written  decision  shall  be  sent  to  the  grie- 
vant and  to  the  Union.     Grievances  raised  by 
the  Union  shall  be  initiated  at  Step  2,  within 
the  same  time  limits  as  prescribed  for  Step  1. 
Step  3 

At  any  time  within  five  (5)  days  after  the  Step 
2  decision,  the  grievant  or  the  Union  may  ap- 
peal in  writing  therefrom  to  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Railway.    The  said  General 
Manager  or  his  duly  designated  representative 
shall  conduct  a  hearing  on  the  grievance  within 
five  (5)  days  after  receipt  of  the  appeal,  and 
the  grievant  and  the  Union  shall  be  given  notice 
thereof  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  Within 
seven  (7)  days  after  the  close  of  the  hearing, 
the  said  General  Manager  shall  file  his  writ- 
ten decision  and  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
grievant  and  to  the  Union. 

Where  the  grievance  is  directed  against 
a  proposed  disciplinary  dismissal,  the  grie- 
vance shall  be  initiated  at  Step  3,  and  must 
be  raised    within  four  (4)  days  of  mailing 
to  the  grievant' s  last  known  address  the 
notice  of  intention  to  file  charges  for 
dismissal. 
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The  Union  or  the  grievant  may,  at  any  time 
within  seven  (7)  days  after  the  mailing  of  the 
Step  3  decision,  appeal  from  such  decision  to 
the  impartial  hearing  officer  by  filing  written 
notice  of  the  appeal  with  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Railway  and  impartial  hearing  officer 
except  where  the  appeal  is  from  a  proposed 
disciplinary  dismissal,  in  which  event  the  appeal 
must  be  initiated  within  one  (1)  day  of  the  Step 
3  decision.    The  impartial  hearing  officer  shall 
conduct  a  hearing  on  the  grievance  or  grievances 
submitted  to  him  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
their  receipt  by  him,  except  when  the  grievance 
involves  a  proposed  disciplinary  dismissal,  or 
involves  the  adverse  effect  of  a  schedule  on 
the  health  or  safety  of  employees,  in  which 
event  the  hearing  shall  begin  within  two  (2) 
days.     At  the  request  of  the  impartial  hearing 
officer,  such  witnesses,  records  and  other 
documentary  evidence,  as  may  be  required,  shall 
be  produced.    The  impartial  hearing  officer 
shall  mail  a  copy  of  his  report  to  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities ,  the  General  Manager 
of  the  Railway,  the  grievant,  and  to  the  Union 
within  five  (5)  days  after  the  close  of  the 
hearing,  except  when  the  grievance  involves  a 
proposed  disciplinary  dismissal,  or  involves  the 
adverse  effect  of  a  schedule  on  the  health  or  safety 
of  employees,  in  which  event  the  report  shall  be  ren- 
dered within  one  (1)  day  after  the  close  of  the  hearing. 
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The  report  shall  contain  a  factual  summary  of 
the  grievance  or  grievances ,  the  evidence ,  and  a 
recommended  decision.     The  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  shall  exercise  his  discretion  in 
accepting,  modifying  or  rejecting  the  recommended 
decision. 

In  computing  the  time  within  which  any  action 
must  be  taken  under  the  foregoing  procedure, 
Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays  shall  not  be 
counted.     A  grievance  may  be  denied  at  any  level 
because  of  failure  to  adhere  to  the  time  limitations 

By  stipulation  of  the  grievant  or  the  Union 
and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railway,  the  time 
limitations  may  be  waived.     The  impartial  hearing 
officer  shall  have  the  power  to  excuse  failure  to 
comply  with  time  limitations. 

By  stipulation  of  the  grievant  or  the  Union 
and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Railway  any  of  the 
foregoing  steps  may  be  bypassed,  and  the  matter 
carried  to  the  next  higher  step  within  the  time 
limits  for  the  appeal  to  the  bypassed  step. 

C.  Nothing  contained  in  this  procedure  shall  be  con- 
strued to  deny  to  any  employee  his  rights  under  the  law  or  under 
applicable  civil  service  rules,  regulations  and  practices,  or  to 
diminish  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities,  as  prescribed  in  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco. 

D.  The  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  the 
Union  shall  endeavor  to  agree  upon  an  impartial  hearing  officer 
to  serve  for  an  agreed  period  of  time.     Should  these  parties 
fail  to  reach  such  agreement  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the 
adoption  of  these  rules,  then,  upon  the  written  request  of  either 
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party,  the  American  Arbitration  Association  shall  have  the  authority 
to  appoint  an  impartial  hearing  officer  pursuant  to  its  rules,  who 
shall  serve  for  an  agreed  period  of  time.     The  cost  of  the  services 
of  the  impartial  hearing  officer  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the 
Union  and  the  Commission,  except  that  if  the  grievant  reaches  Step  4 
without  Union  participation,  the  cost  shall  be  shared  by  the  grievant 
and  the  Commission.     In  the  event  the  grievant  does  not  desire  to 
share  in  the  cost  of  the  impartial  hearing  officer,  Step  4  shall  be 
bypassed.

On  November  18,  1968,  we  submitted  a  report  to  you  on  providing  service 
to  the  Fleet  Post  Office.    Requests  had  been  made  by  the  United  Federa- 
tion of  Postal  Clerks  for  rerouting  of  the  #35  Line  to  serve  this 
facility.    Our  report  recommended  against  changing  the  route  of  the 
#35  Line  as  it  would  adversely  affect  other  service  now  provided. 

We  included  a  traffic  check  on  the  #25  Line  and  on  the  #35  Line  with 
our  report.    This  check  was  taken  on  August  27,  1968.    In  accordance 
with  Mr.  James  J.  Finn's  request,  another  check  was  made  on  November  26, 
1968.    Results  of  both  checks  are  attached.    The  November  26,  1968 
traffic  check  shows  an  increase  in  patronage  over  the  earlier  check. 

Since  submitting  my  memorandum  of  November  18,  1968,  we  have  consulted 
with  Mr.  Joseph  Leone,  President  of  the  United  Federation  of  Postal 
Clerks.    Mr.  Leone's  prime  concern  was  for  service  to  the  employees 
at  shift  breaks.    A  tabulation  of  the  principal  working  shift  is 
attached. 

After  talking  with  Mr.  Leone,  we  ascertained  that  we  could  operate  a 
shuttle  service  between  24th  and  Bryant  Streets  and  Third  and  Evans 
Avenue  which  could  meet  the  requirements. 

Service  at  any  shift  break  would  be  limited  to  one  coach  and  could  be 
used  to  connect  with  Lines  #15  and  #42  at  the  easterly  loop  and  with 
Lines  #25,  #35  and  #47  at  the  westerly  loop.    "Walk-across"  transfer 
privileges  could  also  be  permitted  with  Line  #35  on  Army  between 
Connecticut  and  Evans.    A  copy  of  route  map  is  attached. 

A  cost  estimate  was  prepared  based  on  using  pull-out  and  pull-in  runs 
of  other  lines  to  the  extent  practicable.    In  some  instances  reliefs 
would  be  split  to  obtain  a  coach  at  the  time  needed.    If  adopted, 
schedule  changes  will  be  required  for  Lines  #10,  #15,  #16,  #27,  #35, 
#51 ,  #52 ,  and  #53.    Provisions  for  advance  notice  to  the  Carmen ' s  Union

California,  appeared  at  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  inquire  as  to 
the  status  of  his  request  for  free  transportation  to  blind  residents  of  the 
Bay  Area.    In  my  memorandum  of  October  7,  1968  to  you  on  this  matter  I  recom- 
nended  that  this  request  be  denied. 

Since  this  date  we  have  made  a  study  as  to  the  number  of  blind  residents  now 
receiving  Aid  to  Blind  who  could  qualify  for  free  transportation.  Tabulated 
below  is  a  list  of  the  nunber  of  persons  receiving  Aid  to  Blind  as  of  June 
1967.    This  information  was  obtained  from  the  "California  Statistical  Ab- 
stract" which  is  published  by  the  State  of  California  Document  Section.

We  presently  provide  free  transportation  for  the  blind  residents  of  San  Fran- 
cisco whether  or  not  they  are  receiving  Aid  to  the  Blind.    Granting  free 
transportation  to  the  blind  residents  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  San  Mateo, 
and  Marin  should  only  be  provided  for  these  handicapped  who  are  receiving 
Aid  to  the  Blind.    This  concession  would  cost  the  Municipal  Railway  an  esti- 
mated $5300  per  year  due  to  lost  revenue.

WATER  QUALITY 

San  Andreas  reservoir  was  treated  with  copper  sulfate  on 
October  8  and  9  for  control  of  Crustacea.     Following  this  treatment, 
the  bacteriological  quality  of  water  used  from  this  reservoir 
improved  sufficiently  to  permit  progressive  reduction  of  chlorine 
from  a  high  of  35  pounds  per  million  gallons  reached  in  September 
to  22  pounds  per  million  gallons  on  October  31. 

Water  drawn  from  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  remained 
unchanged  throughout  October,  requiring  chlorine  dosage  of  only 
16  pounds  per  million  gallons  to  achieve  complete  disinfection, 
with  no  dechlorination  required  at  this  level  of  dosage. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  all  water  served  consumers 
during  October  remained  well  within  the  limits  of  the  U.S.  Public 
Health  Service  Drinking  Water  Standards. 

A  total  of  197,000  feet  of  water  mains  up  to  and  including 
12-inch  diameter  pipe  were  flushed  in  portions  of  the  Excelsior- 
Outer  Mission,  St.  Mary's  Park,  Bernal  Heights,  Noe  Valley  and 
Sunnyside  districts  during  October.     Plans  for  additional  flushing 
of  the  extensive  Sunset  pressure  zone  were  completed  for  flushing 
portions  of  the  Noe-Eureka  Valley  and  Fillmore-Divisadero  areas. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

On  October  1,  the  rate  of  flow  through  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  was  increased  to  approximately  275  MGD  and  Sunol  Valley 
Filtration  Plant  was  shut  down  to  conserve  storage  in  local 
reservoirs  and  to  accomplish  plant  maintenance. 

Storage  in  Alameda  reservoirs  is  low  due  to  heavy  use  from 
these  sources  during  approximately  100  days  of  shutdowns  for  two 
separate  construction  projects.     Crystal  Springs  reservoir  is  near 
normal  due  to  reduced  pumping  to  San  Andreas  reservoir  which  is 
being  permitted  to  draw  down  in  order  to  accomplish  construction 
work.

Air  freight  shipments  registered  a  new  high  for  a  single  month  by  exceed- 
ing the  previous  record  of  51,087,735  pounds  set  last  May. 

Airline  cargo  executives  view  air  freight  gains  in  recent  months  as  an 
indication  that  the  industry  is  beginning  to  regain  some  of  the  momentum  lost  as  the 
result  of  a  43-day  strike  of  some  major  air  carriers  in  the  summer  of  1966. 

This  view  is  supported  by  statistics  given  the  Airport  by  the  airlines. 
During  the  first  6  months  of  this  calendar  year,  the  air  freight  volume  was  9»6 
per  cent  above  the  corresponding  period  of  1967*    However,  in  the  July  through 
October  period,  there  was  a  gain  of  nearly  19  per  cent  over  a  year  ago. 

Total  aircraft  movements  —  landings  and  takeoffs  —  for  October  were 
30,957,  as  follows:     Scheduled  carrier,  26, 24l;  military,  407;  and  general  aviation 
classifications  —  non-scheduled  air  lines  and  itinerant  or  locally-based  private 
and/or  corporate  planes,  4,309. 
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Japan  Air  Lines  Incident: 

On  Friday ,  November  22,  at  approximately  9:30  a.m.,  a  Japan  Air  Lines 
DC-8  en  route  from  Tokyo  landed  in  San  Francisco  Bay  approximately  three  miles 
short  of  Runway  28-Left.    Cause  is  undetermined.    All  96  passengers  and  the  crew 
of  11  were  brought  to  shore  safely  without  injury  on  inflated  life  rafts. 

Investigations  as  to  the  cause  of  the  ditching  were  immediately  institut- 
ed by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  and  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration. 

Highways  Conference: 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  and  Assistant  General  Manager 
Dale  H.  Fearn  (Planning  and  Development)  met  with  State  Division  of  Highways 
officials  for  discussion  of  the  State  highways  program  in  Northern  San  Mateo  County 
as  it  might  relate  to  plans  for  Airport  expansion. 

New  Butler  Aviation/San  Francisco  Manager: 

General  Manager  Hansen  also  met  with  Butler  Aviation/San  Francisco 
officials  during  a  changeover  of  Butler  managers  at  the  Airport.    The  new  manager 
is  Heinz  Schuler,  successor  to  S.  B.  Skold  who  is  being  transferred  to  New  York. 

Visitors : 

A  variety  of  visitors  came  to  the  Airport  during  November  for  diverse 
reasons.    They  included:

On  the  matter  of  the  refinement  of  the  Ridge  Route  portion  of  the 
Junipero  Serra  Freeway  (Interstate  2  80) ,   (Resolution  Wo.  68-0971) , 
Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye , 
Jr.,  reviewed  the  history  of  this  4.2-mile  section  of  the  route. 
The  section — between  Ralston  Avenue,  Belmont,  and  a  point  south  of 
Edgewood  Road — has  been  under  contention  for  the  past  four  years. 

He  then  presented  the  proposed  alignment,  which  in  his  opinion  has 
certain  economic  and  aesthetic  improvements  over  the  original  route 
adopted  by  the  Commission.     It  is  1300  feet  shorter,  requires  30  per 
cent  less  earthwork,  and  would  require  about  50  acres  less  watershed 
property.     It  is  a  refinement  that  should  overcome  objections  to 
the  original  routing  by  State  engineers,  Mr.  Frye  stated. 

He  said  the  refined  Ridge  Route  concept  was  the  result  of  a  great 
deal  of  work  by  him  and  his  staff,  and  several  meetings  with  repre- 
sentatives of  San  Mateo  County,  the  Federal  government  and  the  State 
Division  of  Highways.    He  expressed  his  gratitude  for  his  assistance 
rendered  by  Supervisor  Jean  Fassler  of  San  Mateo  County  and  Samuel  H:. 
Halsted  of  San  Mateo  County's  Regional  Planning  Committee. 

Mr.  Frye  explained  that  the  proposed  alignment  was  still  a  concept. 
It  has  not  been  completely  engineered.     The  Stat^  District  Highway 
Engineer  Alan  S.  Hart  has  given  him  assurance  that  as  soon  as  the 
State  Highway  Commission  adopted  this  route  they  will  go  to  work  on 
it  and  will  cooperate  with  the  Water  Department  to  produce  the  best 
possible  road.     According  to  Mr.  Frye,  Mr.  Hart  has  said  in  his 
opinion  this  is  a  much  better  alignment  than  the  original. 

The  details  of  the  proposed  open  space  agreement  (Resolution  No. 
6  8-0972)  -    between  the  City  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Interior  for  preserving  the  2 3, 000- acre    Peninsula  watershed  for 
permanent  open  space  and  recreation  purposes,  were  then  explained  by 
Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen. 

The  agreement  is  in  the  form  of  two  separate  grant  easements: 

.  A  scenic  easement  covering  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas 
Lakes  and  watershed  lands  to  the  west.     This  wilderness  area 
would  be  held  in  perpetuity  as  an  ecological  preserve.  (19,000 
acres) 

.  A  scenic  and  recreational  easement  to  cover  the  remainder  of 
the  watershed  property — those  areas  between  the  reservoirs  and 
the  eastern  boundary  of  the  watershed.     (4,000  acres) 
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Mr.  Cohen  explained  that  the  open  space  agreement  was  a  requirement 
imposed  by  Federal  Highway  Administrator  Lowell  K.  Bridwell  during 
his  public  hearing  in  San  Francisco  last  September  when    he  ruled 
that  the  State  Highway  Commission  must  locate  the  freeway  along  the 
Sidge  Route  rather  than  on  its  preferred  route  along  the  edge  of 
Ppper  Crystal  Springs  Lake.     The  Federal  government  pays  92  per  cent 
of  the  cost  of  Interstate  Highway  System  projects. 

Mr.  Cohen  further  explained  that  signing  of  the  agreement  is  contingent 
upon  the  State's  adoption  of  the  refined  Ridge  Route  alignment.  The 
open  space  agreement  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  its  approval.     Concurrence  in  the  agreement  by  the  San  Mateo 
County  Supervisors,  and  the  State  Highway  Commission,  will  also  be 
obtained. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  in  effect  these  grants  of  easement  will  make  legally 
binding  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  established  policy  with 
respect  to  preserving  this  open  land. 

The  Commission  questioned  staff  and  the  Deputy  City  Attorney  at  some 
length  on  the  Department  of  Interior's   (Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation) 
power  rights  and  authority  under  the  agreement. 

Mr.  Cohen  explained  the  agreement  does  not  grant  the  Federal  government 
any  use  of  the  23,000  acres?  it  merely  places  certain  restrictions  on 
use  of  the  land  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Director  of  Property  Wallace  Wortman  explained  the  effect  of  the  open 

space  agreement  on  the  watershed  property  from  a  real  estate  point 

of  view.     He  pointed  out  that  San  Francisco  was  making  two  concessions  % 

1.  Granting  of  the  right  of  way  needed  for  the  relocated  route, 
without  cost.     This  is  equal  to  approximately  $3-1/2  million 
right  of  way  valuation.     This  concession  was  recommended  in 
view  of  the  added  cost  to  the  State  of  construction  of  the 
Ridge  Route . 

2.  Granting  of  the  scenic  and  recreational  easement  in  perpetuity 
is  recognized  as  a  lowering  in  value  of  real  property.  (The 
sales  value  of  the  property  would  be  lessened,  unless  San 
Francisco  has  the  approval  of  the  Federal  government,  the 
State,  and  the  County  of  San  Mateo,  and  the  party  wishing  to 
buy  the  property  is  willing  to  pay  more  than  the  restrictions 
put  on  the  property  by  the  scenic  easement.) 

Mr.  Wortman  said  the  benefits  under  the  agreements  ares 

1.  The  scenic  easement  gives  full  control  over  the  19,000  acres 
of  land  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  City. 

2.  The  restrictive  easements  are  expected  to  result  in  progres- 
sively lower  taxes  on  the  watershed  property, 

Mr.  Frank  E.  Sylvester,  Regional  Director,  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recrea- 
tion, heartily  endorsed  the  proposed  agreements. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Goldman's  question,  Mr.  Sylvester  said  the 
condition  of  grant  in  perpetuity  was  a  requirement  of  Lowell  K.  Brid- 
well, Federal  Highway  Administrator,  Department  of  Transportation, 
in  return  for  the  funding  of  the  highway  construction.  The  primary 
purpose  is  to  guarantee  that  these  lands  will  not  be  sold.  He  said 
there  would  be  no  objection  to  the  uses  that  the  City  might  want  to 
put  the  land  to — as  long  as  it  is  compatible — with  open  space  use. 
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Their  concern  is  cutting  of  trees,  architectural  design,  structures 
that  might  be  compatible  with  the  design  and  located  as  to  be  com- 
patible with  the  area. 

Mr.  Sidney  Liebes ,  Jr.,  Sierra  Club  Representative,  Crystal  Springs 
Watershed,  addressed  the  Commission  on  the  freeway  issue,  and  said  it 
was  his  organization's  contention  that  a  satisfactory  solution  must 
include  consideration  of  the  Interstate  92/Interstate  280  configura- 
tion as  a  single  system.     He  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Commission  a  conceptual  proposal  prepared  by  the  Sierra  Club. 

Mr.  John  H.  Jacobs,  Executive  Directive,  San  Francisco  Planning  and 
Urban  Renewal  Association  (SPUR) ,  entusiastically  supported  the  open 
space  agreement  and  the  new  ridge  route  concept. 

Marcella  Jacobsen,  a  representative  of  the  San  Mateo  County  Council 
for  Governmental  Affairs,  and  Citizens  for  Regional  Recreation  and 
Parks  said  they,  like  SPUR,  are  encouraged  by  this  open  space  agree- 
ment, and  support  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  position. 

Marguerite  Warren  of  1746-32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  asked  if  the 
agreement  contained  a  specific  time  schedule  and  definition  of  how 
the  area  was  to  be  developed,  and  whether  the  national  change  of 
administration  on  January  20,  1969  would  have  any  effect  on  the  agree- 
ment . 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  did  not  envision  any  problems  with  the 
Department  of  Interior  or  the  San  Mateo  County,  and  that  the  State 
Highway  Commission  is  eager  to  complete  the  project. 

Following  roll  call  on  which  both  Resolution  6  8-0971  and  68-0972  were 
unanimously  adopted,  Commissioner  McDonnell  on  behalf  of  the  Commission 
thanked  all  who  worked  on  the  ridge  route  matter.

Prior  to  the  presentation  by  the  Municipal  Railway  of  the  new  specifi- 
cations for  new  motor  coaches,  Jerry  Pickle,  Electrical  Workers  Union, 
Local  #6,  addressed  the  Commission.     He  asked  when  the  promised  new 
trolley  coaches  would  arrive. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  this  was  a  very  important  aspect  of  the 
planning  for  revised  routes  in  connection  with  3ARTD,  etc.,  and  will 
be  taken  up  with  the  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  but  that  the 
subject  today  was  the  type  of  bus  that  would  be  used  to  replace  the 
worn-out  models  presently  on  the  streets. 
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Mr.  Joseph  Ziff,  Business  Representative  of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Electrical  Workers,  Local  #6,  said  he  was  in  accord  with  the 
plan  to  purchase  200  diesel  buses ,  due  to  the  smog  problem  created  by 
the  old  equipment  . 

Mr.  John  Mo  Woods,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  then  gave  a 
detailed  account  of  the  recommended  specifications  for  the  purchase  of 
200  new  Municipal  Railway  buses  through  the  Municipal  Railway  Improve- 
ment Corporation.,    He  pointed  out  various  features  of  the  new  coaches 
with  the  aid  of  a  slide  projector. 

The  specifications  were  prepared  through  a  joint  effort  by  the  staffs 
of  the  Municipal  Railway  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  appli- 
cable recommendations  of  the  three  consultants  for  the  Municipal 
Railway,  John  Kohl,  Donald  Hyde,  and  John  Curtin,  were  incorporated 
therein . 

Mr.  Woods  said  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  Finance, 
William  J.  Dwyer  was  of  considerable  assistance.     Mr.  Dwyer  then  ex- 
plained the  financial  arrangements  for  the  acquisition  of  the  new 
equipment,  which  is  contingent  upon  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
approving  tax  exempt  status  for  the  non-profit  corporation  which  will 
purchase  the  new  fleet. 

Mr.  Woods  said  he  is  requesting  that  the  date  for  receipt  of  bids 
be  set  for  February  7,  1969,  and  hopefully  the  new  coaches  will  be 
delivered  during  the  second  quarter  of  1969. 

Mr.  John  T.  Squire,  President,  of  Carmen's  Union  Local  250,  said  the 
operator's  area  was  the  most  important  section  of  the  vehicle  and 
expressed  his  concern  about  ventilation  and  comfort.     Also  he  urged 
that  the  fleet  be  equipped  with  radios  in  the  factory  to  avoid  delay 
in  installation  of  this  feature  after  delivery  here. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  that  Mr.  Squires  and  Municipal  Railway 
staff  meet  with  regard  to  the  points  mentioned  by  the  Union. 

Following  roll  call  on  approval  of  the  specifications,  Resolution  No. 
68-0987,  Commissioner  Goldman  was  excused  from  the  meeting  (12s 10  p.m.)

Pertinent  remarks  on  the  subject  of  Open  Space  Agreement  between 
City  and  the  United  States  of  America  -  Peninsula  Watershed  Lands 
Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     (Resolution  No.  6  8-0972.) 
(Amended  at  request  of  Commissioner  Goldman.     Insert  following 
Page  68-388) 


Commissioner  Goldman  stated  that  the  impact  of  granting  rights  in 
perpetuity  frightened  him.     He  said  that  as  he  understood  it,  the 
agreement  was  no  different  than  the  policy  that  has  been  long  in 
effect.     He  asked  if  there  was  not  a  way  of  accomplishing  the  goal 
without  granting  rights  to  the  Federal  government. 

Mr.  Jerome  Cohen,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  explained  that,  although 
there  is  an  established  policy,  it  could  be  changed  tomorrow  by  a  new 
Commissioner  or  a  different  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  said  what  is  being  done  today  is  turning 
tne  land  over  to  the  Federal  government  to  accomplish  that  which 
City  could  not  do  on  its  own. 

Mr.  Cohen  replied  that  City  could  reserve  this  City  land  as  a  matter 
of  policy.     The  proposed  binding  agreement  is  the  best  method. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  how  the  Federal  government  would 
control  this  property.     Would  it  be  under  the  Department  of  Interior? 
If  so,  would  Interior  provide  any  maintenance? 

Mr.  Cohen  answered  that  the  agreement  granted  the  Federal  Government 
no  use,°  it  merely  requires  Interior  approval  of  various  City  under- 
takings . 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  if  it  is  determined  in  the  future 
to  permit  the  public  to  use  the  land  for  scenic  and  recreational 
purposes,  now  it  could  be  accomplished. 

Mr.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities/ explained  that 
proposed  future  uses  will  be  consonant  with  concepts  set  forth  in  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  engineering  study  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy  and 
Wilsey  &  Ham. 

Commissioner  Goldman  protested  that  the  City  would  relinquish  control. 
Veto  power,  he  stated,  rests  with  Interior. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  pointed  out  that  there  were  two  easements. 
If  expansion  of  the  scenic  easement  were  desired,  a  request  to 
the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  would  be  necessary. 

Commissioner  Goldman  expressed  concern  that  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation,  being  just  another  governmental  agency,  could  change 
its  policy.     He  also  expressed  concern  about  a  possible  conflict 
between  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  people  living  in  the  local 
area  and  those  in  Washington  in  future  years . 
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Mr.  Cohen  pointed  out  that  City  retains  the  right  in  the  scenic  ease- 
ment to  keep  the  area  closed  or  throw  it  open  to  public  use.     He  said 
he  didn't  see  any  problem  in  the  concerns  expressed  by  Commissioner 
Goldman . 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  what  procedures  would  be  followed  if 
the  City  were  to  put  in  a  golf  course. 

Mr.  Cohen  pointed  out  that  if  no  buildings  were  involved,  concurrence 
of  the  Interior  would  be  unnecessary  as  long  as  the  use  was  compatible 
with  the  uses  of  watershed  land.     However,  if  buildings  were  to  be 
constructed  in  connection  with  any  proposed  recreational  uses,  it 
would  require  concurrence. 

Mr.  Sylvester  then  explained  the  policies  of  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor 
Recreation . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  condition  of  perpetuity  was  a 
demand  of  the  Federal  Government.     He  asked  why  the  agreement  did  not 
provide  a  term  of  about  ten  years  with  options,  etc. 

Mr.  Sylvester  pointed  out  that  the  condition  of  perpetuity  was  a 
requirement  of  Mr.  Bridwell  and  the  Department  of  Transportation  in 
return  for  Federal  funding  of  the  freeway. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  wished  to  know  if  there  were  precedence  in 
granting  easements  for  Federal  highways . 

Mr.  Sylvester  said  there  are  easements  of  this  type.    He  said  he 
personally  knew  of  one  in  Connecticut  which  was  used  for  the  basis 
of  drafting  and  phrasing  of  this  agreement. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  there  was  such  a  long-term  easement  in 
the  Connecticut  agreement. 

Mr.  Sylvester  replied  that  he  could  not  give  the  Commission  an  answer 
as  to  whether  or  not  perpetuity  was  requested  in  the  Connecticut 
agreement . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  the  term  of  the  agreement  were  99  years, 
there  would  be  time  to  reconsider. 

Mr.  Sylvester  pointed  out  that  the  primary  purpose  of  the  agreement  is 
to  guarantee  that  this  area  would  not  be  parceled  off  into  lots. 
The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  stated  over  the  years  its 
policy  to  maintain  this  as  open  space  and  used  this  argument  for  the 
justification  of  the  Ridge  Route. 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  the  agreement  could  be  interpreted  one 
way  today  and  could  be  interpreted  another  way  within  a  year. 

Mr.  Sylvester  replied  the  uses  the  City  might  wish  to  put  this  land 
to  would  not  be  objected  to  by  the  Department  of  Interior  if  it  were 
compatible.    He  stated  that  Interior  would  be  concerned  with  cutting 
trees,  architectural  design,  and  location  of  buildings. 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  that  he  personally  was  in  basic  agreement 
with  the  plan.    He  said  he  was  more  concerned  about  future  interpre- 
tations that  could  possibly  encumber  rather  than  assist  the  preserva- 
tion policy. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  pointed  out  that  the  agreement  was  made  as 
clear  as  possible  to  insure  correct  interpretation  over  the  years. 
He  said  in  his  opinion  it  was  difficult  to  foresee  everything  that 
could  happen  and  write  language  into  an  agreement  that  would  take 
care  of  all  future  contingencies . 
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Commissioner  Rousseau  then  said  that  as  he  understood  it,  the  City 
gets  exactly  the  same  benefits  as  it  has  today. 

Mr.  Cohen  informed  the  Commissioner  that  he  was  correct. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  also  pointed  out  that  there  was  an  additional 
benefit  accruing  to  City;  namely,  a  possible  reduction  in  assessments. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  that  he  agreed  with  Commissioner  Rousseau  and,  on  the 
basis  of  the  proposed  use  of  the  land,  City  should  receive  a  reduction 
in  taxes. 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  that  the  key  question  was  not  taxes  -  that 
the  main  concern  is  how  do  we  act  today  to  assure  the  best  future  use 
of  the  property. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that  if  the  agreement  ran  for  a  period 
of  10,  20  or  99  years,  future  Commissions  could  expect  pressure  to 
commercialize  the  area.     Anyone  serving  on  the  Boards  of  Supervisors 
of  San  Mateo,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  would  have  an 
almost  impossible  task  in  stopping  any  kind  of  commercial  develop- 
ment. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  Commission's 
action  today  was  the  best  insurance  to  preserve  the  open  space  use 
of  these  lands  for  future  generations.

Submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  is  the  attached  form  of  the  Open  Space  Agreement 
proposed  for  preserving  the  23,000-acre  Peninsula  watershed  for 
permanent  open  space  and  recreation  purposes. 

The  Open  Space  Agreement  is  presented  with  the  whole* 
hearted  approval  of  the  staff  and  myself.     It  is  submitted  in 
the  form  of  two  separate  grants  of  easements,  parties  to  which 
would  be  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  or  his  designated  representative. 

The  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective  unless  and  until 
the  California  Highway  Commission  adopts  a  Ridge  Route  alignment 
that  is  satisfactory  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission . 


MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  HETCH    HETCHY   PROJECT  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT         WATER  DEPARTMENT 
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Terms  of  the  accompanying  proposed  resolution  provide  for 
transmitting  the  Open  Space  Agreement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
(through  the  Director  of  Property)   for  the  Board's  approval  by 
ordinance . 

Steps  must  then  be  taken  to  obtain  formal  approval  and 
concurrence  in  the  grants  by  the  State  of  California  and  the 
San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Submitted  concurrently  herein  for  the  approval  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  is  a  recommended  refinement  of  the 
Pidge  Route  south  of  Ralston  Avenue,  a  map  of  which  is  an  exhibit 
in  connection  with  the  Open  Space  Agreement. 

We  believe  the  alignment  presented  will  be  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Highway  Commission?  because  it  meets  many 
of  the  objections  previously  voiced  by  State  Highway  engineers. 
A  proposed  resolution  for  this  approval  is  attached. 

An  explanation  of  the  two  matters  covered  by  this 
memorandum — the  Open  Space  Agreement  and  the  Ridge  Route 
refinement — follows.     Mr.  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  General  Manager  of 
the  Water  Department?  his  staff?  Mr.  Jerome  Cohen,  Deputy  City 
Attorney?  and  I  will  be  prepared  to  provide  further  details  and 
answer  questions  at  the  Commission's  meeting  of  Friday,  December 
20,  1968. 


OPEN  SPACE  AGREEMENT 

This  agreement  was  developed  after  numerous  drafts,  and 
followed  extensive  discussions  with  representatives  of  San  Mateo 
County,  the  Federal  government,  and  the  State  Division  of  Highways « 

The  agreement  as  submitted  is  entirely  consistent  with 
the  conditions  under  which  it  became  a  requirement  for  a  Ridge 
Route  location  as  set  forth  by  Mr.  Lowell  K.  Bridwell,  Federal 
Highway  Administrator,  during  the  public  hearing  he  conducted  in 
San  Francisco  on  September  12,  1968,  and  in  his  letter  of  October 
2,  1968,  to  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto.     For  your  information  pertinent 
excerpts  from  the  hearing  and  from  the  letter  are  quoted  in  an 
attachment . 

The  elements  of  the  agreement  are  as  follows  % 

1.     A  scenic  easement  covering  Crystal 
Springs  and  San  Andreas  Lakes  and 
watershed  lands  to  the  west.  This 
vast  wilderness  area  would  be  held 
in  perpetuity  as  an  ecological  preserve. 
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2 .     A  scenic  and  recreation  easement  to 
cover  the  remainder  of  the  watershed 
property — those  areas  between  the 
reservoir  and  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  watershed. 


Both  of  the  proposed  grants  of  easements  are  compatible 
with  Public  Utilities  Commission  policy  with  respect  to  preser- 
vation and  recreation  concepts  for  the  Peninsula  watershed—the 
scenic  and  recreation  easement  covering  open  space  and  other 
recreational  uses  in  the  area  east  of  the  reservoirs,  and  the 
scenic  easement  providing  for  preservation  in  its  present  natural 
state,  the  wilderness  area  west  of  the  lakes. 

The  scenic  and  recreation  easement  will  give  the  public 
right  of  entry  for  prescribed  recreational  purposes  in  accordance 
with  appropriate  Public  Utilities  Commission  controls  to  protect 
water  quality. 

Access  to  the  wilderness  area  covered  by  the  scenic  easement 
will  be  by  permit  in  accordance  with  Commission  rules. 


RIDGE  ROUTE  REFINEMENT 

The  Commission's  staff  is  extremely  optimistic  that  it 
has  proposed  the  means  for  a  settlement  that  will  end  the  unfor- 
tunate dispute  between  the  City  and  the  Highway  Commission  over 
routing  of  a  4.2-mile  portion  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway 
(Interstate  280)  .     It  has  required  an  inordinate  amount  of  both 
parties'  time  during  the  last  4  or  5  years. 

I  am  sure  the  Commission  will  be  just  as  pleased  as  its 
staff  in  having  this  matter  finally  resolved. 

The  refined  alignment  of  the  Ridge  Route  concept  previously 
adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  submitted  following 
a  great  deal  of  work  by  Mr.  Frye  and  his  staff,  and  several 
meetings  that  included  representatives  of  San  Mateo  County,  the 
Federal  government  and  the  State  Division  of  Highways. 

We  are  especially  grateful  for  the  assistance  rendered 
by  Supervisor  Jean  Fassler  of  San  Mateo  County  and  Mr.  Samuel  H. 
Halsted,  a  member  of  San  Mateo  County's  Regional  Planning  Committee. 

Mr.  Frye's  staff  has  spent  a  considerable  time  on  the 
task  of  developing  acceptable  refinements  to  the  Ridge  Route  since 
Mr.  Bridwell  announced  his  decision  on  September  2,  1968,  that 
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the  4.2-mile  section  in  dispute  would  have  to  be  situated  along 
a  Ridge  Route  alignment  in  order  for  the  freeway  to  qualify  for 
92  percent  Federal  financial  assistance. 

You  will  learn  from  the  map  of  the  new  alignment ,  which, 
as  I  stated,  is  an  exhibit  to  be  attached  to  the  Open  Space 
Agreement,  that  the  new  proposed  routing  drops  down  the  slope 
somewhat  from  that  suggested  originally,  maintaining  the  same 
important  scenic  and  picnic  turnouts  to  the  east  of  the  roadway. 
The  alignment  also  provides  for  preserving  the  existing  riding 
and  hiking  trail  that  was  developed  jointly  by  San  Mateo  County 
and  the  Federal  government. 

The  refinement,  I  believe,  offers  certain  economic  and 
aesthetic  advantages  over  the  alignment  previously  adopted  by 
the  Commi s  s ion . 

An  important  benefit  is  that  it  will  minimize  damage  to  the 
watershed  from  earthwork  for  cuts  and  fills.     Those  cuts  and 
fills  that  will  be  necessary  will  be  invisible  to  the  people  who 
will  be  using  the  area.     Furthermore,  moving  the  roadway  down 
the  slope  will  free  valuable  flat  lands  on  top  of  the  hill  for 
still  more  recreational  uses. 

Other  improvements  are  as  follows? 

The  new  alignment  is  approximately 
1300  feet  shorter  than  the  original 
routing. 

The  length  of  the  4  percent  maximum 
grade  at  the  northern  end  of  this 
section  of  the  route  would  be  shortened 
by  some  20  percent.     As  you  know,  the 
original  peak  elevation  for  the  Ridge 
Route  was  800  feet- -the  new  route  climbs 
to  an  elevation  of  700  feet. 

About  30  percent  less  earthwork  would 
be  required--5 , 000 , 000  cubic  yards,  as 
compared  with  7,000,000  cubic  yards. 

The  new  alignment  would  require  50  acres 
less  watershed  property  than  the  original 
routing. 
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The  engineers  have  refined  the  Ridge  Route  so  that  the 
proposed  alignment  is  located  up  to  500  yards  down  the  slope 
to  the  west  of  the  original  alignment.     lie  are  confident  that  when 
State  Highway  engineers  begin  their  studies  of  the  route,  they  will 
be  able  to  develop  additional  refinements  that  will  make  this 
route  even  more  desirable. 

Moving  the  alignment  down  the  slope  and  over  the  crest 
of  the  hill  should  be  of  considerable  interest  to  many  San  Mateo 
County  residents  particularly  those  people  who  live  in  the  Belmont 
Heights  section  in  the  western  part  of  the  City  of  Belmont. 

As  you  will  recall,  residents  of  this  area  were  particularly 
disturbed  because  the  oriainal  Ridge  Route  was  within  800  feet  of 
some  homes.     The  distance  of  the  new  alignment  from  these  homes 
will  range  between  1200  and  2  500  feet. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  City-™ through  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Mayor  Alioto,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission- 
has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  keep  a  major  8-lane  freeway 
from  destroying  a  valuable  section  of  some  of  the  last  natural 
open  land  in  the  Bay  Area. 

It  should  certainly  be  evident  now  that  we  have  all  been 
determined  to  continue  the  policy  that  has  been  followed  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  many  years--i.e.,  to  save 
the  23,000-acre  watershed  for  all  time  as  an  important  water- 
producing  and  storage  area,  and  as  an  island  of  wilderness  in  a 
metropolitan  area  that  is  apparently  incapable  of  self-imposed 
bounds . 

Mayor  Alioto  explained  the  situation  the  City  would  face 
if  the  freeway  were  built  along  the  State  preferred  water 's-edge 
route  during  the  freeway  hearing  held  in  the  Chambers  of  the  San 
Mateo  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Redwood  City.     The  City,  he  stated, 
would  have  been  hard  pressed  to  resist  requests  for  developing 
the  lands  that  would  have  been  severed  on  the  east.     We  now  have 
the  opportunity  to  preserve  the  lands  in  a  manner  that  may  not 
become  fully  appreciated  until  another  50  years  have  passed.

"   ...  it  will  be  incumbent  upon  the  City  to  make  valid 
its  publicly  stated  commitments  ...  by  entering  into  an  'open 
space  agreement',  or  by  giving  some  other  kind  of  scenic  easement 
or  incumbrance  upon  the  use  of  the  watershed  property?  to  make 
certain  that  it  does,  in  fact,  stay  in,  not  only  in  public  owner- 
ship, but  that  it  stays  in  conservation,  recreation~-public  use." 

"There  are  alternative  ways  that  that  can  be  done,  one  of 
which  is  an  open  space  agreement  with  San  Mateo  County — if  the 
City  and  County  concluded  that  is  the  best  way  to  do  it,  then 
that's  fine  with  us.     There  are  other  ways  of  doing  it.     I  don't 
want  to  preclude  any  other  particular  avenues,  it  can  do  other 
things  under  Department  of  interior  programs.     So  there  are 
various  ways  that  they  can  be  accomplished?  the  point  is  not  the 
procedure  or  method  of  accomplishment,  the  point  is  to  absolutely, 
legally,  tie  that  land  in  such  a  way  that  it  can  be  used  only 
for  open  space  and  recreational  purposes."

"You  will  note  that  I  left  open  the  specific  kind  of 
agreement  which  is  required  in  order  to  give  you  maximum  flexi- 
bility in  working  out  details  with  other  units  of  government  and 
possibly  making  Federal  funds  available  for  the  development  of 
active  recreational  facilities  on  the  watershed  lands. 

"Any  agreement,  whatever  its  form,  must  be  concurred  in 
and  approved  by  the  San  Mateo  County  Board  of  Supervisors.  It 
would  clearly  be  preferable  for  the  State  of  California  or  the 
Federal  government  to  be  a  party  to  such  action  as  well  as 
guarantee  the  preservation  of  the  watershed  lands  in  perpetuity 
for  open  space  and  recreational  use."

TESTIMONY  OF  THE  SIERRA  CLUB  AT  THE  HEARING  BEFORE  THE  STATE  DIVISION 
OF  HIGHWAYS  ON  PROPOSED  ROUTES  FOR  INTERSTATE  280  IN  CRYSTAL  SPRINGS 
WATERSHED,  SAN  MATEO  COUNTY,  OCTOBER  30,  1968 

The  Sierra  Club  appreciates  the  exceedingly  difficult  task  that  this 
Commission  faces  in  studying  and  assessing  the  many  factual  details, 
numerous  interests  and  divergent  views  relating  to  the  freeway  issue 
before  it. 

All  involved  parties  are  aware  that  the  Crystal  Springs  Watershed 
constitutes  a  present  and  potential  park,  open  space  and  ecological 
asset  of  inestimable  value  to  residents  of  the  entire  San  Francisco 
Bay  area.  The  City  of  San  Francisco,  the  State  Highway  Commission, 
the  County  of  San  Mateo  and  the  Federal  Government  have  each  demon- 
strated their  support  for  a  binding  preservation  agreement  by  the 
individual  actions  they  have  taken . 

Difficulty  arises  in  the  effort  to  identify  that  acceptable  freeway 
configuration  which  minimizes  the  violence  to  the  values  we  all  seek 
to  protect.  Unfortunately,  it  is  impossible  to  place  an  eight  lane, 
high  speed  roadway  on  the  surface  of  this  preserve  without  adversely 
affecting  both  the  immediate  terrain  and  an  extensive  portion  of  the 
surrounding  environment. 

It  is  critical  to  bear  in  mind  that  future  public  use  and  enjoyment 
of  this  preserve  will  be  by  people  who  almost  exclusively  will  be  out 
of  doors.    They  will  value  freedom  of  movement  over  the  land.  They 
will  value  silence.     They  will  value  freedom  from  the  visual  anomaly 
of  a  freeway  in  the  middle  of  their  park.    They  will  value  the  oppor- 
tunity to  breathe  clean  air. 

It  is  necessary  therefore  that  we  think  of  the  freeway  as  more  than 
just  a  ribbon  of  concrete.     It  is  also  a  generator  of  a  great  deal 
of  noise.     It  is  a  divider  of  the  terrain.    It  is  a  structure  in 
severe  visual  conflict  with  the  natural  setting.    It  is  a  source  of 
polluting  gases. 

With  regard  to  the  latter,  it  appears  possible  that  the  inversion 
layer  that  clamps  down  on  this  narrow,  closed  basin  may  result  in 
the  accumulation  of  toxic  concentrations  of  exhaust  products  that 
will  not  only  adversely  affect  the  health  of  the  flora  and  fauna  but 
also  that  of  anyone  who  ventures  down  into  it. 

It  Is  in  consideration  of  these  aspects  that  we  have  supported  the 
general  concept  of  an  alignment  along  the  eastern  margin  of  the 
property. 
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We  thoroughly  appreciate  that  a  considerably  greater  amount  of  earth 
moving  and  subsequent  healing  will  be  required  for  a  ridge  alignment 
than  for  an  alignment  through  the  lower  reaches  of  the  property. 

We  are  furthermore  mindful  of  the  criticism  leveled  at  the  three  ex- 
tensive cuts  at  the  north  end  of  San  Francisco's  proposed  ridge  route, 
of  the  steepness  of  this  particular  section,  and  of  the  traffic  noise 
level  attendant  upon  it. 

We  are  also  deeply  concerned  with  the  noisy,  conspicuous  and  dominating 
impact  that  would  derive  from  the  presently  proposed  extension  of 
Interstate  92  across  the  Upper  Crystal  Springs  Lake.    This  proposal 
entails  a  massive  lakeside  interchange  on  the  eastern  shore  from  which 
extends  westward  a  "high  level  span"  bridging  1500  feet  of  water.  We 
additionally  observe  that  beneath  the  waters  of  the  lake  at  the  proposed 

location  of  this  span  lies  a  slumbering  tiger           the  San  Andreas  Fault 

trace.    This  trace  experienced  an  eight  foot,  presumably  impulsive 
offset  in  1906.     It  is  a  certainty  that  this  fault  will  snap,  over  and 
over  again.    The  engineering  problems  and  the  expense  of  designing  a 
swivelling  telescoping  span,  or  whatever  device  could  sustain  such  an 
assault  are  formidable. 


We  believe  that  a  satisfactory  solution  to  the  freeway  issue  in  the 
Crystal  Springs  Watershed  must  include  consideration  of  the  Interstate 
92/  Interstate  280  freeway  configuration  as  a  single,  indivisible  system 
A  decision  involving  any  part  of  either  freeway  very  definitely  influ- 
ences the  evaluation  of  the  merits  of  alignment  details  of  other  parts 
of  the  system. 

We  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  thought  to  the  variety  of  configura- 
tions that  could  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  solution  of  the  freeway 
placement  problem.    We  are  much  concerned  for  those  persons  who  have 
recently  purchased  and  are  continuing  to  build  and  buy  houses  in 
Belmont  Heights,  adjacent  to  the  eastern  edge  of  the  property. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  submit  for  the  consideration 
of  all  parties  the  following  conceptual  proposal  for  a  solution  to 
the  routing  problem,  as  sketched  on  the  accompanying  map: 

Proceeding  northward  from  the  south  end  of  the  watershed,  we 
suggest  that  the  route  conform  essentially  to  that  proposed 
by  the  City  of  San  Francisco.    But  instead  of  descending  along 
the  southern  face  of  the  most  southeasterly  of  the  two  con- 
spicuous mountains  at  the  north  end  of  the  City's  proposed  route, 
we  hold  to  the  ridge  for  another  3/4  of  a  mile.    The  route 
should  then  gradually  descend  northwestward,  bridging  over  the 
depression  to  the  north  of  the  mountains  and  approach  San  Mateo 
Creek  in  a  broad  curve  just  above  the  500  foot  contour  line. 
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Interstate  92  sweeping  westward  from  Redwood  City,  swings  north 
into  an  alignment,  as  envisioned,  beneath  280  some  2000  feet 
back  from  the  lake  shore.     It  then  swings  west  to  cross  the  lake 
on  an  earth  fill  in  the  vicinity  of  the  shallow,  500  foot  narrows 
just  north  of  the  existing  causeway.     Route  92  ultimately  tunnels 
through  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  at  some  yet  undetermined  depth 
below  the  crest. 

Among  the  advantages  of  this  routing  concept,  are  the  following: 

1.  Confining  the  freeway  to  the  eastern  margin  of  the  Water- 
shed so  that  no  significant  block  of  land  is  severed. 

2.  The  elimination  of  the  three  highest  cuts  and  fills  along 

the  City's  proposed  alignment,  and  reduction  of  freeway  slope. 

3.  The  complete  removal  of  the  freeway  from  sight,  sound  and 
proximity  of  park  users  in  the  valley  or  on  the  most  northerly 
of  the  proposed  golf  courses. 

4.  Cuts  and  fills  which  would  be  most  unsightly  viewed  from 
Skyline  Scenic  Highway  would  be  eliminated.     In  our  proposal 
this  section  of  freeway  would  be  entirely  concealed. 

5.  The  preservation  of  a  mile  of  lakeshore,  which  would  be 
otherwise  destroyed  by  the  Route  92  crossing  and  by  any  of 
the  other  proposed  280  routes. 

6.  Crossing  the  lake  on  a  short  earth  fill,  rather  than  the  long, 
expensive  and  precarious  high  level  span* 

7.  Isolation  of  the  lake  crossing  from  the  exposed  shoreline  of 
the  Upper  Crystal  Springs  Lake  and  southern  valley  floor. 

8.  Route  92  would  be  concealed  in  a  depression  at  the  west  end 
of  the  lake  crossing. 

To  better  protect  the  houses  in  Belmont  Heights,  we  propose  a  short 
section  of  tunnel  at  the  saddle,  that  point  nearest  the  subdivision. 
The  alignment  as  envisioned  would  be  over  500  feet  from  the  property 
margin  throughout  its  length. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  design  reflect  the  full  capacity  of  the 
State  Highway  Engineers  to  minimize  the  level  of  noise  outside  as  well 
as  inside  the  property.    This  might  entail  the  use  of  noise-deadening 
pavement,  depression  of  the  roadway  into  the  landscape,  raising  the 
roadside  to  reflect  high  frequency  sound  upward ,  headlight  barriers 
along  side  the  road,  planting  of  native  vegetation  and  strict  enforce- 
ment of  silence  standards  on  vehicular  traffic. 

Above  all  else  we  urge  the  principal  parties  involved  to  cooperate 
in  a  non-partisan  effort  to  establish  a  binding  agreement  for  the 
preservation  of  the  entire  watershed  as  a  park,  open  space  and  wild- 
life preserve.
